MANAGUA, Nicaragua (AP) - A band 


of guerrillas shot their way into a plush 
suburban home Saturday and took top 
government officials hostage. Several 
hours later President Anastasio Somoza 
Debayle agreed to fly the eight guerrillas 
and 26 prisoners out of the country in 
exchange for the lives of their hostages. 


The 19 hostages included Nicaragua's 


foreign minister, the ambassadors to the 
United Nations and Washington and an 
American woman. Thirteen other hostages 
were released earlier. 


The guerrilla kidnapers also demanded 


$5 million in $5, $10 and $20 bills, but 
presidential press secretary Efrain Huezo 
said it was unclear whether the Nicaraguan 
government would meet that demand. 


"It's hard to get that much money in the 


way they want it," Huezo said. "We dont't 
have that many dollars around." 


Meanwhile, Managua Mayor Luis Valle 


Olivares, one of the hostages, said in a 
telephone interview with the Associated 
Press: "We're being treated well. They 
have consideration for the people here." 


The mayor said the terrorists are 


allowing each hostage to call home. "I un- 
derstand negotiations are going on and 
maybe they will come to an end soon," he 
said. 


The guerrillas, members of the San- 


dinista band that has long opposed Somoza 
family rule in Nicaragua, used automatic 
weapons to blast into a party for U.S. Am- 
bassador Turner Shelton at the home of a 
Nicaraguan businessman. 


Shelton and other U.S. Embassy officials 


left the" party before the assault. 


Hundreds of national guardsmen ringed 


the house in a wealthy district two miles 
from city center and Somoza declared mar- 
tial law.

President Foresees Economic Upturn, Rules Out Wage-Price Controls 
Ford Believes Mideast War Highly Probable

Vail, Colo. (UPI) - President Ford firm- 


ly believes there is a "high likelihood of 
war in the Middle East" unless the United 
States can get Israel and the Arabs to 
negotiate further military disengagements. 


Ford would have second thoughts about 


seeking the presidency in 1976 should there 
be some "personal family tragedy," such 
as a recurrence of the cancer that forced 
his wife Betty to undergo breast surgery. 


In an exclusive, year-end interview, the 


President also foresaw an economic upturn 
in the last half of 1975, ruled out wage-price 
controls as the "worst remedy" for infla- 
tion and said his priorities now have a 
"slight tilt" toward reversing the recession. 


He declined to say whether he would 


propose a tax cut, although he is under 
strong pressure to do so. But he said he will 
propose "very strong measures" to the 
heavily Democratic 94th Congress to pull 
the economy out of its slump and curtail oil 
consumption. 


"The public cooperation effort (to save 


oil) has not achieved all we feel is 
necessary," Ford said. "So there will be 
stronger measures." 


The President, relaxed and casually 


dressed, calmly inventoried the nation's 
problems in front of a crackling fire in the 
recreation room of his borrowed winter 
\acation chalet. 


Sitting in an easy chair — and finally suc- 


cumbing to the temptation to prop his feet 
on the coffee table — Ford appeared to 
enjoy fielding questions although refusing 
to be pinned down in areas he considered 
too sensitive or premature. 


The President- 


—Said Housing Secretary James Lynn 


would be his new budget director, 
replacing Roy Ash, who is returning to 
private life. Ford also said Edward Levi, 
the 63-year-old president of the University 
of Chicago, would make "an outstanding 
attorney general" and left no doubt he 
would nominate him despite conservative 
criticism. 


—Said there will be further changes in 


the Nixon holdover Cabinet. While refusing 
to get into a "numbers game," Ford noted 
"some people have been there a long, long 
time ... I think they all worked hard in a 
tough time." 


—Said Secretary of State Henry 


Kissinger was "a very indispensible man 
for the country" and indicated he had 
changed his mind about getting rid of 
Defense Secretary James Schlesinger. He 
said Schlesinger was doing a good job in a 
tough spot. 


—Stood by his pardon of his predecessor, 


Richard Nixon, saying: "I think I did it at 
the right time and did it for the right 
reasons." He conceded Nixon did not tell 
all about his Watergate role, but said 
acceptance of the pardon can be inter- 
preted as a confession. 


—Refused to go into specifics, but said 


next year's federal deficit will "be larger 
than I would like." He blamed inflation, 
unexpected domestic and international 
demands and "the fact that Congress 
forced us to spend more money than we an- 
ticipated." 


—Says his 1975 New Year's resolution is 


"peace on earth, good will to men." 


—Said his two favorite chief executives 


are Harry Truman and Abraham Lincoln 
because he thinks "they were stronger than 
almost any other presidents." He said 
Truman took "some very bold, strong ac- 
tions in foreign policy," including Greek- 
Turkish aid, the Marshall Plan and Korea. 


Lincoln was a great president, he said, 


because of "his strength in times of crisis, 
dedication to the community of the nation, 
his humanitarianism." 


—Is generally aware of threats against 


his life but says "I just don't think we can 
worry about those things." 


—Likes to get his news firsthand. He 


says he does not worry about criticism. The 
President looks over a half dozen or more 
newspapers every day, listens to television 
news every morning and evening and scans 
the official White House news summary 
prepared by his aides. 


The President's warning about the 


possibility of Middle East war came when 
he was asked about a columnist's report 


Ford believed renewed fighting could 
break out in the area in six months. 


"I firmly believe, unless there is some 


movement on a step-by-step basis (toward) 
peace in the Middle East, there's a high 
degree, there's a high likelihood of war," 
he said. 


Asked what he planned to do about it, 


Ford replied: "Keep on working trying to 
get Israelis and Arabs to expand the dis- 
engagement efforts that were successful in 
1973 and 1974, to broaden the agreements 
(between) the Israelis and the Arab 


nations. If we keep working on it, and get 
some success, I think we can prevent 
another bloody conflict..." 


Declaring he was encouraged despite 


rising tensions in the area, Ford said: "I 
think all parties recognize another war 
would be a real tragedy, both in lives lost 
and the financial cost. I think its con- 
sequences could be very serious." 


The President said it would be "inap- 


propriate" to comment on recurring 
reports there is a National Security Council 
contingency plan for the U.S. to take over 


some Arab oil fields — or help Israel to do 
so — if there is another embargo. 


Leadership Charges Rejected 
Ford rejected charges, including some by 


members of his own party, he had failed to 
display leadership in the current critical 
period. 


He said: "We do have very serious 


economic problems. We have had serious 
decisions to make in foreign policy. 
Anybody who doesn't agree with you has a 
tendency to say, 'You don't display 
leadership.' I think we have, definitely, in 


the field of foreign policy. I think we have 
shown initiatives in domestic policy. 


"Certain circumstances overtook us and 


Congress didn't act on the main portions of 
our program. So we're in the process right 
now of final evaluation of what we should 
do in the area of energy, what we should 
recommend in the field of the economy. 
Those decisions will be made, and I think 
they will be very forward looking, they will 
be adapted to the times.

Dwight Armstrong, Susan Saxe, Katherine 
Ann Power and other political radicals 
from the late 1960s, some of them perma- 
nent entries on the FBI's "10 Most 
Wanted" list. 


All running from the law. All successful 


at it. 


They seem to have mastered the art of 


"going underground," as the fugitive life of 
America has been called. 


As more fugitives are apprehended or 


turn themselves in — two surrendered 
recently, Jane Alpert and Barry Stein, who 
jumped bail four years ago following 
charges of politically related crimes — 
more is being learned about the un- 
derground phenomena. 


And the people involved are talking more 


freely as passions cool over the Vietnam 
war that spawned the radical movement 
and the underground life. 


In addition to the "about 30" political 


fugitives still wanted by the,Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, there are 
thousands of other people successfully on 
the run in America, some sought on 
criminal charges, others wanted by collec- 
tion agencies, husbands, and wives and' 
parents. 


And the key to their disappearance, the 


first step in "going underground" 
successfully, is becoming a completely 
different person. 


"If I'm looking for a fugitive these days I 


assume he will have a false identity," said a 
senior FBI agent in Washington. > 


Fugitive Barry Stein, on the run, from 


charges of mob action and resisting arrest 
following the militant Weatherman's "Day 
of Rage" riots in Chicago in October 1969, 
began his transformation by picking the 
name of a dead person — Daniel Wight — 
from the obituary columns of a newspaper. 
From then on, it was easy to get identity 
documents. 


"The basic document is the birth cer- 


tificate," said the FBI agent. "With it you 
can apply for a driver's license in that 
name, a library card, a passport with your 
own picture in it. This puts a protective 
shield around a person." 


Some fugitives have prowled graveyards 


seeking the names of dead children born 
about the time they were, so that their new 
identity would never conflict with that of a 
real person. 


False Identity Technique 
A 28-page pamphlet called "The Paper 


Trip" that had wide circulation in the 
political underground, spelled out in 


Jane Alpert, photographed in New York City 
in November, is back after four years of in- 
visibility hidden from the law. She has said

that for most of the time she was able to live a 
"respectable" life, with a "respectable" job. 


minute detail the technique of acquiring 
false identity, including Social Security 
number, credit cards and club 
memberships. 


It exhorted the reader, "Forget using 


phony or stolen ID, the trick is to have the 
government issue you directly the various 
forms of ID you need. And all the informa- 
tion you need to get started is on a regular 
birth certificate — someone else's, that is." 


Lenore Weitzman, an assistant professor 


of sociology at the University of California 
at Davis, who wrote her doctoral on men 
and women who start totally new lives, 
said, "It does not matter who you are in 
cases like this, but who you can prove you 
are." 


Some criminals, particularly check 


forgers, have been arrested with four or 
five completely different identities. 


But Barry Stein needed only one. It was 


sound enough for him to live as Daniel 
Wight, respected citizen of a Vermont com- 


munity, where he established the 
successful "Green Mountain Health 
Center" that helped in Planned 
Parenthood and other activities. He sur- 
rendered in November. 


Jane Alpert, who jumped bail and dis- 


appeared following her conviction or con- 
spiracy in a series of bombings in Manhat- 
tan in 1969, told court officials after her 
surrender in November, she had been 
living a "respectable" life and holding 
down a "respectable" job for most of the 
past four years. 


Considering her notoriety, it seems un- 


likely she lived und,er her own name in that 
period. She hasn't described her life un- 
derground. 


Becoming another person is the first step 


toward going underground. Staying that 
way is much more difficult. 


Numerous fugitives have talked of the 


terrible fear of detection when they first 
flee. "I was paranoic. I was stumbling over 


furniture, tripping over things, always 
looking over my shoulder. I was so scared," 
said fugitive Tom Smidt in an interview 
with a New York radio station, WBAI. He 
was fearful even though at the time of the 
interview, he was hiding 1,000 miles from 
his home state in a house at the end of a 47- 
mile long dirt road. 


Tom was fleeing charges raising from his 


participation in draft card burning on 
Chicago's South Side in May 1969. 


Initially Paranoid 
Sociologist Weitzman said fugitives she 


interviewed "were initially paranoid about 
detection, some going to preposterous 
lengths to alter their appearance." 


But as Tom's sister Linda — also inter* 


viewed by WBAI — discovered when she 
traveled with her brother: "I thought going 
underground meant biding in a basement 
forever, but I found we could ultimately

Ford Delays Response to Allegation of Spying by CIA

Vail, Colo. — President Ford will delay a 


response to allegations of domestic spying 
by the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) 
until after his return to Washington this 
week. Press Secretary Ron Nessen said 
Saturday. 


Nessen said Ford will be reviewing a 


report he received Thursday from CIA 
Director William Colby "over the next few 
days" and will discuss the matter with 
Colby and others after returning to the 
capital, probably Thursday. 


"There will be an announcement on the 


subject within several days after the com- 
pletion of those discussions," Nessen said. 
He added neither he nor Ford would dis- 
cuss the subject further until that time. 


Nessen noted both the President and 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger had 
urged against "hardening up what at this. 
point are only newspaper allegations into 
facts." He said Ford felt the "only proper 
way to approach this was to study it and 
ascertain the facts." 


Nessen also said it had been rumored in 


Washington Richard Helms, head of the 
CIA when the alleged violations occurred 
and now U.S. ambassador to Iran, had 


"disappeared or defected." Actually, he 
said, Helms is visiting relatives in Europe 
and the State Dept. knows his 
whereabouts. 


In another development, Time magazine 


contended in its latest issue Supreme Court 
Justice William Douglas and former Rep. 
Cornelius Gallagher, D-N.J., were among 
four political figures who were put under 
CIA surveillance. Time said the others 
were the late Sen. Edward Long, D-Mo., 
and Rep. Claude Pepper, a Democrat who 
was said to have been "apparently suspect 
because of his contacts with Cuban 


refugees living in his congressional dis- 
trict" in Florida. 


However, the magazine said that high 


CIA official, who was not identified, denied 
the alleged surveillance activity. 


The magazine said Douglas first was un- 


der CIA scrutiny in the mid-1960's because 
of his contacts with officials of the 
Dominican Republic, 


Earlier, Rep. Lucien Nedzi, D-Mich., 


chairman of the House intelligence sub- 
committee, said some domestic activities 
of CIA have been improper but that the 
agency may not have violated the law 
because of loopholes.

Co'ita Rica, where a number of San-

One Managua newspaper identified the 


wounded as a terrorist and Daniel Lacayo 
Rapacciolo, manager of Esso Standard of 
Nicaragua. It said five guerrillas took part, 
including three men and two women 
wearing gas masks. U.S. Embassy sources 
said it was believed there were 8 to 15 
guerrillas. 


Among those reported still in the house 


were Foreign Minister Alejandro Montiel 
Arguello, U.N. Ambassador Guillermo 
Lang, Ambassador to the United States 
Guillermo Sevilla Sacasa, Managua Mayor 
Luis Valle Olivares, the wives of Lang and 
the mayor, several prominent businessmen 
and their wives, and Bernice Denecken, 
wife of Chilean Ambassador Alfonso 
Denecken. 


Those released immediately after 


Archbishop Miguel Ovando y Bravo began 
negotiations with the guerrillas were the 
wife of the host and her three young 
daughters, four waiters, four musicians, 
and the wife of a businessman. 


Sevilla Sacasa is the dean of the 


diplomatic corps in Washington, having 
been accredited there longer than any 
other foreign diplomat. 


The government said the attack was 


"part of a conspiracy to subvert public 
order" and said it was "using all means 
within its reach and through dialogue to 
make them desist." 


The Sandinista Front takes its name 


from Augusto Cesar Sandino, a daring 
guerrilla chieftain who fought the U.S. 
Marines that occupied this Central 
American nation of two million persons off 
and on for more than 20 years earlier this 
century. Sandino" was slain in the jungle on 
Feb. 22, 1934. 


The Marines left the country for good 


about that time, and a few years later Gen. 
Anastasio Somoza Sr. seized power. His 
family has run the country ever since. The 
current president is his West Point- 
educated son.

Greenfield held that "the amenities of a 


first-class French restaurant are as impor- 
tant to civilized living as clean, unpolluted 
air and the hushed stillness of the night." 


In deciding not to grant the injunction, 


Greenfield said the restaurant had 
promised to curb its noises, lights and 
odors. 


La Goulue, whose name translates as 


"The Female Glutton," is in the heart of 
Manhattan's art world. It boasts customers 
that include Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis, 
Princess Grace and Prince Rainier of 
Monaco, actress Ingrid Bergman, Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger and dancer 
Rudolf Nureyev. 


"They only see the front," said Sourian,

Ethiopian Government 
Talks With Eritreans 


A top-level delegation of the Ethiopian 


military government has begun talks with 
local officials in the northern city of 
Asmara where nearly 50 persons have been 
killed in a five-day reign of terror, Western 
diplomats said Saturday. The delegation, 
sent to discuss problems in the troubled 
province of Eritrea, met in a lengthy 
opening session with provincial leaders, 
who included tribal and religious chiefs but 
not representatives of the Eritrean Libera- 
tion Front, the diplomats said. The talks 
are expected to be resumed today. 
North, South Korean 
Relations Getting Worse 


Two and a half years after North and 


South Korea's announcement that they 
would begin talks, relations between the 
two neighbors have largely reverted to 
their former state of hostility. The 
meetings have grown increasingly rare and 
bogged down in sterile exchanges. There 
has been a small but perceptible increase 
in military clashes in the last year, and 
angry propaganda attacks have been 
remstituted despite a no-slander pledge 
made when the talks were disclosed in July 
1972. In the last few weeks there have been 
signs that North Korea may be trying to 
downgrade the talks even further. 


Portuguese Air Force 
Warns: Keep Hands Off 


The Portuguese air force has advised the 


country's ruling military diectorate to keep 
hands off the constitutional assembly that 
is to be elected next spring, a weekly 
newspaper reported Saturday. 


Nuclear Energy 


Dr. Edward Teller, the "father of the 


American H-Bomb," strongly advocated 
Saturday the massive use of nuclear energy 
to conquer the energy crisis, and dismissed 
objections from environmentalists as 
exaggerated. Warning that "the real crisis 
has not yet started," Teller said the ques- 
tion to be settled is whether the availability 
of energy will become the "bottleneck that 
prevents a decent standard of living to be 
established throughout the world." 
Nuclear energy, he said, could provide 
energy for centuries. 
Burger Proposal 


Chief Justice Warren Burger, in a year- 


end statement, in which he overcame his 
reservations 
about making direct 


legislative proposals to Congress, called on 
Congress to revitalize the federal court 
system by increasing judges' salaries and 
establishing 63 new judgeships to help han- 
dle the steadily increasing judicial 
workload. He also urged congressional ac- 
tion on a plan to establish some sort of new 
federal court that would relieve pressure 
on the Supreme Court by deciding less 
significant cases than the high court hears. 
No Clue 


An autopsy performed on Amy Vander- 


bilt, America's first lady of etiquette, 
showed she suffered from hypertension but 
gave no clue to the cause of her death in a 
plunge from a second-story window of her 
Manhattan apartment. New York police in- 
itially labeled Miss Vanderbilt's death an 
"apparent suicide," but no note was left 
and a police'spokesman later said it would 
be impossible to be certain is she jumped 
or fell. 
Associate Pastor 


One of the 11 women ordained as 


Episcopal priests last summer, The Rev. 
Betty Schiess, 50, has been named an 
associate pastor of a parish in her home 
diocese at Syracuse, N.Y. She becomes the 
first of the women ordained in the con- 
troversial service to receive a regular posi- 
tion as a priest. "I didn't think I'd be this 
excited but it feels just great," she said 
Saturday in an interview. "They really 
need me. I'm delighted at the authentic 
nature of the whole thing." 


New Governor 


Julian Carroll became Kentucky's 50th 


governor Saturday, succeeding Gov. 
Wendell Ford who resigned to move on to 
the U.S. Senate. Ford resigned as governor 
Saturday morning immediately after 
notifying Secretary of State Thelma Stovall 
that Marlow Cook, a Republican, had 
vacated his U.S. Senate seat. Ford, a 
Democrat, defeated Cook for the seat last 
month.

The Atomic Energy Commission (AEC) 


and the industry it nurtured are unable to 
account for thousands of pounds of nuclear 
materials that could be fashioned into 
crude nuclear bombs, according to, experts 
in business, universities and the commis- 
sion. 


Although officials say there are now no 


unresolved cases of theft, the amounts of 
highly enriched uranium and plutonium 
that cannot be accounted for means that 
the AEC is unable to give positive 
assurances that the missing materials have 
not fallen into the hands of a terrorist 
group or hostile governments. 


The experts say a-large share of the 


material is believed to be missing only in 
the sense that it is imbedded in processing 
machinery or lost in the crude statistical 
methods used to keep track of the material.

Ford sometimes puffed on his pipe But 


most of the time he simply held it in his 
hand, relighting it occasionally and then 
letting it go out. He frequently began an 
answer with hearty laughter, as though in- 
dicating he knew there were pitfalls to be 
avoided. 


He made clear he felt he had taken in 


stride his first months in the presidency 
with its' awesome responsibilities. He said 
he loved and enjoyed it. 
> 


"I think I'm more enthusiastic about it 


now than I was before," Ford said. 


"It's the challenge of some new problem, 


trying to study it, make an honest decision, 
working with people in solving the 
problems. I get up with the same real 
enthusiasm for this job as I did with the 
Congress in the 25-plus years I was there." 


Decision Making Lonely 
He confessed decision making was the 


"lonely" part of the job When you are 
buffeted by conflicting advice on whether 


to sign or veto a bill, he said, "You realize 
that you are the only one that has to make 
the decision." 


Although he promised "compromise and 


conciliation" in his first address to 
Congress, Ford has used his veto power 
more than any other president in a com- 
parable period. Apparently he will con- 
tinue to do so when his "integrity" is at 
stake. 


"I don't think I should base my decisions 


on whether to veto or not veto on whether 
the veto will be upheld," he said "I think 
that's an abdication of prerogatives and 
responsibilities of the president. If he 
thinks legislation is wrong, he should veto 
itT 


"I think the presidency loses its integrity 


if you make those decisions on vetos on 
whether Congress will sustain or override." 


He explained as House Republican 


leader he sometimes had to bend to win 
passage of legislation "But I'm in a 
different job now," he said. 


Reminded critics say he has a stubborn 


streak and sometimes puts his party above 


the nation, the President said: 


"I strongly disagree with that. I think 


that if you believe yourself to be right, 
philosophically or otherwise — if you com- 
promise, you lose any integrity. I don't 
think that's in the country best interest, 
either. 


"So it's a fine dividing line between 


having principles and having responsible 
compromise and just being a political 
eunuch. And I don't think I ever want to 
stoop to that position." 


Ford adamantly opposed a gasoline tax 


increase, saying those who are pushing for 
it are engaged in "one of the most amusing 
propaganda efforts I've seen." He said the 
word reaching him from Congress "is that 
they're not going to pass it. Don't send it 
up. It'll tear things up." 


He said gasoline supplies were adequate 


for now and he saw no need for rationing. 


The President said he felt his family "has 


adjusted very well" to its new life style. 
"The boys, who are all spread out, enjoy 
coming home to the White House," he said. 


Then, with a hearty laugh, Ford added. 


"Susan doesn't seem to be inhibited at all." 


Ford Proposals to Be 'Hard and Tough' 


No Gimmicks in Economic Cure 


Vail, Colo. (UPI) - President 


Ford will propose "hard and 
tough" cures for the nation's 
economic ills in his State of the 
Union message next month, but 
"it won't mean a big reduction 
in the standard of living of the 
average American," his chief 
spokesman said Saturday. 


Press secretary Ron Nessen 


said Ford's proposals "will deal 
with the fundamental ailments 
with the economy and getting 
back stability in a long term 
sense, not to just patch things 
together." 


Reporting on a 4'/2 hour con- 


ference between Ford and his 


top economic advisers, Nessen 
also said the President had 
found "across the board un- 
animity" that there would be an 
upturn in the economy during 
the last half of 1975. 


He said everyone at the 


meeting agreed the economy, 
whipsawed 
between 


simultaneous recession and in- 
f l a t i o n , "faces 
serious 


problems." 


The President also was quoted 


by Nessen as telling his 
economic experts he wanted "no 
gimmicks," which the press 
secretary described as "quick 
cures" which would not have a 
lasting effect. 


Thais Ship Thanom 
Info Exile Again 


Bangkok, Thailand (AP) 


Former Thai 
strongman 


Thanom Kittikachorn was 
placed aboard an airplane today 
to fly him once again into exile, 
an official of Air Siam and a 
local newspaper reported. 


The government scheduled a 


news conference this morning 
that was expected to confirm the 
reports. 


Thanom could return to the 


United States where be spent 14 
months in exile in Boston, Mass., 
after his regime was toppled in 
October 1973. 


His two-day visit touched off a 


public and political furor in 
Thailand, with students and 
political leaders demanding that 
he be put on trial or immediately 
expelled from the country. 


An official of Air Siam said the 


airline's 8 a.m. flight to Hong 
Kong was held back to await the 
arrival of Thanom and his wife. 


The official's account sup- 


ported a report in the English 
language daily, The Nation, 
which said the cabinet, meeting 
late Saturday, resolved to kick 


Thanom out of the country. 


The 65-year-old former prime 


minister and field marshal who 
was ousted 14 months ago and 
driven into exile issued a state- 
ment saving he had returned to 
Thailand only to visit his dying 
father and now intended to 
become a Buddhist monk. 


Thanom and his wife flew to 


Bangkok on Friday under 
assumed names but were im- 
mediately spotted and arrested. 


"He said he wanted a hard and 


tough State of the Union (ad- 
dress)," Nessen said. "What this 
whole program is aimed at is to 
get the economy back to 
stability." 


"It was a consensus that this 


was a watershed period as far as 
the economy goes It needs more 
than a gimmick to get out." 


In an apparent reference to 


the forces of recession, Nessen 
also said: "This is the moment 
when fundamental changes are 
needed to avoid consequences 
down the road." 


Nessen indicated Ford will 


basically scrap the 31-point 
economic program he presented 
to Congress last October on 
grounds the picture has changed. 


But, he said, "that is not to say 


that some of it won't be used" in 
the new proposals. 


Nessen declined to discuss 


specifics on the direction of 
Ford's new program. He said the 
president had cautioned his ad- 
visers again "not to discuss 
publically ideas and proposals 
under discussion." 


He quoted Ford as telling the 


advisers "you've been patient 
and constructive, but not always 
unanimous. It's been very help- 
ful." 


After the conference was over, 


Ford went skiing and told 
reporters it had been "a very 
very good meeting." 


Nessen said the meeting dealt 


with the 1975 and 1976 federal 
budgets. It apparently covered 
the anticipated size of the 
budgets, their effects on the 
president's economic program 
and the effect of Ford's future 
economic proposals on the 
budgets. 


Ford's new economic program 


and his anticipated energy 
proposals are closely linked, 
Nessen said. He said the advisers 
also studied "forecasts of future 
factors effecting the economy." 


The press secretary said part 


of 
the 
meeting 
was 


"freewheeling," 
involving a 


philosophical discussion of the 
basic causes behind the current 
illness in the American 
economy. 
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Russia 'Needs' Israel 


December 29,1974 


In the dreadfully dangerous pressure 


cooker of the Middle East, now heating again, 
there is some reason to believe the Soviet 


• Union is not committed to total belligerence. 


Russia is the major arms supplier of the 


Syrians and Egyptians. Giving those Arab 
nations staggering amounts of tanks, missiles, 
planes and munitions has drained Russia's 
potential for providing its citizens a somewhat 
more comfortable life. 


With those billions in death-dealing in- 


struments is also invested a large degree of 
Russian pride, face, international macho — 
just as the United States has an investment 
beyond the material in the continued 
existence of Israel as a national state. 


But Israel also is important to Russia as 


the agent actually permitting advancing Soviet 
influence in the Middle East. 


Would the Arabs turn so quickly to Russia 


for military comfort if Israel were non- 
existent and not considered a menace to Islam 
and Palestinian interests? King Faisal of 
Saudi Arabia, whose petroleum decisions 
swing the oil cartel, is about as violent in his 
opposition to communism as he is to Israeli 
control of Jerusalem. Other Arabs incline just 
as suspiciously of the Russian involvement. 


So Russia probably "needs" Israel alive, 


if not humbled and territorially diminished. 


On that premise, it is possible to hope the 


superpowers cooperatively can move their 
not-necessarily-obedient client states to 
positions of accepting solutions short of brutal 
and perhaps even nuclear war. 


Testimony by Tape 


If justice delayed is justice denied, the 


nation's legal system should be most in- 
terested in ventures like that recently tried in 
Douglas County District Court, where part of 
the testimony was presented to a jury by video 
tape. 


The plaintiff in the case was moving out 


of the country, so before her departure she 
testified and was cross-examined before a 
camera and video tape recorder. The tape was 
edited to accommodate sustained objections 
from attorneys, then played before the jurors. 


This technique seems to have satisfied the 


judge and the lawyers. Whether the plaintiff is 
equally happy is hard to say. She lost the case. 


But there are no obvious reasons why use 


of such devices is incompatible with 
requirements of law and justice. Some time 
could be saved, both for witnesses, who could 
testify without delay at an appointed time, an 
for the jury, which would hear — and perhaps 
better retain — only the essential information. 


Certainly trials would be speeded if the 


swearing in of witnesses and the interruptions 
resulting from lawyers' objections could be 
disposed of beforehand. 


In today's courtoom, there surely ought to 


be a place for today's technology.

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Delay health insurance; 
Exercise other reforms first

Washington — The nation's top health official 


believes the country is headed for serious trouble if 
a comprehensive national health - insurance 
program is initiated without first making sweeping 
changes in the way medical care is delivered. 


Dr. Charles C. Edwards, assistant secretary for 


health in the Health, Education and- Welfare 
Department, acknowledges a national health in- 
surance program is both necessary and inevitable. 
But Edwards said: 


"I'm not in quite as big a hurry to see a 


national health financing system as a lot of people. 
I believe there's a need for it, don't misunderstand 
me, but there are a few things we've got to have 
first." 


t 


These "few things," Edwards explained, are 


needed to keep the quality of U.S. medicine up to 
acceptable standards, control costs that have been 
soaring since the end of medical price controls last. 
May, and broaden the care-delivery system to meet 
increased demands of a citizenry universally 
covered by comprehensive insurance. 


Edwards, who is leaving government after 5Vz 


years, foresees a much tighter control, of theJflOO- 
billion-a-year health industry in coming yearsTlf in- 
surance companies carry the responsibility for 
financing — as Edwards believes they should — 
their policies, premiums and benefit payouts will 
have to be standardized under federal supervision, 
he said. The amounts doctors charge will have to be 
regulated too, Edwards added. 


"We're going to have to have tough bargaining 


sessions over what (physicians') fees are to be," he 
said. "This old nonsense of 'usual and customary' 
— that doesn't have any meaning. We'll have to 
have a negotiated fee schedule." 


Edwards elaborated on his theme that in- 


stituting an insurance system before instituting the 
reforms would be a case of putting the cart before 
the horse. Priority items for attention, he said, are: 


• Professional standards review organizations. 


These peer-review groups, already being formed to 
supervise quality of care delivered under such 
federally-funded programs as Medicare and 
Medicaid, must be functioning efficiently before 
national health insurance comes in. 


• Health maintenance organizations. These 


cradle-to-grave medical groups, formedxto keep 
people well as much as to cure them when sick, are 
essential "if we're going to meet the demand that is 
going to be generated from the national health in- 
surance plan." 


• Comprehensive health manpower legisla- 


tion. "We've got to get a meaningful manpower 
bill, not just one that deals with how much we are 
going pay medical schools per student, but also 
how we are going to deal with the issue of licensure

• A health planning system. A new law, which 


Edwards characterized as "pretty good legislation" 
was passed by Congress and signed by President 
Ford late this month. "We've got to get this plan- 
ning bill off the ground and really get in operation a 
health planning system that will allow us to 
rationally control facility and construction expen- 
ditures." 


To the comment that "all this is going to take 


years," Edwards said he thought a six-month delay 
in starting a national health insurance system is all 
that would be needed. 


Advocates of major health insurance proposals 


speak of a timetable, with enactment of legislation 
in 1975 and a target date of July 1,1976, for the ac- 
tual start of insurance coverage. Edwards' six- 
month slowdown would push the starting date back 
to about two years from now. 


Edwards said he would personally favor a 


program that casts the federal government in a 
supervisory rather than an operating role. 


"I have some problems when I look at national 


health insurance, and part of my problems are 
predicated on the fact that I have never been im- 
pressed with the way the federal government has 
administered anything," he said. 
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This includes the administration of social 


security benefits and the Medicare program for the 
aged, Edwards added. "It hasn't been bad," he 
remarked, "but we deal with it on a day-to-day 
basis and there have been problems." 


With strong central regulation of the insurance 


packages that can be offered, Edwards believes, a 
national program based on policies written by com- 
mercial companies and the Blue Cross plans would 
be preferable to establishment of a federal bureau 
along the lines of the Social Security Administra- 
tion. 


Any health insurance program, Edwards 


added, should offer uniform benefits to all par- 
ticipants, should require all persons employed and 
unemployed to be covered, and should enable a 
breadwinner who loses his job to carry full benefits 
for his family during his period of unemployment. 
Above all, he believes, the program should offer 


sweeping benefits—including preventive medicine 
— and should protect families against the ruinous 
financial impact of serious bouts of illness.. 


Edwards, 51-year-old former Mayo Clinic sur- 


geon, came to Washington early in the first Nixon 
administration as a management hotshot with 
excellent medical credentials. 


His first assignment was commissioner of the 


Food and Drug Administration, a major operating 
arm of HEW. In 1972 he moved up a notch to take 
over the foundering office of assistant secretary for 
health. 


From this vantage point, Edwards says, he 


sees "lots of fluff in many of the health programs 
HEW administers. 


"There is no question in my mind," he said, 


"that if you could do it where it needed to be done 
you could cut an awful lot of dough out of the 
federal health budget and never really hurt 
anything." 


The "fluff" persists, Edwards explained, 


because Congress refuses to abolish old programs 
that have outlived their usefulness and sometimes 
creates new programs without clear understanding 
of the implications. 


He was especially critical of the cancer budget 


without in any way castigating the director of the 
National Cancer Institute, Dr. Frank J. Rauscher. 
"I think Frank's done a good job," Edwards said. 
"That's an unbelievably difficult job to figure out 
how you are going to spend $600 million (a year) in 
one category'of disease." 


Edwards said he is "and always have been for 


cancer having a top priority." But, he added, "if 
one isn't very careful that pit can be a bottomless 
pit. If you start building facilities and cancer 
centers in every community you can go as we have 
gone — from 400 to 500 to 600, 700 (million), a 
billion dollars a year. It just doesn't make any 
sense." 


Edwards' reorganization of the HEW health of- 


fice seems aimed toward eventual establishment of 
a bureau at sub-cabinet level like the Army, Navy 
and Air Force Departments in the Defense Depart- 
ment. 


For the moment, Edwards said, he favors the 


Pentagon model, giving considerable autonomy to 
the sub-secretaries but still keeping them under an 
over-all secretary of health, education and welfare. 


The strategy of raising the rank and title of the 


top health officer is basically a pragmatic one as 
Edwards explains it.

Edwards believes an agency dealing with what 


he calls "the nation's third largest industry" (only 
transportation and retail trade employ more 
workers) should have a commensurate voice 
in government.

Man of the Year: Gerald Ford? 


Shah Of Iran ? 
King Faisal? 
Boumedienne ?

As 1974 draws to a close, the selection of man 


of the year is more than an act of 
magazinemanship. For the historic fact of the past 
12 months is the development of a power vacuum 
at what used to be the center of authority here in 
Washington. 


Neither the Western world nor the. Communist 


countries have thrown up leaders or institutions 
able to fill the void. Probably the biggest dent this 
year has been made by a shadowy figure weak in 
himself, who stands at the confluence of various 
autonomous power centers. 


The void was prepared by the Watergate scan- 


dal and its striking denouement — the resignation 
of President Nixon. Thanks to Nixon's tenacity and 
the self-serving blindness of those who stood up for 
him so long, the act of forcing resignation advanced 
institutions and men more associated with negative 
qualities of opposition than with the responsibility 
for governing. 


Congress, in particular, came out of the 


shadows. All the major acts of the legislature in 
1974 — from the impeachment hearings through 
the war powers bill and on to the reform of cam- 
paign practicesand budgetary processes — worked 
to right a balance of power .previously weighed 
much too heavily in favor of the executive branch. 


But when it comes to making decisions, and 


choosing among conflicting priorities, Congress has 
proved unable to make up its collective mind. 
Apart from a trade bill (of no great significance 
in view of the unsettled state of currency markets) 
the 93rd Congress enacted no important substan- 
tive legislation. 


By no mere accident, the man who replaced 


Nixon in the White House has also shown himself 
unable to fill the vacuum. Gerald Ford was chosen 
precisely because he embodied the opposite of the 
qualities which yielded Watergate. 


So it is not surprising, and certainly not an in- 


sult to anybody's intelligence, that he should fail to 
inspire the country. It figured that he would be un- 
able to take hold at a moment when the economy 
was slumping badly. It even figures that the best. 
hope for his administration would lie in the bare 
possibility that he will allow his vice president — 
unlike all past vice presidents — to become truly 
operational. 


The failure of Europe and Japan to take up the 


slack hardly needs explaining. They recovered from 
the prostration of World War n behind the shield of 
American -power. They grew fat, to a large extent, 
on the American market. 


So there was no instinct to set the pace when 


the United States faltered. European and Japanese 
have simply looked elsewhere for new relations of 
dependence. 


The'Communist powers, up to now, have made 


little of this opportunity. 


Or . . . 


The cue missed by the Communists has been 


picked up by at least a few of the countries from 
the underdeveloped world. The oil-exporting 
nations have played upon the weakness of the West 
to force a dramatic increase in the price of their 
primary product. 


There is taking place a prodigious transfer of 


wealth from the industrialized countries of the 
' West to the dozen or so countries producing oil sur- 
pluses. Unless the West learns how to deal with the 
change, there could be a widespread slowdown, 
even a world depression. 


So it is tempting to consider for man of the 


year the best-known leaders of the oil countries — 
the Shah of Iran or Faisal of Saudi Arabia or Presi- 
dent Houari Boumedienne of Algeria. But even 
more impressive is the claim of an indefinite, 
figure, mediocre in personal qualities and with no 
armies to command or billions to spend, who has 
known how to play upon the oil producers, the 
Communists and the Western countries alike. I 
mean the Palestinian guerrilla fighter, Yasir 
Arafat.

1974 Brings 
Lots of Change, 
Little Progress

United Nations — Historians almost certainly will mark 1974 as 


the time when the balance of economic power between the world's 
traditional rich and its traditional poor began to gyrate wildly, and 
became permanently dislodged. 


Many if not most of the old assumptions about "haves" and 


"have-nots" have ceased to be valid in the past 12 months. 


Rich industrialized nations no longer control so completely the 


movement of the world's goods, prices at which they will be traded, 
flow of the world's money and utilization of the world's principal 
natural resources. 


The power which comes with wealth is no longer a near- 


monopoly of countries which, since the Industrial Revolution of the 
18th Century, have been accustomed to wielding it — sometimes 
benevolently, sometimes ruthlessly, but always without effective 
challenge. 


Three things have happened to alter the power balance: 
• The producers of oil, an essential element in energy, have 


succeeded in quadrupling the price. The effect is to drain rich con- 
sumers (and poor) of money at a rate which, well before the end of 
the 20th century, would strip them of everything they had built up 
since the Industrial Revolution began. 


• Poor countries which do not have oil have caught the idea, 


and have begun demanding the right to exploit resources they do 
have. Nationalization of foreign investment is spreading, bringing 
in its wake political upheavals like the one in Chile. 


• Nonindustrialized countries are rebelling against the terms 


of trade — that is, the prices of goods they buy in contrast to the 
prices of things they sell. No longer, they say, must these prices be 
dictated by the rich to the disadvantage of the poor. 


In rich countries, the impact of this economic revolution has- 


been creeping depression, intensified inflation and fear of national 
insolvency. But catastrophic as the prospects have been, it was only 
at year's end that they had set about to do anything effective about 
it. 


Other changes in the world since 12 months ago seem small by 


comparison, though in a normal year they might have been 
regarded as striking and dramatic. 


The Portuguese colonial empire collapsed beginning in April, 


when the 42-year dictatorship of Antonio Salazar was overthrown. 
This in turn stripped away the buffer between black Africa and the 
"white redoubt" of southern Africa, triggering a landslide toward 
black majority rule. 


Blacks were well on their way to power in Rhodesia by year's 


end. The once-mandated territory of Namibia (South-West Africa) 
would be next. And there was a promise, at least partly credible, of 
early change in the direction of racial harmony in South Africa. 


Greece regained her ancient democracy after seven years of a 


tyrannical military junta. The fall of the Greek colonels was 
precipitated by a-blunder in Cyprus, where they reached for 
annexation and got instead a Turkish invasion and de facto parti- 
tion. 


Nearly every major capital west of Moscow gained a new ruler. 


The United States got a new president and Great Britain a new 
prime minister. France, West Germany, Israel, Italy, Japan and 
Argentina, as well as Greece and Portugal, were under new 
leaders. China was in transition. 


Yet some of the change failed to stick. As the year began, the 


Middle East seemed headed for something authentically new. 
Israel, Egypt and Jordan had met in Geneva, under the United 
States and the Soviet Union as cochairmen, in "the world's first 
Arab-Israel peace conference. Henry Kissinger, negotiated dis- 
engagement accords between Israel and Egypt, and Israel and 
Syria. 


The U.N. enjoyed a revival of public confidence as it undertook 


to patrol the accords. American influence in Egypt and elsewhere 
in the Arab world soared; Soviet influence declined. 


But by year's end, much of this had been reversed. Once again 


there was alarm over the danger of a new war. The U.N. was widely 
criticized for embracing the Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) and treating Israel (and South Africa) roughly. The Soviet 
Union was making a strong comeback in the Arab world. 


Soviet-American detente survived the change from Richard 


Nixon to Gerald Ford. It produced agreement on a new ceiling 
limiting nuclear-weapons delivery systems, Moscow and 
Washington agreeing to accept essentially equivalent striking 
forces. 


But there was little or no progress on steps to wrap up the cold 


war in Europe and disengage NATO and Warsaw Pact forces along 
the Iron Curtain. 


NATO suffered a major setback when Greece, angry over 


Washington's tolerance of the Turkish invasion of Cyprus, 
withdrew from the NATO joint command. 


China underwent internal upheaval similar to the cultural 


revolution of the 1960's, but emerged still apparently seeking rap- 
prochement with the United States. The Chou En-lai policy did 
not appear to be dying as Chou himself relinquished power. 


India joined the nuclear club, to the dismay of many. In Latin 


America, Argentina and Chile were in turmoil, while Cuba very 
nearly broke out of the OAS boycott. 


It was a year of action, but except <• southern Africa, little 


progress. It was as if the world were in a squirrel cage, running and 
jumping actively but getting nowhere. 


The balance of economic power was new, but in the political 


realm the appearance of change was much more vivid than the fact.

Soviet Retaliation 
Hinted on Trade

spokesman warned Saturday 
that the Soviet Union might re- 
examine 
its 
economic 


obligations toward the United 
States in retaliation against what 
the Russians view as dis- 
criminatory provisions of the 
trade reform bill recently 
enacted by Congress. 


Leonid Zamyatin, director 


general of the government's Tass 
press agency, charged Congress 
had violated a 1972 trade agree- 
ment providing equal trade 
status between the two countries 
by linking the extension of trade 
benefits to freer emigration 
from the Soviet Union. 


"In the present situation, the 


failure of one of the parties to 
honor its commitments cannot 
help but effect the commitments 
assumed by the other party un- 
der a series of commercial and 
financial agreements," Zamyatin 
asserted. 


The press official did not 


specify what actions the Soviet 
Union might take beyond 
reiterating its previous threat to 
look elsewhere in the West for 
trading partners. 


However, he appeared to be 


alluding to the trade package 
signed by the Soviet Union and 
the U.S. on Oct. 18,1972. As part 
of it, Moscow undertook to pay 
Washington more than $700 
million in a settlement of lend- 
lease obligations associated with 
deliveries of American military 
equipment during the World 
War n period. 


Under the payment formula, 


the Soviet Union agreed to make 


three initial payments, totaling 
$48 million, on Oct. 18,1972, on 
July 1,1973 and on July 1,1975. 
The balance was to be paid in an- 
nual installments after the U.S. 
had extended 
most-favored- 


nation treatment by lifting its 
discriminatory tariffs on the im- 
portation of Soviet goods. 


The understanding then was 


no strings would be attached to 
the American trade concessions. 
However, under the recent 
Trade Reform Act, the tariff 
reductions were made con- 
ditional on a relaxation of Soviet 
emigration practices. 


So far, the Russians have not 


brought up the matter of the 
lend-lease payments although a 
Soviet disavowal of the settle- 
ment on the ground the original 
agreement was broken by 
Washington has been considered 
a possibility by Western 
diplomats here aside from any 
reduction of trade with the U.S. 


Zamyatin, the highest Soviet 


official to comment on the trade 
reform bill's passage, un- 
derscored Moscow's displeasure 
in a major article in Sovetskaya 
Rossiya, the official organ of the 
Russian federation, giving his 
remarks somewhat less exposure 
and authority than if they had 
appeared in the Communist par- 
ty newspaper Oravda. 


However, he offered Russian 


readers the fullest explanation 
so far of the emigration amend- 
ment terms laid down by 
Congress. Portions of the article 
were circulated by Tass, but 
without including the legislative 
specifics.

Denver (AP) — "People don't 


believe it sometimes when we 
come to their door with our soot- 
covered faces, long hair, black 
capes and top hats." 


Greg Marklin is a chimney 


sweep. He and his partner, 
dressed like characters from a 
Charles Dickens novel, knock 
the soot from the inside of 
chimneys using chains, brushes 
and much climbing and 
squeezing — the method used 


for centuries for chimney 
cleaning. 


They charge $30 for cleaning a 


family's fireplace and chimney. 


"We really enjoy wearing the 


capes and hats — the traditional 
chimney sweep's outfit," 
Marklin says. 


Marklin's partner, John 


Graham, says they're chimney 
sweeps "so we can just have lots 
of laughs and a good time. Peo- 
ple like to touch us — I guess 


they've seen Mary Poppins and 
know it's supposed to be good 
luck. 


"But really we're very serious. 


We work hard and do a good job 
and have pride in our work. 


"We work in all kinds of 


weather, and you should see 
some of the roofs we have to 
climb. There are 101 diseases 
sweeps die of, and in the Old 
World sweeps had the shortest 
life spans of any profession. 


"In the Old World, people had 


jobs where they took pride in 
their work and did a job from 
beginning to end. I liked that, 
and I want a profession with 
pride and tradition." 


About a year ago Graham con- 


vinced Marklin, 21, that the 
energy crisis made it an ideal 
time to become sweeps.

Bethlehem Steel 
Eases Price Hike 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. (AP) - 


Bethlehem Steel Corp., 
following the lead set by U.S. 
Steel last week, announced 
Saturday a partial rollback of 
price increases scheduled to take 
effect Monday. _ 


Bethlehem, the nation's No. 2 


steel producer, said it would 
drop increases for tin plate and 
steel rail, which together ac- 
counted for about 20 per cent of 
the hikes posted last Monday. 


Tin plate is used almost 


exclusively in the tin can in- 
dustry, while steel rail is used 
for railroad tracks. 


Bethlehem said other in- 


creases, including 4 per cent on 
plate steel and 6 per cent on 
structural steel, would take 
effect as scheduled. 


The firm added that it would 


comply with a request from 
President Ford's Council on 
Wage and Price Stability not to 
increase prices again before 
June 1, 1975. 


Last Monday, Bethlehem 


posted price increases on about 
half its products and said the 


hikes worked out to about 2.5 
per cent across its full product 
line. 


U.S. Steel, the nation's largest 


steel producer, had announced 
hikes on two-thirds of its 
products, saying the increases 
amounted to a 4.7 per cent boost 
across its full product line. 


But within hours of the 


Bethlehem price hikes, U.S. 
Steel said it was trimming its 
hikes by 20 per cent, despite 
earlier insistence that there 
would be no rollback. 


U.S. Steel and Bethlehem both 


have acknowledged that percen- 
tages cited are "overall" figures, 
meaning that prices of some 
items included in the averages 
were not increased. 


Neither firm" would disclose 


increases for individual 
products. 


However, 
independent 


calculations showed U.S. Steel's 
increases averaged more than*8 
per cent on items affected and 
that Bethlehem's 
averaged 


about 5 per cent.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Presi- 


dent Ford is being urged to veto 


. a bill that his advisers say will 


add six cents to the price, of a 
half-gallon of milk and 12 cents 
to the price of a pound of cheese, 
according to informed sources. 


The bill, sponsored by Sen. 


Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., 
was passed quickly as Congress 
rushed to adjourn before Christ- 
mas. Unless Ford signs it by next 
Saturday it will die automatical- 


ly- . 
The bill would require that the 


federal government immediately 
raise by about 18 per cent the 
level at which it supports the 
price of manufacturing-grade 
milk. 


The Agriculture Department 


estimates that the bill would cost 
taxpayers $400 million next year 
for government purchases of sur- 
plus dairy products. The total 
cost to consumers, through 
higher retail prices and higher 
government spending, is es- 
timated at up to $1 billion next 
year. 


Sources both inside and out- 


side the government say Ford js 
being urged by the Agriculture 
Department and by his Council 
of Economic Advisers to kill the 
bill. 


A White House source said 


that Ford's domestic staff is very 
concerned about what he called 
the bill's "great inflationary im- 
pact to the consumer." The 
source said a full analysis of the 
bill still is in preparation and the 
President has made no decision. 


Ford reportedly has com- 


mitted himself to sign another 
bill that is likely to raise gasoline 
and heating-oil prices by 
requiring that more of the 
nation's imported oil be shipped 
in expensive American flag 
tankers. Signing the milk bill 


would put him in the politically" 
difficult position of also raising 
milk prices while urging 
Americans to whip inflation. 


On the other hand, Ford 


would risk the anger of dairy 
farmers if he vetoed the bill. 


The bill drew little attention 


or debate as it sailed through 
Congress in the last two days 
before adjournment. 


On Dec. 19 it was called up in 


the Senate, debated for our 
minutes, and passed by an un-' 
recorded voice vote. Nobody 
spoke in opposition. 
- 


The House passed the same 


bill by a recorded vote of 205 to 
58 the evening of Dec. 20, just 
before its final adjournment. 
Debate lasted only a few 
minutes. 


Current law requires the ad- 


ministration to support the price 
of manufacturing-grade milk at a 
level equivalent to 80 per cent of- 
farm parity which is a formula; 
based on the prices farmers pay.: 
The milk support level is set- 
March 1 each year and generally 
remains at the same dollar level 
until the following year. 


Presently the government sup- 


ports milk at $6.57 per hundred 
pounds. This was 80 per cent of 
parity last Marchl but due to in- 
flation is only worth about 71 to 
73 per cent of current parity. 


The 'Humphrey bill would 


require that the government in- 
crease its support level to 85 per 
cent of parity immediately and 
require that-the support level be 
recomputed every three months, 
beginning next March 1, to keep 
the dollar level at 85 per cent of 
parity. 


Since milk is selling for near 


the support price now, an in- 
crease in the support level would 
raise the price to processors and 
eventually to consumers.

said each case that comes before 
his subcommittee "is unique in 
itself, but our general rule is to 
let the state decide." 


Democrat John A. Durkin 


plans to ask the Senate on Mon- 
day to seat him as New 
Hampshire's senator, even 
though the state's Ballot Law 
Commission has declared 
Republican Rep.

Catholic Laity Still Stoutly Loyal to Parochial Education

New York — Despite a sharp 


drop in the number of Roman 
Catholic schools over the last 
decade, the Catholic laity 
appears to remain stoutly loyal 
to the principle of parochial 
education 
and ready to 


demonstrate its commitment in 
the form of increased financial 
support. 


The results of a broad survey 


by the National Opinion 
Research Center of Catholics 
across the United States, made 
available to the New York 
Times, show 89% of those polled 
believe the parochial school 
system is still needed and 82% 
say they would donate more to 
Sunday collections to bail 


schools out of fiscal troubles. 
More than 3,000 of them have 
closed since 1964. 


The survey, financed by a 


grant from the National 
Institutes of Education and un- 
dertaken by four sociologists 
headed by the Rev. Andrew 
Greeley, is a follow-up to a 
similar questionnaire issued in 
1963. 


While attitudes toward such 


concerns as education can be 
measured against results of the 
earlier study (support for educa- 
tion has remained virtually the 
same), nearly two-thirds of the 
questions in the new survey took • 
up issues such as changes in 
church practices that were not in 
evidence at the time of the 


earlier sampling. These are 
matters like women's ordina- 
tion, a married priesthood or 
abortion that were of marginal 
interest them. 


In addition to their opinions 


about the school system, the 925 
respondents (there were 2,071 in 
1963) reflected solid approval of 
changes such as the English 
mass instituted by Vatican II. 
Compared with the first study, 
they showed a slackening in 
overt religious conduct, a 
diminished sense of respect for 
the priesthood and hierarchy 
and greater permissiveness 
toward birth control, premarital 
sex and divorce. 


A supplemental report on 


apostasy drawn from the 


center's general population sur- 
vey, indicated persons born 
Catholic and under age 30 were 
twice as likely to fall away from 
the church as those over 50, and 
that those who have attended 
college were still more likely to 
drop out. 


Only 35% of parents of school- 


age children had them in 
Catholic schools. However, the 
study indicated the principal 
reasons had little to do with 
negative feelings about such 
schooling. The most coremon 
reason for nonattendance was 
that schools were not available, 
followed by the opinion that 
such schools, where they 
existed, were too expensive. 


Only 13% of those sampled 


said public schools were better 
than parochial schools and 
therefore preferred that their 
children go to public schools. 


Among the majority that said 


it would pay more to underwrite 
Catholic schools, 59% would give 
more than $50 and 31% would 
give more than $100 to the Sun- 
day collection. 


That led the researchers to 


conclude "there are literally 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
of untapped resources should 
the leadership choose to utilize 
them." 


The size of the Catholic school 


system has steadily shrunk. Ac- 
cording to figures of the 
National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, there were 13,360 high 


schools and elementary schools 
in 1964 with a combined enroll- 
ment of 5,625,040. Ten years 
later the number of schools had 
dropped to 10,349 with a 
registration of 3,629,646. 


Meanwhile, weekly atten- 


dance at mass declined from 71 
to 50%, and confession at least 
once a month was reported to be 
17% in 1974, less than half that 
of the previous poll. The number 
of those who say they pray every 
day dropped from 72% to 60%, 
and the percentage who say they 
read a spiritual book recently 
dropped from 48 to 33. 


By contrast, the proportion of 


those who receive communion 
weekly at mass rose from 13 to 
26%.

said the eight-page petition to 
the Senate elections subcom- 
mittee will maintain that an 
objective review of the ap- 
proximately 300 ballots would 
reverse the decision of the Ballot 
Law Commission. Durkin had 
predicted the Republican- 
dominated BLC would not find 
him the winner. 


The chief counsel for the sub- 


committee, James H. Duffy, said 
he is1 informing subcommittee 
members that Durkin will be in 
Washington Monday in case they 
also wanted to be present. 


The Superior Court, on 


request by Wyman's attorneys, is 
expected to ask the state 
Supreme Court on Monday or 
Tuesday if it has jursidiction to 
invalidate an election and 
declare a new one.

travel around freely. It was more a state of 
mind." 


But the fear and suspicion rarely dis- 


appears. "On the run you are always 
waiting for someone to get you," said a 
senior FBI agent. "You don't have a clear 
conscience. One guy turned himself into 
me because he kept seeing FBI agents in 
the bars where he drank, and on the 
streets." 


It was the "psychological difficulties" 


with her fugitive life that convinced Jane 
Alpert that she should surrender, said one 
of her lawyers. 


And these difficulties include the lesson 


fugitives quickly have to learn: old friends 
and family have to be ditched, along with 
your old Social Security card number. 


"Don't clue in friends or relatives, you 


have to cut your past completely if you 
really want to ai^opear. Stay away from 
past associates and family," said the 
pamphlet, "The Paper Trip." 


It is through family, Mends and past 


associates that the FBI has tracked down 
numerous fugitives. Angela Davis was on 
the "10 Most Wanted" list for less than two 
months in 1970 because agents quickly 
tracked her to a New York City hotel by 
watching her old acquaintances. 


"The criminals who skip from us will be 


back in the system si a future date," said 
Detective Mike McNamara of the New 
York City Police Warrant Division. "We 
just watch for them." 


Political fugitives, on the other hand, are 


less likely than criminals to gravitate to old 
haunts, although they do find it extremely 
difficult to ipore their families. 


Fearful of associating with old friends 


and family, worried about recognition in 
public, where do fugitives go? 


Initially, when the heat is on, to "safe 


houses" where sympathizers ask no 
questions. 


"Trusting Thing" 
"It is a trusting thing," said Rosalie Ritz, 


a freelance journalist who claims to know a 
number of political fugitives. She is 
currently proprietor, of the Upstairs Art 
Assn. in Oakland, Calif., an organization of 
artists and writers who work in poor 
neighborhoods. 


"It is like the South in the old days when 


blacks could go from town to town and stay 
in friendly homes because they were 
denied hotel rooms. Today in every univer- 
sity campus community there are people 
known as sympathetic, people you know 


are not undercover cops." 


Miss Ritz said, "It is not organized, it 


does not mean belonging to an organiza- 
tion. The word gets around the country. 
Maybe graduate students moving from one 
campus to another carry the word. It is like 
a family thing." 


She ran a poll amongst her friends 


recently, asking what they would do if Pat- 
ty Hearst knocked on their door one night 
asking for refuge. "Most people said they 
would take her in. I would take her in," 
Miss Ritz said. 


What about charges of aiding and abet- 


ting criminals? "You might ask what 
tempts the average person into becoming 
an accessory. It boils down to us against 
them, us people against the oppressive es- 
tablishment." 


The lack of FBI success in apprehending 


more than a handful of the political 
fugitives seems to demonstrate the effec- 
tiveness of the underground in initially 
shielding those running from the law. 


Patricia Hearst's parents offered a $50,- 


000 reward for her, but later withdrew it. 


"It does not occur to political fugitives 


that people who sympathize with them and 
put them up, would turn them in," said 


Miss Ritz. "And they are right. Money is 
not our trip." 


Law enforcement agencies have much 


less trouble convincing acquaintances of 
conventional criminals to turn them in for 
money. 


The longer the fugitive is out of sight, the 


deeper' the cover becomes. An FBI 
spokesman said virtually nothing has been 
heard about two women who have been on 
the "10 Most Wanted" list since October 
1970, Katherine Ann Power and Susan 
Saxe. Both are charged with armed 
robbery of two banks, purportedly to 
finance underground political activities. 


Authorities are wondering whether both 


might be dead. 


Blown by Rash Act 
But even the deepest cover can be blown 


by a rash act. 


One of the seven draft card burners who 


fled Chicago with Tom Smidt later was 
arrested during an armed robbery attempt. 


Fleeing members of the Syrnbionese 


Liberation Army were located in a'Los 
Angeles ghetto this summer after a van 
they used in a supermarket holdup was 
traced to the area where they were hiding. 
FBI agents tracked them down, and there 
was a deadly Shootout. 


Black Panther Rap Brown was arrested 


during a New York robbery. 


One key to finding political fugitives is 


the fingerprint, and the fugitives are con- 
scious of this. "I am always aware of 
possibly leaving my fingerprints around," 
said Tom Smidt. "They could be used to 
track me down." 


The FBI says it, has 16 million finger- 


prints on file, with 25,0000 new fingerprint 
cards coming in every day. Every finger- 
print taken from a criminal suspect in 
America is supposed to be sent to FBI 
headquarters in Washington, where, a 
spokesman said, "It is checked with 
fugitive lists. Every fingerprint is 
checked." But first a fugitive has to have 
fingerprints on file. Patricia Hearst 
doesn't. 


Some observers feel that the pressure is 


off somewhat now that the Vietnam war is 
fading into history. 


"I was not surprised to see Jane Alpert 


come back," said Rosalie Ritz. "I think a 
lot will start surfacing now because their 
trip is pretty much over. The underground 
and those moving in it are not held 
together with a membership card. 


"There is much less now for a fugitive to 


be running away from." But ninning they 
still are. 


Tom Smidt said he never did get a false 


ID, he's still traveling America from town 
to town,^working at a gas station here, an 
odd job there, mailing letters home as he 
leaves a town so he is not traced by the 
postmark. 


His life, he said, has precluded most 


close relationships, and he was celibate for 
the first year of his five-year flight. Then he 
met up with a girl "and we traveled 
together for six months, until I learned, she 
had VD. 


"Lwent through six months of hell trying 


to figure out how to have a blood test 
without ID, and I borrowed a friend's ID 
but he never wrote me the result. I finally 
got a 'movement' doctor to check me out." 


Sociologist Weitzman talked of one man 


who had deserted his wife and children, 
and remarried. Then he discovered he was 
dying of cancer and yearned to know how 
his children were faring. 


"He crept back to his former city, and 


watched his children leave school one 
day," she said. 


"Then he returned to his new life to 


die.", 
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CIA's Colby Made 
Effort to 'Go Public'

Washington - In the 16 


months since he took office as 
director of the Central 
Intelligence Agency, William E. 
Colby has made more' public 
appearances, spoken to more 
newsmen, testified more often 
before Congress than any of his 
predecessors — perhaps more 
than all of his predecessors put 
together. 


Colby has said several times 


on the record that he believes 
these deliberate efforts to "go 
public," though seemingly 
paradoxical for an espionage 
chief, constitute an essential 
part of his responsibility as the 
head of the CIA. 


In a speech before the Los 


Angeles World Affairs Council 
last summer, Colby explained 
his credo: "We in the in- 
telligence profession are aware 
that ours must be an intelligence 
effort conducted on American 
principles and that it must be 
more open and responsive to our 
public than the intelligence ac- 
tivities of other nations." 


Privately, Colby and his press 


relations aides acknowledge that 
the Vietnam conflict and the 
Watergate scandal practically 
compelled the CIA leadership to 
take defensive steps by letting 
the public know a bit more about 
the workings of the agency. 


A CIA veteran who is an aide 


of Colby remarked last week 
that the decision to indulge in a 
judicious "open door policy" at 
the agency was like a dam 
keeper opening a sluice gate in 
the face of a flood, lest the whole 
operation be inundated by a 
torrent of public abuse. 


Soon after Colby took com- 


mand it became possible for 
reporters to call up the CIA and 
make appointments for briefing, 
with senior analysts on a wide 
range of foreign intelligence 
topics at agency headquarters in 
Langley, Va. More than 100 took 
advantage of the briefing 
.possibilities. 


In one such "backgrounder" a 


CIA specialist told a visiting 
newsman in late August 1973 
that she expected some sort of 
military coup in Chile within

three weeks. The analyst then 
listed the factors pointing 
toward a coup, all of which, she 
noted, were public knowledge. 


The Chile coup occurred three 


weeks later on Sept. 11, 1973, 
and — much later — the CIA 
was blamed for contributing to 
the downfall of the government 
of President Salvador Allende 
Gossens through covert actions. 


Colby himself began meeting 


newsmen for 
"background" 


sessions early in the autumn of 
1973 and recently he said that he 
had talked to more than 132 
press representatives in one 
year. 


In addition, Colby traveled 


widely — also on background — 
with editors and reporters of the 
Los Angeles Times, Chicago Sun, 
the 
New .York Times, 


Washington Post, Washington 
Star News, Time and Newsweek. 
He also gave several interviews 
on the record. 


Colby indicated recently he in- 


tended to continue his round of 
public appearances and his 
responsiveness to newsmen and 
Congress. He and his aides have 
testified 28 times before 18 
different congressional com- 
mittees since he took office. Yet, 
in the midst of a controversy 
during the last week over 
allegations that the CIA con- 
ducted large-scale spying on 
American citizens within the 
country, Colby has elected not to 
go on record at this moment.

spending their first yuletide season in a cage together, awkward- 
ly eyeing each other. Trevor is a man. Brutus is a crocodile.

mechanic from Johannesburg. But, bed and Christmas balloons 
and all, Trevor Kruger left his family a fortnight ago and moved 
in with the crocodiles, Brutus and two mates. 


It hasn't been easy inside the locked cage. Brutus has dis- 


covered the comforts of a mattress and blankets and occasional- 
ly shoves Kruger off it. And he doesn't like just to share 
Kruger's meals. Any interest from Brutus, and Kruger hands 
over the lot without ado.

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Air Shipment of Bred Heifers to Iran 
To Make Lincoln Cattle Export Site

Farm Editor 
Unless something goes wrong between 


. now and Tuesday, Lincoln should become 
a cattle export site — via the airways. 


Paul Rolfsmeier of Seward hopes to 


load between 80 and SO bred Holstein 
heifers aboard a specially designed air- 
craft for shipment to Iran. 


Rolfsmeier began his effort more than 


a year ago and plans to have an additional 
shipment follow the first one upon his 
return from Iran. He will be accompanied 
on the trip by his veterinarian, Dr. Byron 
, Whiter. 


"Mr. Rolfsmeier has been through a 


most difficult series of problems in get- 
ting this shipment approved. He deserves 
a great deal of credit for finding this 
market for dairy cattle," said a U.S. 
Department of Agriculture (USDA) of- 
ficial who has been working with 
Rolfsmeier in solving legal problems 
related to the export of cattle. 


The official, who asked not to be iden- 


tified, noted that the oil-rich nation of 
Iran has been seeking cattle from all parts 
of the world to expand its national dairy 
herd. 


"The regulations and health tests in- 


cluded tests for diseases that have never 
occurred in the United States," the USDA 
official said. "Some we simply could not 
run a test for, so we had a lot of things to 
work out." 
'Eight tests for six different diseases 


fianlly were agreed upon by the two 
governments. The purchaser in Iran 
added to the order some specific health 
requirements that his government didn't 
include in its regulations. 


Schedule Problem 
Another real problem in shipping the 


cattle has been scheduling an airliner into 
Lincoln to move the cattle to Iran. The 
date has been changed because the heavy 
demand for livestock air service — 
caused by lower cattle prices in the 
United States — has created a shortage of 
the special aircraft used to haul animals. 


The closest airport equipped and ap- 


proved for live cattle export is at Chicago, 
but Rolfsmeier obtained a temporary per- 
mit to ship two loads from Lincoln as an 
experiment. 


USDA officials have indicated they are 


not likely to extend the permit unless 
something better than the temporary 


setup (with portable corrals) that 
Rolfsmeier has planned is provided. 


Lincoln Municipal Airport's long 


runways make it an ideal place for the 
huge aircraft to land and take off. 
However, special loading facilities will 
have to be built to government 
specifications if the airport is to become a 
regular livestock shipping point. 


USDA officials say such a facility is 


needed somewhere in the Nebraska area. 
They suggested Omaha and Kansas City 
as alternate sites for it. "We would like to 
see a loading facility about a day's 
trucking distance from the cattle," a 
USDA official said. "If one were built in 
Lincoln, it could serve several surroun- 
ding states." 


The facilities must be adequate to hold 


and care for cattle in the event a plane is 
delayed. Preventing stress in cattle 
during shipment is very important if the 
process is to be successful. 


Dr. Phil Cole, University of Nebraska 


extension dairyman, says many cattle 
shipments have encountered problems in 
other nations. "This is why we want to 
ship young cattle," he said. "If these 
heifers survive to get'that calf on the 
ground, the calf will be acclimatized from 
birth to local diseases, weather and in- 
sects, which will make establishing the 
breed in Iran feasible." 


Effects Noted 
Cole noted that shipment of cattle to 


Iran will reduce potential milk produc- 
tion in this area and reduce the amount of 
beef consumed as well. "Each time you 
ship a bred heifer, you are actually selling 
her and her calf," he said. 


Cole noted that very low cattle prices 


have discouraged many producers recent- 
ly and have helped make the Rolfsmeier , 
shipment possible. "These shipments will 
take some of the pressure off both the 
beef producer and the dairyman," he 
added. 


Rolfsmeier plans to take Dr. Winter 


with him co help solve any problems he 
might encounter in Iran. 


Cole pointed out that such shipments 


are a very high risk venture. "They can 
always refuse the shipment for some 
reason at the point of landing," he 
warned. "You can experience a con- 
siderable loss even at that point in the 
procedure." 


The 17-hour flight is expected to cost 


$85,000, plus the cost of the cattle and the 
expenses related to getting them 
qualified for shipment. 


USDA records show that 42,000 dairy 


cattle with a value of more than $29 
million were exported to dairy farms 
throughout the world in fiscal 1974. In 
1973, a total of 111 head were exported 
from Nebraska. 


Contribution Rates 
Would Fluctuate 
In Retirement Plan

An unusual feature of draft legislation 


to create a uniform public employe 
retirement system in Nebraska will be 
the possibility of fluctuating employer- 
employe contribution rates. 


"It's unconventional; it's not typical," 


said Stephen G. Kellison, actuarial con- 
sultant for the Unicameral's Retirement 
Committee. 


Kellison is winding up a computerized 


study of public employes and their pen- 
sion benefits under 11 separate retire- 
ment systems in' Nebraska. He is 
overseeing the drafting of the legislation 
designed to mold those 11 systems into 
one. 


Kellison said the committee for which 


he works is committed to a philosophy of 
equal — or 50-50 — contributions from 
the public employe and trie state, county 
or municipality which is the employer. 


To achieve that, he said, the legislation 


would allow changes by the Public 
Employe Retirement Board (PERB) in 
the contributions rate. Such changes 
would come only after an annual ac- 
tuarial update showed that adjustments 
in the level of contributions were 
necessary. 


Dollar Matching 


In the simplest terms, the fluctuating 


contributions plan might work this way: 


The Legislature, in the original uniform 


bill, might set the employe contribution 
level at 4.5% of annual salary (Kellison 
stresses that figure is merely one 
possibility). On a $10,000 annual salary, 
that would produce a contribution of 
$450, and the governmental unit would 
match it dollar for dollar. 


Instead of the Legislature's making 


future adjustments if the level proved too 
high or low, however, PERB would make 
such decisions annually, based on ac- 
tuarial updates. 


A unique feature of this plan, according 


to Kellison, would be that three actuaries 
might make those annual recommen- 
dations to the board. (Actuarial assump- 
tions are designed to ensure just enough 
money is raised through contributions 
and investments to cover retirement 
benefits). 


Kellison said the 50-50 plan distributes 


the risk equally between employer and 
employe. Most pension plans in private 
business and in other states, he said, set a 
fixed rate of employe contributions that 
can be changed only by the employer (the 
business or the legislature). 


In such cases, the employer must con- 


tribute more until a change is made if in- 
vestments produce weak yields, but can 
lower his contribution if investments 
grow and other actuarial signs are 
healthy. 


One factor in the Nebraska proposal is 


that employes have representation regarr 
ding changes of the contribution .level 
through PERB. Kellison estimates that 
up to 55,000 Nebraska public employes 
could be affected by the legislation. 


3 Categories 


There would be three categories of 


membership: regular for most public 
employes; safety for public safety 
employes not covered by Social Security; 
and higher education. 


The 11 systems include state employes, 


school employes (teachers), judges, state 
patrolmen, county employes, higher 
education instructors and administrators, 
Omaha teachers, police and firemen out- 
side Omaha and Lincoln. 


Kellison said it is impossible to deter- 


min now what the fiscal impact (cost to 
the taxpayer) would be for bringing un- 
iformity to these systems. 


"The Legislature has total control over 


fiscal impact," he said, because it will 
decide what contribution level to set in- 
itially and what the benefit formula will 
be. 


There is, however, an obvious point 


regarding cost: employe groups will push 
for generous benefits, whether the 
system is uniform or fragmented. 


Kellison said fiscal impact could be 


larger under uniformity than the current 
fragmentation if the Legislature decides 
to expand the number of employes 
covered. He also said that no debts (ac- 
crued unfunded liability) from current 
programs will be transferred to the state 
under the draft legislation. 


Details in Example Explain 
Proposed Retirement Plan 


A hypothetical state employe retiring under.a new uniform public pen- 


sion system proposal could receive annual base benefits of $3,600 to $4,500. 


The imaginary state employe is conjured up with several basic assump- 


tions in mind. His final five-year average annual salary would be $12,000 and 
he would have 30 years of service. The $12,000 figure is high for 1974, but 
might be low by the turn of the century. 


Another assumption is that the so-called benefit multiplier in the for- 


mula to determine benefits would be 1 or 1.25%. 


The multiplier, which would be determined by the Legislature, and the 


years of service are multiplied to determine the percentage of final average 
. salary the employe receives in benefits. 


The mythical state employe also could choose benefit options before retire- 


ment and receive partial cost-of-living hikes after leaving the state's employ, 
increasing the initial base pension level. 


The benefit level and cost of living, which probably would carry an upper 


limit, would go with Social Security and any insurance to make up the 
employe's retirement income. 


Stephen G. Kellison, actuarial consultant for the Unicameral's Retire- 


ment Committee, emphasized that all figures cited in this hypothetical case 
are merely illustrative. 


Kellison said the actual multiplier, along with the level of employer- 


employe contributions to the system, will be decided by the Unicameral.

slipped. But generally the Eagles are 
soaring and the Lions are roaring. And 
neither Elks nor Moose nor Rotarians nor 
Sertomans are on the list of endangered 
species. 


And it's to be expected that those 


organizations partially structured around 
socializing are the real kings of the forest. 
Find an attractive club room by most any 


VFW 


name — Legion, VFW, Elks — and you'll 
find a sturdy herd of card-carrying 
patrons. 


Take Beatrice, which boasts several 


clubs with sufficient memberships to 
keep . them booming. Bill Davison, 
•manager of the ever busy American 
Legion Club,- says there is a strong 
parallel between "good club rooms and a 
good club." 
. 


' "We wouldn't have half the 
membership if we were meeting in some 
city hall once a month like Legionnaires 
have to do in some small towns," said 
Davison, himself a past commander of 
Beatrice's Bitting-Norman Post 27. 


Membership is now at a peak 994, up 


50% from two decades ago. Helping at- 


tract younger men are two youthful 
leaders, Commander Ron Hothan and 
Adjutant Glen Schwab, who are both 
Vietnam veterans. 


Ashland's vigorous Legion also has a 


Viet vet as commander: James Sikyta. He 
credits much of the post's growth over 
the past five years to such activities as 
softball, baseball, swimming and 
scouting. 


Holding Lines 
Veterans organizations are at > least 


holding the front lines also at Wahoo, 
Weston and Valparaiso. But a common 
concern is that although Vietnam 
veterans are joining, they aren't par- 
ticipating as their fathers did after World 
War II. 


"I suppose when I was young, I didn't 


care much about going to meetings 
either," said Legion Commander Eugene 
Maly of Weston. "When a fellow gets 
married and settles down, it makes a lit- 
tle difference."

At Plattsmouth, VFW District Com- 


mander Robert Gall termed membership 
"real good" at the 11 posts under his 
jurisdiction. Even with a cut of personnel 
at Offutt Air Force Base, his home post at 
Plattsmouth retains an impressive 
membership of 625. 


Specially geared to the younger vets are 


regular dances, played mostly by "those 
new jump-up-and-down bands." And the 
older members do their share of the jum- 
ping. "They've fallen in with it," said 
Gall. "They've changed. I've changed. I 
don't dance the way 1 used to." 


Where the veterans maintain no club 


facilities, as for example at Fairbury, the 
story is somewhat different. A Legion 
post which had some 400 members when 


a club was operating has slipped to about 
140. The VFW is doing better at about 
250, yet turns out only about 20 men for 
its meetings. 


- A nonveteran example of a strong 
club's link with a strong membership is 
that of the Eagles Lodge at Wahoo. The 
606-member organization there has 
quadrupled in four years, according to 
club manager Patrick Martin. . . . 


Also thanks in part to an energetic club, 


Plattsmouth's Eagles now number all of 
850. Manager Don Doane said the 
organization "used to be primarily an 
older man's club, but the last 50 people to 
sign up have been young." 


Member Ivan McBride said both his 


sons were attracted somewhat because 
"it's the only nice place in town you can 
take your wife to and not have fights or 
rowdiness."

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Defense Finishes Presentation 
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In loDo Indian treaty Hearing 


'/'// Forgive But I Won't Forget,' Mother Says

A 67-year-old Sioux mother 


whose only son was killed during 
the 1973 occupation of Wounded 
Knee closed the defense's case 
Saturday in a U.S. District Court 
hearing on the Treaty of 1868. 


"I'll forgive," Agnes LaMonte 


of the Pine Ridge Indian Reser- 
vation told the court. "But I 
won't forget." 


The government will open and 


probably close its case Monday, 
with Joe Cash, a professor of 
history at the University of 
South Dakota, expected to be the 
only witness. 


Mrs. La Monte's only son, 


Lawrence, was killed in an 
exchange of gunfire shortly 
before the occupation ended in 
the spring of 1973. 


The 31-year-old LaMonte, 


known to friends and family as 
Buddy, was buried at Wounded 
Knee in response to a request he 
half-jokingly made during the 
occupation. 


"If anything happens to me," 


Mrs. LaMonte recalled her son 
saying, "bury me here at 
Wounded Knee." 


"So that's where we buried 


him," the Sioux woman 
explained. 


Mrs. LaMonte stepped down 


from the witness stand Saturday 
after a 45-minute unemotional, 


yet moving, monologue about 
the oral history of her Dakota 
Sioux people, the days leading 
up to the Wounded Knee 
takeover, the occupation itself 
and her son's death. 


"I don't know why the govern- 


ment had to shoot my son," she 
said, "but in the long run, our 
sacred pipe will help us to win 
our treaty." 


Mrs. LaMonte was the 51st 


witness called by defense at- 
torney John Thorne during the 
hearing which will move into its 
10th day Monday before Judge 
Warren Urbom. 


She was the last witness 


Thorne called in an attempt to 
establish that the Sioux are an 
independent nation and that 
federal courts do not have 
jurisdiction on Sioux land. 


The San Jose, Calif., attorney, 


however, asked the court for 
permission to later call Richard 
Falk, a professor of international 
law at Princeton University. 


Thorne said Saturday outside 


the courtroom that he was 
pleased with the defense presen- 
tation and thankful that Indians 
"for once" were able to tell their 
story about the treaty. 


"If I had written the testimony 


myself, it wouldn't have been as 
good," Thorne said. 


Relating the oral history of her 


people, as others had done 
before, Mrs. La Monte testified. 
that Sioux religion began long 
ago when "a lady brought the 
peace pipe to the people to know 
the Great Spirit." 


With the pipe, she said, "We 


don't pray for anything bad, but 
we pray for peace, love, joy and 
happiness among Indian 
people. 
1' 


Then she slipped into 


memories of the original 
Wounded Knee massacre, which 
occured 84 years ago, as told to 
her by her mother who was 12 at 
the time. 


"I never gave it a thought this 


would happen again and that my 
son would be next," Mrs. 
LaMonte told the court. 


During an interview outside 


the courtroom, Mrs. LaMonte 
said at first she "couldn't get 
over" her son's death. 


But she found consolation 


from his burial service in which it 
was said that Buddy died for a 
cause. 


"He didn't die for nothing," 


Mrs. LaMonte remembered the 
service words. "He died for a 
good cause. And someday we're 
going to be nappy." 


Despite the words, Mrs. 


LaMonte said she mourned 
for her son for more than a year, 
that she cried day after day and 


fhat she felt "alone-in this 
world." 
J." 


• But-ialely, she said she has felt' 
her son's presence and is con- 
vinced that "he's with me all the 
time." 


"Oh, 
I just hate\,the 


government,"'Mrs.. LaMonte 
said. "I work for the govern- 
ment, but-I hate those 
marshals." 


Mrs. .LaMonte has worked for 


the past 30 years as an instruc- 
tor's aide at the boys' dormitory 
in a Pine Ridge, S.D., school. 


Also testifying during Satur- 


day's special court session was 
William Bird, 78, a Cherokee 
from Oklahoma who said he was 
in court "because of our 
brothers, the Sioux. 


"Somewhere down the line, 


the old folks knew it was coming 
to this," the medicine man 
testified.

^febraska City Water Supply 
Went From Bad to Best

Nebraska City — People in 


other parts of the country may 
be worrying a little about their 
water since federal reports told 
of cancer-causing chemicals in 
municipal water supplies. 


But Nebraska Citians remain 


staunchly confident — and a lit- 
tle proud — of their award- 
winning water system, the oldest 
in the state and (since 1957) one 
of the best. 


The quality and purity of 


Nebraska City water is "as high 
as you can get," said utilities 
General Manager Rex Hickman, 
sitting at his desk in the city's 
brand-new utilities 
office 


building. 


It has to be, he adds, to meet 


tough federal requirements for 
supplying interstate barge traffic 
on the Missouri — and to be 
used in food processing at Mor- 
ton House Kitchens and 
American Beef. 


Nebraska City's water, drawn 


from five wells sunk in a dry 
Missouri River channel just 
north of town, is "pure as far as 
bacteria is concerned, but it bas 
a high concentration of iron and 
manganese," Hickman says. 
"That's what we take out at the 
treatment plant." 


Built in 1957 and doubled in 


capacity to 6 million gallons a 
day in 1971, the plant is a big 
source of pride for this Missouri 
Riverfront town. 


It's every bit as modern as 


Omaha's new plant on the 
Missouri River, Hickman boasts, 
and was accomplished without a 


^ 
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dime of federal or state aid. 


"We are quite proud of our 


water system," concurs Vern 
Livingston, 
Hickman's 


predecessor, who headed the 
department at the time the plant 
was installed. 


During the same period, 


Nebraska City also switched 
from Missouri River water to 
well water, and undertook the 
big job of cleaning scale from its 
system of pipes and mains by 
running scrapers through them. 
The cleaning brought the system 
back to 95% of capacity, 
Livingston says 


A 750,000-gallon water tower 


and a 1.3 million-gallon storage 
well at the plant have ensured 
that since 1957, "We have never 
had to ration water," Livingston 
said. 


The city also "looped" its 


water system by adding a big 
main around the city's 
perimeter, meaning that most 
fire hydrants can be fed from 
several directions. 


The result is an upgraded 


system that won the American 
Waterworks Assn, 's National Ad- 
vancement Award in 1962. 


On that occasion, Livingston 


recalled, a State Health Dept. of- 
ficial said "Nebraska City went 
from the worst in the state to the 
best in one jump." 


"To be real honest with you." 


Hickman said, "part of it (im- 
purities) settled to the bottom 
and part of it floated to the top 
and we drank out of the 
middle." 


Drinking water was "damn 


near half-and-half chlorine," 
Hickman said. "You could hard- 
ly drink the stuff, as you can well 
imagine. It was about as un- 
palatable as you can get." 


He said, the city now can do 


virtually anything with its water 
it should ever want or need to 
do, thanks to the modernized 
treatment system. "We could 
pump out lemonade," he said 
with a grin. 


Besides chlorination, the 


water has been fluoridated since 
the early 1950s, making 
Nebraska City one of the first 
towns in the state to embrace 
the dental health measure. 


And mineral content is 


reduced from a wellhead con- 
centration of 17 parts per million 
to a "medium" softness of nine. 
The alkaline content is con- 
trolled to prevent buildup in 
pipes. 


Nebraska City's municipal 


plant supplies the Otoe County 
Rural Water District as well as 
the city's system, Livingston 
said. 


Brando 
Giving 
Land to 
Indians 


Los Angeles (AP) — Actor 


Marlon Brando said Saturday he 
will give away all his land 
holdings in the United States to 
American Indians, 
beginning 


with a ceremony Monday near 
Calabasas, Calif. 


"I think giving up all my land 


here in America will entitle me 
to ask others to make a contribu- 
tion, too," Brando said in a call 
to the Associated Press. 


The ,49-year-old actor said he 


would execute a quitclaim deed 
on 40 acres of land in Liberty Ca- 
nyon near Calabasas, turning the 
property over to Hank Adams of 
the Survival of American Indians 
Assn 


Sen. John V. Tunney, D-Calif., 


will attend the ceremony, his of- 
fice confirmed. Brando said a 
representative of the National 
Council of Churches also would 
be present. 


Representatives of a number 


of Indians tribes will consecrate 
the land at the ceremony, Bran- 
do said. 


"I am giving the land away 


because I don't feel I have the 
credentials to decide how it 
should be used," Brando said. 
Adams, "as the head of an In- 
dian organization, will funnel the 
land to appropriate use," he 
added. 


The actor said his holdings in 


addition to the Liberty Canyon 
acreage include his home here 
on one acre and an apartment 
complex on a half-acre of land in 
nearby Anaheim. He said 
another piece of property, which 
he described as Illinois farmland 
owned jointly with his sister, 
would be donated at a later date.

Winter Bird Count 
Shows 55 Species, 
Lower Population 


Although the total number of species counted was 55, 


the Audubon Naturalist's Club of Lincoln has found that 
the overall bird population in this area is down due to a 
poor wild food crop resulting from last summer's drouth. 


Fifteen club members and their pests conducted 


their annual winter survey of birds wintering in the Lin- 
coln area on Sunday, Dec. 22. The count, sponsored by the 
National Audubon Society and headed by Ralph 


Harrington, was taken in a 15-mile diameter circle 
centered at Coddington and A. 


The near-record species count found sparrows and 


starlings in abundance. But there were also unusual 
sightings of an Osprey, in the family of hawks and eagles, 
barred and saw-whet owls, winter wren and brown 
thrasher.

There's little exaggeration in 


that summary, judging from 
Hickman's description of city 
water prior to 1957. Then taken 
from the river, the water was 
held in settling basins for 
purification. 


The oldest central water dis- 


tribution system in the state, the 
Nebraska City system was built 
with private money in 1878 and 
operated privately for many 
years, Livingston says. 


In 1941 the city bought it from 


John Nuveen of Chicago. 


Brando said he felt American 


Indians would never enter the 
mainstream of American life 
while "the government is 
systematically attempting to en- 
tmguish their identity. 


"Action now would save us the 


trouble of having Indian up- 
risings on our 200th anniver- 
sary," Brando said, referring to 
the nation's 1976 Bicentennial 
celebration. 


The actor has been active in 


Indian causes for several years. 
His most famous gesture on 
their behalf came in 1972, when 
he sent an Indian woman, 
Sachee Uttlefeather, to refuse 
his Academy Award for best ac- 
tor for his portrayal of the 
gangland boss in "The God- 
father." The actor said in a state- 
ment he was refusing the award 
because "the motion picture in- 
dustry is as responsible as any in 
making the character of the In- 
dian and presenting them as 
savage and evil." 


Brando also attended the trial 


of American Indian Movement 
leaders Dennis Banks, 41, and 
Russell Means, 34, after the 71- 
day occupation in 1972 of 
Wounded Knee, a village on the 
Pine Ridge Reservation in South 
Dakota.

Again recognizing that there are excep- 


tions, most service-type organizations do 
seem to be maintaining the status quo at 
least.

Public Radio Liked 


All things considered, inauguration of a public radio service 


for Nebraska might be a good idea. 


The Nebraska Educational Television Commission is 


studying a proposal for a statewide public radio net to comple- 
ment the outstanding public television.(ETV) service.

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The potential is here, two nationally known figures in 


educational broadcasting say, to develop an operation which can 
build on the acknowledged strengths of ETV in the state. 


One partisan speaking to the commissioners hailed talk 


among congressmen of a bill mandating that all automobile 
radios be equipped with-FM receivers, as well as the current 
AM. He may have visions of thousands of persons subjected to 
an oral "Sesame Street" or verbal vibrations as they wend their 
way toward work in the morning. Such mandatory legislation 
might not be wise. 


Curious concoctions of Congress notwithstanding, public 


radio has value. 


Growth Noted 


Donald R. Quayle, senior vice president for broadcasting of 


the Corporation for Public Broadcasting and first president of 
the three-year old National Public Radio Service (NPR), told 
Nebraska commissioners of the recent growth of NPR and 
public radio in general. 


He was supported by equally enthusiastic E. Jaines Robert- 


son, former director for national educational radio of the 
National Association of Educational Broadcasters. University of 
Nebraska President D. B. Vamer is a Corporation for Public 
Broadcasting board member. Jack McBride, Nebraska ETV 
network head, leads the educational broadcasters' association. 


Robertson was a campus radio announcer at one time. He 


later helped to mold Wisconsin public radio into a major ser- 
vice. 


As NPR chief, Quayle saw the system expand from a hand- 


ful of small college radio stations into a network of national and 
local services. NPR produces "All Things Considered," a 90- 
minute daily news and background service for member stations. 


Programming is up to local units, Quayle and Robertson 


stressed, and radio is particularly adaptable to community 
needs. 


Lee Thomas, KLMS general manager, attended the meeting 


as a representative of the Nebraska Broadcasters Assn. The 
association is concerned that public radio not hurt commercial 
radio. Many struggling new stations, it notes, are on the same 
FM band which houses most public stations, often in smaller 
markets. 


No Competition 


McBride assured the commercial broadcasters that the 


ETV Commission wants to seek a grant from the Corporation 
for Public Broadcasting to study public radio feasibility and that 
it would involve commercial broadcasters in such a study. 


.Possible services, the two spokesmen for public radio said, 


include freeing television time for other uses, re-creating radio 
drama, (a form staging a mild comeback these days), airing all 
of legislative meetings, broadcasting for the blind, programming 
several shows at the same time via multiplex use, etc. 


This is not commercial competition, they said. An incentive 


to Nebraska would be availability of considerable expertise and 
equipment already in the Telecommunications Center at 33rd 
and Holdrege. 


Only the Shadow knows what lurks in the future for public 


broadcasting in Nebraska. The feasibility study grant is not 
assured, but Quayle and Robertson were encouraging. There 
could^be further construction or equipment grants for expansion 
also, they said. 


Public radio had only 500 stations worthy of the name in 


1969. Now many of them meet set standards and 165 are on the 
NPR network. 


The idea first proposed by Dr. Philip Heckman, Doane 


College president, has drawn several unsolicited letters. Some 
preliminary brainstorming has been done. The spoken word 
may yet survive.

USD A Finds DES Traces 


"Washington (AP) — Traces of 
DES, a synthetic growth hor- 
mone that has caused cancer in 
laboratory animals, have been 
found in the livers of two more 
cattle, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment says. 


Although livestock producers 


can use the chemical to help 
animals grow faster, it is illegal 
for any trace to be present when 
livestock is slaughtered for 
human food. 


Officials said the con- 


taminated livers came from 
.animals produced 
near 


Whitewater, Kan., and near 
Sutherland, Iowa. They were 
detected by federal inspectors at 
processing plants. 


So far this year, seven DES 


contaminations have been found 
among 3,050 liver samples, the 
department said. 


The department has said that 


DES — diethylstilvestrol — 
violations will be turned over to 
the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion for possible legal action 
against owners of the animals.

(LES) recommendation that its 
steam heat rates for downtown 
merchants .be hiked by more 
than 80% will be before the City 
Council when it holds Us night 
meeting Monday.

The LES administrative board 


voted unanimously last week to 
increase the rates for steam 
generated by the K-Street Power 
Plant which produces steam to 
heat 
many 
downtown 


businesses. 


The board cited rising 


operational costs as the reason 
for the proposed increase. The 
present cost is $5 per 1,000 
pounds of steam. The proposed 
increase would push the cost to 
an average of $9.07. 


Some steam customers con- 


tend the proposed price boost is 
too large and assert that LES "is 
improperly assigning 
some 


overaU- K-Street operating costs 


to the steam heating system as1 


the rationale for the .steep rate 
hike. 


The power plant is obsolete 


and scheduled to go out of ser- 
vice following the 1976-77 winter 
season. 


Also before city lawmakers 


will be a proposed ordinance 
which repeals the 25-year-old 
restriction prohibiting minors 
under 16 from being in an es- 
tablishment which sells alcohol 
after 9 p.m. unless they are ac- 
companied by an adult. 


The law is enforced in- 


frequently. Some Council 
members believe it is not 
needed. 


During a public hearing on the 


proposal last week, 11 persons 
urged the Council to keep the 
law on the books in order to 
keep school age children out of 
taverns. 


6Move Seat of Madison' 
Petition Is Dismissed 


Norfolk (AP) — Burt Nixon's 


lawsuit against the Madison 
County commissioners has been 
dismissed again. 


Nixon had filed a petition in 


error against the commissioners 
Nov. 7. 


He claimed that a finding by 


the commissioners at an Oct. 15 - 
meeting that the petition to 
move the county seat to Norfolk 
had insufficient valid signatures 
was in error. 


Nixon had headed the petition 


drive to put on the ballot the 
issue of whether to move the 
county seat from Madison to 
Norfolk. 


Previously, Nixon had filed 


and dismissed without prejudice 
a suit asking for a writ of man- 
damus. 


Judge Merritt C. Warren dis- 


missed without prejudice the 
writ of error suit Friday morning 
after one of Nixon's attorneys, 
Jim Duggan, had asked for the 
dismissal. 


A hearing on the suit which 


had been scheduled for Monday 
was canceled. 


On Dec. 24, Dr. and Mrs. Gor- 


don Adams of Norfolk an- 
nounced plans to initiate a new 
petition drive to relocate the 
courthouse. 


Because of the November 


election, 5,205 signatures now 
are required to place the issue 
on the ballot instead of the 6,574 
names previously required. 


It has. become apparent to 


proponents of the move that the 
county board was going to 
proceed to build a new facility. 


Because of the time which 


would be consumed in further 
litigation, it was determined that 
much money would be expended 
for architectural drawings and 
improvements to the existing 
facilities in Madison. 


Vincent Kirby, one of Nixon's 


attorneys, said: "Rather than 
allow this to happen without a 
vote of the people the 
proponents determined to obtain 
the requisite number of 
signatures in a concerted drive 
so that the people of the county 
can vote on where the new facili- 
ty would be erected."

December 29,1974, Lincoln, Neb., Sunday Journal ud Stir SB

Historians who happen across the 


myriad of "top 10" news story lists that 
come out this time of year probably will 
think Americans had a dismal 1974. 


The national tragedy that was labeled 


Watergate heads most lists. Then there 
'are the crises: energy, population, 
Mideast; economy, and mfinitum. 


But the spirit that has made America 


still ran -strong ,in 1974, beneath the 
murky current that swept up the major 
headlines. 


The word "hero" wasn't heard often 


this year-above the cries of "scoundrel" 
and "throw the bum out," but Nebraska 
had them.- 


There was Dennis Struck who rescued 


nine people from Harlan Codnty Lake 
May 6, after a cruiser capsized. ' 


Of the nine rescued, six were'children 


ranging in age from 2 to 9 years old. 


There also was a child hero from rural 


Inman who saved his 2-year-old brother. 


Six-year-eld Kurt Harte was playing in 


the farmyard when he .noticed his 
brother, Kent, floating face down in a 
stock tank. 


Kurt pulled Kent to the side of the tank 


and held him above water until his 
parents arrived.

Tragic Heroism 


Then there was the tragic, but inspiring 


tale of human courage that happened on a 
county road near Chapman. ~" 


Andrew Rodriguez of Grand Island was 


riding with his wife and infant child when 
his pickup collided with one driven by 
Gordon Scheer, 16, of St. Libory. 


The Scheer vehicle daught fire, and 


although Rodriguez was injured he pulled 
Scheer from the burning truck. 


Officials said Rodriguez probably 


would have recovered quickly from his in- 
juries had he ignored the 16-year-old. 


But in the rescue he suffered third- 


degree burns and died five days later. 


There was the story of the elderly Lin- 


coln couple who fought city hall for their 
home and with the help of people who 
were willing to care, apparently won. 


Eva and Martin Lindell were told by 


city officials that their two-story house at 
618 So. 19th St. was unsafe and a fire trap. 
They wre given 45 days to clean it up or 
leave. 


The Undells had 53 years of married 


memories in the house. 


Volunteers and Vista workers at the 


Legal Aid Society gave then- time to save 
those memories. 


>• The city .donated dump trucks and 
businessmen donated supplies. Students 
from Union College and members of the 
Home Builders Assn. of Lincoln- 
Lancaster County and others donated the - 
sweat.

"Prayer". That's what saved my house," 


Lindell said, "I prayed night and day to 
hold it. 'And ain't we holding it?" 


In the midst of dire predictions for 


depression and rampant inflation, the 
C^rnhusker state seemed to be standing 
firm. 


, Nebraska maintained one of the lowest 
unemployment rates in the nation, and in 
October, became the first state in the na- 
tion to completeJts section of trancon- 
tinental highway. 


In ceremonies near Sidney, a "golden" 


lane marker was placed in the ribbon of 
concrete connecting eastern Buskers with 
their brothers to the west. 


On Jan. 22, Lincoln got word of a major 


plant construction in the Capital City, 
when Kawasaki-announced a $20 million 
plant would be built here. 


Probably more important to the state is 


that 1,000 people will be steadily 
employed there in the next three years. 
' In 1974 Falls City got word that Lincoln 
Steel Corp. would move its Flying L 
trailer division to that city. 


The state's energy situation was eased 


when new nuclear plants came on live 
and the house that Conrad Hilton built"'

—'Hundreds of other economic stories 
brightened the job and money picture in 
the state, with those often overlooked 
business feats that keep the economic 
heart of the state beating strongly alive 
and well. 


On Jan. 20 newspaper people and those 


all-important readers got word that the 
newsprint shortage had eased and The 
Sunday Journal and Star would return to 
a normal format. 


Of course there are the hundreds (too 


many to pick any specific ones^ of 
examples' that the pioneer spirit is, still, 
alive and well in Nebraska. 


Farmers continued to help each other 


when illness or accident made it impossi- 
ble for a neighbor to do his own 
harvesting or farm work. 


In Ogallala a prime example of people 


helping people was lived out. When a fire 
ravaged the Duchess Hotel in December, 
the community came to the aid of 30 peo- 
ple left homeless. 


Helped Out 


Funds were raised to help the hotel 


residents,' many of whom were on fixed 
incomes or pensions. 


There also were the lighter stories like 


news that a new teter-totter world record 
was set at Deshler. 


For 52 hours about 50 Deshler youths 


had their ups and downs. When it was all 
over, nearly $300 had been raised to help 
the Youth Retreat Center southeast of 
Nelson and to aid the hungry of the 
world. 


Law enforcement officials may have 


been severely tainted when the "law and 
order" administration of Richard Nixon 
came tumbling down, but Lincoln's 
police chief of 34 years was honored in 
Chicago in August by the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars. 


Joseph Carroll received the J. Edgar 


Hoover Gold Medal Award and donated 
the $1,000 cash award to theJMversity of 
Nebraska Foundation. Carroll is expected 
to retire in March. 


Residents of Henderson showed that no 


amount of money can buy the love and 
dedication that caring can bring.

I Fertilizer War Going Badly 


•* 
Washington - Most Nebraska farmers probably have never 


; heard of Cherokee, Ala. 
; 
For that matter, President Ford hasn't "either. 


Yet that small town will figure importantly in the futures of 


i both the President and the Nebraska farmer - in Ford's 
because of a promise he made, in the farmer's because of a need 
; he has. 


j 
It will be the battle ground where the sincerity of the 


federal government's assurances that it will do everything in its 
power to help the farmer maximize food production next,year 
twill be tested. 


For in that Alabama town is located a major fertilizer plant 


which supplies much of the nitrogen fertilizer Nebraska farmers 
need to produce the grain to supply both domestic and foreign 
demand. 


At the moment, the battle is going badly. 
President Ford, in an October 8 address to Congress and the 


nation, declared: 
. 


"To halt higher food prices we must produce more food. 


And I call upon every farmer to produce the full capacity ... I 
also assure America's farmers;here and now that I will allocate 
all the fuel and ask authority to allocate all the fertilizer they 
need to do this essential job." 


Talmadge Angry 


Unfortunately, the Federal Power Commission (FPC) 


didn't get the message, charges Sen. Herman Talmadge, D.-Ga., 
chairman of the Senate Agriculture Committee. 


On December 10, the FPC refused emergency supplies of 


natural gas to the Cherokee fertilizer plant, thereby reducing its 
production output to 35%° of capacity. This is a cut of 10,000 
tons a month, equivalent to a loss of almost 17 million bushels of 
corn production per month. 


In a related action, construction of a new 1,200-ton-a-day 


nitrogen fertilizer plant at Tunis, N.C., has been stopped, 
because of FPC refusal to boost additional natural gas supplies. 


Both actions come not only in the face of President Ford's 


priority guarantees but at a time when a serious fertilizer supply 
crunch is no closer to solution than it was last year. 


An angry Talmadge warns that "unless action is taken 


promptly to restore this particular plant (Cherokee to full 
production, thousands of farmers in Georgia, Alabama, Iowa, 
Illinois and the other (Midwest) States ... will be faced with 
even lower supplies of nitrogen fertilizer next spring than they 
already have been told to expect." 


"Given the fact that existing reserve supplies of corn and 


wheat at the end of this marketing year are expected to be the 
lowest they have been in over 20 years," he asserts, "nobody, es- 
pecially in any governmental agency, should be permitted to 
jeopardize maximum production of these essential food com- 
modities this next crop year." 


The availability of these fertilizer supplies "is absolutely es- 


sential if (farmers) are to produce the amounts of corn, wheat, 
rice and other food commodities needed by U.S. consumers and 
others during 1975-76," the chairman stresses. 


Flip-Flop 


Ironically, he notes, the FPC's current thinking 


"represents a complete'180 degree reversal of the policy pur- 
sued by the commission this last year in granting emergency 
relief petitions filed by fertilizer producers." 


Talmadge charges the FPC with playing "natural-gas- 


decontrol politics," to the detriment of the farmer and the 
nation's food supplies. He believes the FPC has joined with the 
gas and oil industries to force Congress to repeal the agency's 
authority to control the price of natural gas. 


"While I continue to try to keep an open mind on the ques- 


tion of decontrolling natural gas prices,"the Senator declares, "I 
believe Congress should be permitted the opportunity to con- 
sider separately. 


"The high pressure tactics now being pursued by the FPC . 


and by the administration in concert with the petroleum in- 
dustry, is not going to bring satisfactory resolution of this matter 
during this Congress." 


And he was right, for the Congress has adjourned and the 


Cherokee plant is still operating at less than full production. 


And Still More 


Experts in the Agriculture Department'said if corn prices 


are around $4 per bushel next spring, as they -may be, then 
farmers probably will want much more nitrogen fertilizer.

Parisian Drugstore 
Is Still the Same 


PARIS (AP) - The Champs- 


Elysees Drugstore, a horizontal 
Eiffel Tower, has reopened for 
business A temple of plastic and, 
chrome, it is a reassuringly 
faithful memorial to the de 
Gaulle years 


It has its own interior letter 


box, urinals that look like 
something out of a space ship, 
and three full-time oyster 
openers in blue nautical outfits 


There are guys looking at girly 


magazines, hundreds of people 
eating, and the endless wheeling, 
circling and eyeballmg of the 
local pickup-mating flight. 


The Drugstore is back in 


business after' a two-year lapse 
for remodelling after a burn-out 
This is not to be taken lightly 


It is a sociological event of 


some weight, not just because its 
owners brag that Le Drugstore 
draws more visitors than the 
Eiffel Tower, but because lying 
there on the right flank of the 
Arch of Triumph. Le Drugstore 
says a lot about what has gone on 
in' France in the last 15 years 


The drugstore was built in 


1958. It was based on the idea of 
an American drugstore, a place 
where you can buy food or phar- 
maceuticals or a magazine at any 
hour, but was done with some 
flash, a decorator's hand drip- 
ping chrome, naugahyde, plastic 
and even a bit of marble 


The French loved it It was 


their own genus, home-spawned. 


It was also one of the begin- 


ning points in the French roll- 
back on eating The Drugstore 
served hamburgers, sandwiches, 
and other cooked pieces of meat. 
The food was edible, served 
quickly and did not interfere 
with -talking and checking out 
the crowd. The ice cream part of 
the menu was particularly 
elaborate, but the whipped 
cream came from spray cans. 


The French accepted it 


without complaint If they could 
accept aerosol whipped cream, 
they could accept underarm 
deoderants and fast food. This is 
sociological change. 


The Drugstores spread 


Dozens have come to Pans and 
there is not a decent sized city in 
the provinces that does not have 
one. The small stuff of legend 
grew up around some: the one at 
St. Germain des Pres was a non- 
sexual meeting place; the one at

The original Champs Elysees 


Drugstore, before the fire, even 
had a murder mystery, which in- 
volved a teenaged industrialist's 
daughter who disappeared after 
she met a young man at the 
Drugstore who was going to 
make some pictures that would 
turn her into a model 


If the original Drugstore had 


reopened and changed its style, 
if the customers looked 
different, and the merchandise 
was less gaudy, maybe there 
would be grounds to think 
something is afoot in this still 
singular country 


But it was all the same The 


mob, the neon moon with the 
light trapped outside, the fierce 
buying, eating, gawking. The 
monument had been remodeled 
but it was intact.

Local Projects Leading 
American Bicentennial 


By Frederick Winship, UPI 


A look at the big birthday 


bungle, formally known as the 
American Revolution Bicenten- 
nial, shows a groundswell of ac- 
tivity throughout the nation that 
adds up to a prideful national 
celebration in spite of several 
false starts. 


The bicentennial, which was 


midwifed by Congress in 1966, 
became official with the re- 
enactment of the Boston Tea 
Party in 1973 and was to have 
gotten into high gear in 1975 for 
the 1976 finale. 


But lack of leadership, 


programming and money at the 
national level made it obvious by 
mid-1973 that if any celebrating 
were to be done, it would be on a 
do-it-yourself basis at the com- 
munity level. The American 
Revolution Bicentennial ad- 
ministration set up a program 
which to date has awarded 1,659 
hamlets, towns, and cities the 
"bicentennial community" 
designation, permitting them to 
use official flags and insignia and 
share in funds distributed to the 
states from its $8 million annual 
budget. 


Former Navy secretary John 


Warner, head of the bicentennial 
administration, said the 
bicentennial has proved to be "a 
means by which the people's 
faith m their ability to achieve 
things could be restored " 


"A national bicentennial expo 


might have detracted and 
diverted attention from the 


thousands of local events that 
are now the heart of the 
celebration," he said on his 
return to Washington from 
opening an agricultural museum 
in Stuttgart, Ark., and a mining 
museum in Centennial, Wyo. 
"The interesting thing is that 
absence of historic linkage to the 
revolution has proved no 
deterrent to the participation of 
most communities." 


Several Categories 
Local projects tend to fall into 


categories originally laid down 
for. the bicentennial - heritage, 
festival and horizons. These are 
most generally fulfilled by 
historical restorations, perfor- 
ming arts events, and civic im- 
provements. 


The bicentennial could involve 


more than half the nation's 200 
million population. And almost 
no one will escape the commer- 
cial aspects of the celebration 
such as Betsy Ross ice cream, 
commemorative spoons, coins, 
and medals.

ficials say has had "fantastic 
success," 16B men at the State 
Penal Complex, and 21 women 
at the Nebraska Center for 
Women, went home on furlough 
for Christmas. 


And Jthey all returned as 


promised. 


The men from the complex — 


190 if those who elected for a 
weeken/T rather than Christmas 
day furkwgH were counted — in- 
cluded 7 individuals from the 
work release centers, the refor- 
matory ^and the penitentiary. 


Thomas 
Mason, 
ad- 


ministr^tive assistant to Warden 
Robert'Parratt, said the men 
were furloughed either to their 
families; or to friends and con- 
cerned citizens. 


"Welt over half had furloughs 


of 24 hohrs or longer; the rest, 12 
to 14 hours," he explained. 


Some families were so happy 


they called Parratt to thank 
him for fallowing their husbands, 
sons or-'fathers to come home, 
Mason said. 


Tptal'population of the com- 


plex at-present is 950. 


At the Nebraska Center for 


Women in York, Asst. Supt. 
Lucille Splinter said the 21 on 
furlough — out of a population 
of 50 — included one woman 
from Montana and one from 
Wyoming for whom the Urban 
League of Omaha made special 
arrangements. 


Most of the women received 


24-hour furloughs, from 6 p.m. 
Christmas Eve to 6 p.m. Christ- 
mas night, she said, and all 
returned on time. 


To be eligible for furlough,. 


Mason said the inmates must 


have served one-third of their 
minimum sentences, be on 
minimum custody (trusty status) 
and have a valid furlough spon- 
sor. 


Their institutional record 


must be good, he added. Also 
considered: any violence in their 
background, number of offenses, 
psychological profile and in- 
dications of stability. 


The procedure for granting 


furloughs, he explained, includes 
four stages — review by an in- 
stitutional committee, approval 


by the warden, approval by the 
Board of Parole, and finally, ap- 
proval by the Director of Correc- 
tions. • 


"Everyone," he emphasized, 


"is screened and double 
screened." 


But, he said, "Nothing is more 


important to a man than main- 
taining community ties, and es- 
pecially family ties."

v Almost every town in eastern 
Tennessee has been cut back by 
an average of 40%, with industry 
.hardest hit, according to East 
Tennessee Natural Gas Co. 
President Thomas Bell. 


A spokesman at one of 


Tennessee's largest natural gas 
consumers, the Aluminum Com- 
pany of America, predicted 
"there will be a very heavy 
layoff" if the plant is unable to 
switch to alternate fuels. 


The Federal Power Commis- 


sion estimates gas cutbacks this 
winter will double those ordered 
by pipeline companies last 
winter. 


The New Jersey Utilities Com- 


mission has banned the sale of 
natural gas to new customers 
after. March 1. And Consolidated 
Edison Co., which supplies New 
York City and Westch'ester, told 
eight of its customers they will 
get no natural gas until mid 
April. 


Yet, Cengas Division Manager 


Collins Wilcox of Lincoln sees no 
problems for local consumers. 
"As far as I know nothing will 
affect the supply in Nebraska," 
he said. 


Why are midwest supplies 


more plentiful? 


Howard Sorenson of Northern, 


a supplier to Cengas, credits 
their reserves in underground 
storage. 


"Also, we anticipated the 


problem a little before other 
people and didn't have the major 
customers which endanger 
supplies," he said. "I don't want 
to sound too optimistic. Down 
the toad we're facing the same 
situation. This is still a great 
problem." 


In Hastings, Kansas-Nebraska 


representative Rod Hansen 
expects no trouble meeting 
demands from industrial and 
residential consumers. 


"Geographically we're located 


pretty well as far as getting the 
gas. Much of ours comes from 
Wyoming. We also have strong 
reserves, better than the 
national average," Hansen said. 


If unforeseen scarcity should 


occur, residences will be given 
priority. Most industries con- 
tract for interruptible service 
and can switch to fuel oil or 
propane. 


Lincoln's Goodyear Tire and 


Rubber Co., one of the largest 
Cengas customers, converted to 
fuel oil for a period last winter 
but no layoffs resulted. Per- 
sonnel Manager Paul Ess called 
it a routine winter occurrence.

"Unemployment" is the most chilling 


word in any recession. It is now as it has 
been in all periods of economic slowdown. 
To the man struggling to support a family 
the prospect, or even the possibility, of 
losing his job and being unable to pay for 
food and shelter is a grim spectre. But for a 
third of a century, and through five 
recessions, overall unemployment has never 
been as ,bad in fact as in the public mind. 


Anybody who reads newspapers and 


magazines or watches television broadcasts 
knows that many thousands of people have 
lost their jobs in the recent past. This has 
been especially notable in the giant 
automobile industry, where sales have 
tumbled steeply. Other employers, however, 
particularly in manufacturing, have trimmed 
payrolls. But some people are being hired all 
the time. And the number who have lost jobs 
is small in relation to the total at work — 
something that gets almost no public atten- 
tion. 


Many economists now say a recession has 


existed since November of last year. So, for 
perspective, let's see what has happened to 
the number of people at work since that 
point. The U.S. Department of Labor has 
two yardsticks for measuring it. One covers 
total employment, including the self- 
employed. The other covers all people on 
nonfarm payrolls — or most of us.

Both figures moved generally upward 


through September. Both slipped in October 
and November. But, despite the auto slump, 
the construction drag, and the coal strike, 
neither figure is yet very far down from the 
peak. 


The right column shows nearly half a 


million more people on payrolls than when 
the recession supposedly started a year ago, 
and the total employment figures are above 
a year ago to a lesser degree. The November 
figures in both columns are down less than 
1% from the record highs reached in 
September of this year. 


This is not a picture of big shrinkage in 


consumer buying power due to joblessness. 
Current contraction in the movement of 
merchandise to consumers can be attributed 
primarily to two things: (1) Runaway infla- 
tion puts a brake on the amount of physical 
goods bought. And (2) the fear of job loss 
fostered'by saturation talk of recession and 
unemployment is a huge psychological im- 
pediment to the sale of postponable big 
ticket durables like automobiles or even 
color TV sets. 
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Much of the public's distorted image of the 


overall employment picture lies in the fact 
that, in any recession, the big layoffs are 
centered in manufacturing —' and big 
manufacturers make big news. Here are the 
employment figures (000 omitted), and the 
declines, in manufacturing over the past 
year.

Construction employment, where tight 


money and high prices have slashed home 
building for months, has fallen 244,000. The 
two, manufacturing and construction, add up 
to a decline 9f approximately 930,000 jobs. 


Manufacturing is by nature volatile. If peo- 


ple decide to put off buying cars, the 
manufacturer can hardly be expected to 
keep on making them — or hiring unneeded 
people to do nothing. But factory employ- 
ment, where machines have steadily taken 
over more of the work, is a shrinking part of 
the total army of jobholders. And many 
areas of the economy have more people on 
payrolls now than a year ago. 


Here, from the Labor Department's ' 


November breakdown on payroll employ- 
ment, are a few samples. As in the table 
above, three ciphers are omitted from the 
figures.

The above non-manufacturing areas of the 


economy had some 1.3 million more people 
on their payrolls last month than they did a 
year earlier. 


But what about that jobless rate of 6.5% - 


or some six million individuals? 


It isn't good, of course. It is a recession 


rate. But it is less understood than 


- publicized. It does not mean the nearly six 
million people lost their jobs. Actually, con- 
siderably less than half did. Some 772,000 are 
mostly very young people looking for their 
first jobs. Another 1,659-,000 are people who 
haven't been working or even seeking work 
for some time but have decided to work 
again and haven't yet found what they want. 
Alid, finally, 770,000 are people who simply 
quit their jobs. 


Nothing said here is an attempt to paint an 


overly rosy picture of the unemployment- 
scene. It will almost certainly get worse 
before it improves. While total employment 
is still slightly above a year ago, it fell 3% in 
the recession of 1957-58, and in the 194849 
recession the unemployment "rate" briefly 
reached 7.9%. This is just another attempt to 
keep the matter, as of now, in perspective. 


.And no economic area in the book ever 


gets more out of perspective in the public 
mind than does' unemployment.

Is There Mobile Housing Financing? 


By Gene Kelly 


A recession begins to gnaw at the vitali- 


ty of the housing industry long before it 
hobbles other segments of the economy. 


So it is, that the mobile housing in- 


dustry in Nebraska is beginning to count 
its walking wounded for 1974. 


Several manufacturers called it quits 


this autumn — or at least stopped all 
Home production until spring orders 
come through. Others cut back produc- 
tion to half the spring pace. 


Dealers felt the crunch and adopted 


austerity measures. 


Was it all that bad a year? Manufac- 


turers traditionally cut production at 
year's end. 


Even a major economic readjustment 


has its bright side, says Marion Wagner of 
Norfolk, president of the Nebraska 
Mobile Housing Institute. "The factories 
and dealers that were taking care of each 
other, and the customer — plus 
producing a quality product... they're 
going to be around a year from now," he 
says. 


During 1973 Nebraska was ninth in the 


nation in the production (a total of 13,200) 
of mobile housing units. 


Its 17 manufacturers, dealers and 145 


mobile home park locations employed 
nearly 1,750 people at its peak in the state 
last spring. This represented a $12 million 
payroll, says Martin Huff, executive 
director of the housing institute. 


Won't Be Open 
"The economy will be turning around 


come spring," -Wagner predicted. "I had 
an average year and in 1975 plan to build 
a 325-umt mobile home court in 
southwest Norfolk." Wagner has retail 
lots in Norfolk and O'Neill. 


But Dale Stevenson, manager of Falls 


Mobile Homes at 851 West 0 St. in Lin- 
coln, won't be open for business as usual 
Monday. 


"There are plenty of buyers," he says. 


"But when they can't get the money to 
finance the purchase, they walk away." 


Stevenson says he's walking away from 


his sales lot — for good. "I won't be the 
only Lincoln dealer who'll lock up for 
good "this winter," he predicted, naming 
several. 


The mobile home business is falling 


apart in Lincoln, he added glumly. 


Wagner says the market in Lincoln and 


Omaha is "always tighter than outstate. 
Access to money has definitely been a 
factor, but it's available." 
< 


Financing is available — if the buyer 


can put 15-20% down on the purchase. 


Gene Uher, an assistant vice president 


of State Federal Savings and Loan in Lin- 
coln, said he's quite disturbed "when 
people say it's hard to get mobile home 
financing. We've been lending all over the 
state. 


"We don't have much trouble finding 


people who can put 15 to 20% down on a 
mobile home. These are the people who 
had saved to buy a stick-built (conven- 
tional) home. But with inflation, they 
weren't able to get the square footage 
they wanted. 


"They're the ones buying the double- 


wide manufactured homes. I think 1975 is 
going to be a prime year for that market. 
Generally the mobile home industry is 
going to have a good year." 


Survey Optimism 
Uher says he bases his optimism on a 


personal survey of Nebraska dealers. 
"Two-third's say their sales year was 
satisfactory," he noted. "And we found 
that buyer attitude on interest rates and 
on prices was positive." 


But another Lincoln 0 Street dealer 


said he's "95% sure" that he, too, will go 
out of business. "You can only cut your 
staff and overhead so far. Then if you 
ain't got sales it's pretty hard to keep 
operating at a loss." 


He asked that his firm not be named, 


saying "I want to announce my own 
demise." 


In the business for 20 years, he called 


1974 "the most distressed year I've seen 
in housing. Inflation and high interest 


rates are killing the dealer and the con- 
sumer." 


Although he agreed that financing is 


available, he noted "if the buyer has any 
black marks, the lender turns him down 
... they've become very choosy. It used 
to be 5% down, and almost anybody 
qualified." 


He cited other factors. 
"My floor plan rate on models (inven- 


tory costs) jumped from 8% to almost 
15%. 


"The serious buyers — the traffic — is 


slower now. People are just scared to 
spend money. I see it every day. There's 
more of a market for good used mobile 
units than for new ones." 


An instalment loan officer at a major 


Lincoln bank — who asked not to be 
named — said that "the health of the 
mobile home industry should be real 
good, since tight mortgage money on con- 
ventional housing mandates that today's 
'low-cost' housing is often the mobile 
home." He said he's puzzled when 
dealers lock up, when the manufacturing 
pace comes almost to a standstill. 
., About ninety percent of the homes 
priced under $20,000 and built nationally 
during 1973 were mobile homes. They 
also represented 48% of all new homes. 


Mobile homes have a unique problem 


— one that's intricately involved in their 
financing: 


Keeping the Wheels 
« 


Reinhardt Mueller, a real estate man in 


Seward, says quite a few mobile homes 
have been moved into Seward during the 
-past year, because they're "easier to 
finance than the conventional 
home... it's a personal loan rather than 
a real estate loan. As long as they keep 
the wheels under them it's personal 
property." 


However, he says, their collateral value 


after two years is "not that good." 
Lenders are more hesitant to provide 
financing on used units. 


Taxes are less if a mobile home is on 


wheels because it's assessed as personal 


property, and the instalment financing 
averages 12-12V2%. 


If the mobile home is placed on a foun- 


dation, the real estate usury limit of 9% 
goes into effect, and financing often 
becomes even harder to locate. 


Wagner clarified this by noting tbat 


metropolitan banks were the major 
source of mobile home financing during 
the middle 1960s. Loans were usually for 
five to seven years. 


As the units became more expensive, 


the payment period was extended to 10, 
then 12 years. "A bank is apt to consider 
this long-term financing," he noted. 


Savings and loans entered the picture in 


the early 1970s and can put up to.10% of 
their assets into mobile home financing. 


Huff said that State Federal bought "at 


least $5 million" in mobile home con- 
tracts during 1974. 


Uher confirms that his firm is one of 


the major lenders in the state for this in- 
dustry. "Our instalment loan department 
has grown immensely, most of it in this 
kind of commitment," he noted. 


A new FHA program that would in- 


volve 15-year mobile home financing is 
being studied closely by State Federal, he 
said. "With the depressed housing 
market, we've got to help everybody we 
can." 


The repossession rate on mobile homes 


is actually down, Uher says. "We're 
pushing the late-payers more, but the few 
loans that have gone bad involved people 
with too many other obligations. Those 
are the kind of applications we usually 
turn down... the over-obligated couple. 
Even that bothers us ... the rejection, I 
mean." 


There's another reason that most 


mobile home sales lots sit almost empty 
of display models this time of year. In 
Lincoln, for example, each unit on the lot 
will cost the dealer about $300 in taxes. 


"I can't help but feel real optimism for 


1975," Uher repeated. 


The state's economic pulse come spring 


will dictate whether sales orders and 
mobile home manufacturing will match 
this enthusiasm. 


Tax Cuts Core of '75 Stimulation 
WORLD

Washington — The growing 


possibility that 1975 will see the 
deepest recession of the post- 
war period is building pressure 
on the Ford administration to 
adopt strong anti-recessionary 
measures. And the White House 
is going to respond. 


Administration officials would 


like to believe that the 31-point 
inflation-fighting program the 
President proposed earlier in the 
fall is all that's needed to deal 
with the current economic situa- 
tion. But increasingly they are 
being forced to take account of 
the deterioration that has been 
becoming more apparent day by 
day. 


No administration can ignore 


the implications for 1975's 
economy that are implicit in the 
latest business news. New orders 
are plummeting. 
Inventory 


liquidation is beginning. Spen- 
ding for new plant and equip- 
ment, once expected to be a 
major support for the economy, 
is being stretched out or cut 
back. Industrial production is 
dropping. Housing starts have 
fallen to an eight-year low. 


As a result, unemployment is 


soaring; responsible officials 
now see 8% and more as a possi- 
ble peak for this cycle. Real per- 
sonal income is shrinking, and — 
with the slide just hitting its 
stride — is likely to fall further. 


People are worried. They 


want action and will be in- 
creasingly vocal in demanding it. 


The fear of job losses as industry 
retrenches and releases hoarded 
labor is replacing irritation at 
the rises in consumer prices. 


Business sentiment has turned 


drastically bearish in the last few 
weeks. More and more, govern- 
ment economists are hearing 
talk of layoffs, inventory dum- 
ping, and paying down of debt by 
companies airamg more at-con- 
serving cash and surviving, than 
of increasing profits and sales. 


The President's advisers know 


that they can't ask the credit- 
controlling Federal Reserve 
System to fight the recession 
alone — much as they might like 
to. That would mean pumping 
up the nation's money supply far 
too much, which in turn, would 
build a brand-new inflationary 
potential. 


So the President has asked for 


and is studying a broad array of 
fiscal-policy — that is, budget — 
options. These range from the 
conservative to the far out, and 
have come from academic 
analysts as well as agency of- 
ficials. Just last week, his ad- 
visers met with 10 of the coun- 
try's most prestigious 
economists, 
including four 


prominent Democrats. The 
experts of. both parties were 
nearly unanimous in urging 
more stimulation. 


Most of the proposals coming 


from all sources include tax cuts 
of one kind or another — a 
higher standard deduction or 
cuts in bracket rates... relief 
for lower-income taxpayers, or 


across-the-board slashes 
(perhaps for only one year, with 
an automatic return to current 
levels). The size of the cuts being 
proposed range up to $30 billion. 


The administration would 


rather see taxes cut than spen- 
ding increased, because cuts give 
money to consumers who will 
spend it fast; spending programs 
take time to get going. -Equally 
important, cuts can be restored 
more easily than once- 
established spending programs 
can be chopped back. 


But spending will go up, too, 


though it probably won't be the 
major stimulant. The increased 
Democratic - majorities have 
already shaken the rigid, conser- 
vative power structure in 
Congress. 


Programs long-desired by the 


liberals will have improved 
chances next year, quite apart 
from anti-recessionary con- 
sideration. Health insurance, 
liberalized welfare, and other 
programs could add to the ad- 
ministration's budget. In the 
current soggy economic climate, 
the 'President would be able to 
do little more than whittle down 
some of these programs. 


Months of debate lie ahead. 


The outlines of the measures 
that finally emerge simply can- 
not be discerned at this time. 


A possible outcome could be a 


package including Ford's 
beefed-up investment credit - 


from 7% to 10% — plus some 
low-income tax relief, perhaps 
something like the provisions in 
the tax-reform bill that died 
when Congress adjourned Dec. 
20. Reckoning in some spending 
increases that will develop 
automatically in the absence of a 
determined hold-down, the 
deficit for the coming fiscal year 
— 1976 — could approach $30 
billion. 


Big as the fiscal effort may be, 


though, it won't be enough by 
itself to provide the thrust the 
economy seems likely to need. 
The Federal Reserve will have 
to help by easing money at a 
raster, pace than the cautious 
step-by-step relaxation of the 
past four months. 


The monetary authorities wiU. 


have to step up their efforts to 
boost the growth rate of the 
nation's money supply. That 
would mean boosting the len- 
ding power of the banks. Lower 
interest rates would result. 
Home-building would be helped, 
and industry would find it easier 
to finance plant expansion. 


In short, the serious recession 


that is developing will override' 
the concern about inflation that 
has dominated official thinking 
and policy-making for much of 
1974. Government action, if 
vigorous and timely enough, can 
help check the momentum of the 
business slide and assure the 
start of a recovery before 1975 is 
over, v

get it off the market. 


The commission said it had

in a letter that if the measure 
were repeated, proceedings 
would'be opened immediately to 
get an official explanation. 


If the explanation is not 


satisfactory, the accuse country 
can be taken before the Euro- 
pean Court of Justice in Luxem- 
. bourg.

Will owning it be 
a great hoax or 
a terrific hedge? 
And will you 
really keep it 
under the bed?

On New Year's eve, for the 


first time in two generations, 
Americans will be legally per- 
mitted to buy, sell and hold gold 
bullion. 


Here in question and answer 


form, are the main issues con- 
nected with the new availability 
of gold: 


• What are the advantages to an 
individual of owning gold? 


Essentially, there are two — 


the possibility that it will go up 
in price and its Value as a hedge 
against runaway inflation or the 
collapse of the economy. 


Only the super-pessimists are 


predicting economic collapse, 
and they note that the only true 
security is enough farmland to 
feed yourself. And many 
analysts feel that European 
speculators have bid up the price 
of gold to unload it on un- 
sophisticated Americans. 


What are the disadvantages? 


It can drop in price, It earns 


no interest or dividends as such. 
There are fees involved in 
buying, selling and storing it. 


the public policy 
What are 


aspects? 


On the one hand, the U.S. 


Treasury's decision to sell two 
million ounces from the nation's 
stockpile was hailed as a step 
toward the demonetization of 
gold. It was also seen as a way of 
undercutting speculators. 


On the other hand, money 


taken from stocks, bonds and 
savings accounts tends to 
depress the national economy. 
Federal Reserve Board chair- 
man Arthur F. Burns has 
warned that a drain of funds 
from these resources to buy gold 
could retard the recovery of the 
housing industry, cut capital 
spending and lead to unhealthy 
speculation in -other com- 
modities. 


What opportunities are there 


for investing in gold? 


Several, ranging from 


moderately risky to high 
pressure speculation. 


You can buy bullion in quan- 


tities ranging from 400-ounce 
bars (about $80,000 at current 
prices) to wafers as small as one- 
twentieth of an ounce (about 
$10). 


You can buy coins, as before. 


The numismatic value increases 
their price over the amount of 
gold involved. 


You can buy gold deposit 


receipts. Firms will buy the gold 
in large quantities and store it. 
Then they'll sell it bit by bit to 
investors whose receipts will 
show their ownership. 


If you are feeling really adven- 


turous, you can invest gold 
futures on the Chicago Board of 
Trade, the New York and 
Chicago Mercantile Exchanges 
or the New York Commodity 
Exchanges. Since contracts are 
bought on the margin, large 
amounts can be gained or lost in 
small fluctuations in price.- Since 
trading in gold is a new market, 
wide price swings are expected. 


Is there any advantage to 


physically holding gold? 


According 'to those endorsing 


deposit receipt^, fund shares and 
most financial managers, no. 
They say that there is a risk of 
theft, the cost of insurance, sales 
taxes, retail markups and the 
need to have it retested for puri- 
ty at the time of sale. 
v 
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For the apocalyptic, no piece 


of paper is as good as bullion in 
hand. Storage under the bed is 
traditional. 


Are there other hazards? 
/ 


Yes, the usual types of 


thievery. Counterfeit gold bars 
with lead centers are already 
reported surfacing in the Middle 
East". Bars of 14-karat quality are 
being stamped 24-karat. Coin 
dealers have taken investors' 
money and vanished. 


What are the costs involved? 


Is you want to buy and hold 


bullion, costs in addition to the 
price of the gold include a 5% 
commission, any state sales tax, 
plus possible fabrication, storage 
and insurance fees. 


It is estimated that these costs 


plus the sales commission could 
add 20% to the basic cost. In ad- 
dition, an investor wishing to sell 
this gold would have to have it 
tested for purity again at a fee or 
from $30 to $100 per sample. If 
you leave it with a broker or 
bank, you save the assay fee but 
must pay storage charges. 


If you like the deposit receipt 


concept. The minimum invest- 
ment maybe $2,300 and the 
typical sales fee 3% at the time 
of purchase and again on sale, 
plus 1.5% annually for 
maintenance. 


A mutual fund may have a $1,- 


500 minimum, a 5% sales fee and 
a 1% redemption fee. 


Futures contracts will be sold 


in amounts as small as 100 
ounces — $17,000 to $18,000 at 
current prices. Since most 
futures trading is done on 
margin, speculators will be able 
to operate by putting up 
something like. 15% of the gold 
involved. 


Where can you make gold in- 


vestments? 


At virtually all brokerage 


houses, through many banks 
(but not thrift institutions such 
as savings and loans), coin 
dealers and possibly some retail 
stores. 


How big is the gold rush likely 


to be? 


Estimates range from five 


million ounces to 15 million 


ounces in the first year. Those in 
the gold business, naturally es- 
timate on the high side. Govern- 
ment economists, perhaps 
hopefully, lean toward the lower 
figure. Certainly the inflation 
rate will be a strong factor. 


One point that is made by the 


more cautious: when Japan, 
which has an inflation problem 
of its own, legalized gold 
ownership last year, there was 
an initial spurt of buying and 
then sales quickly fell to a low 
level. 


What is the difference 


between the "official" and 
market price for gold? 


The official price is set by in- 


ternational agreement as a 
means of valuing a nation's gold 
hoard. Currently it is $42.22 an 
ounce. 


The market prices it the con- 


stantly fluctuating value set in 
private trading markets. Recent- 
ly, the market price has ap- 
proached $200 an ounce, but 
market analysts caution that 
these markets are very '"thin"; 
that is, so little gold is available 
for trading that small fluc- 
tuations in demand bring wide 
swings in price. 


Since gold is readily accep- 


table as collateral for loans, 
some nations — notably France 
— have had moves to upvalue 
their gold hoards as a means of 
obtaining funds "to pay soaring 
oil bills.

By far the largest producer is 


South Africa, which this year 
will mine an estimated 729 
metric tons — worth more than 
$4 billion. 


In second place is the Soviet 


Union, with a 1974 production 
estimated at 371 metric tons. 


The United States is a distant 


fourth and production of 34 tons, 
but this nation's accumulated 
gold hoard is over $49 billion — 
more than twice that of another 
nation. 


Will there be massive imports 


to meet demand for gold? 


That depends on the demand. 


However, the Treasury said one 
of the reasons for its gold auc- 
tion was to reduce gold imports, 
and it has said it will sell more 
from its coffers to avoid 
aggravating the balance of 
payments problem.

Tour Gave JFK Basketball Team 
New Meaning for Word Freedom

Would you go back? This is the question 


I have been asked frequently, since accom- 
panying our championship women's 
basketball team to Mainland China in June 
1973. 


I teach at John F. Kennedy College, and 


when our girls basketball team, twice AAU 
champions, was invited by the U.S. State 
Dept. to tour Mainland China and play the 
leading Chinese teams, I was lucky enough 
to be invited to go along as the chaperone. 


It was a heady experience all right, but 


would I do it again? Would I go back to the 
beauty of the countryside, the simplicity of 
the people, the stillness? Would I go back 
to the stifling heat, the constant sur- 
veillance, the blank stares? China is now a 
montage of memories, and, as time 
recedes, my mind selects what to 
remember vividly. 


Never will I forget crossing on foot the 


wooden bridge which divides the area 
around Hong Kong from China. It was so 
quiet, almost eerie, after the noise and 
confusion of Hong Kong. My heart hit the 
bottom of my shoes when I looked into the 
impassive, expressionless faces of the un- 
iformed soldiers guarding the border. I 
was leaving behind everything known and 
comfortable. 


All the members of our delegation must 


have had similar thoughts. Our usually 
irrepressible girls were subdued. The lack 
of familiar human noises was terrifying. As 
we left the bridge behind and walked to 
-the railway station, some construction 
workers, all dressed in the revolutionary 
co'stume of dark, baggy pants and white 
cotton shirts, stood like robots and stared 
at us. 


This was our fust experience of what 


was to become a pattern: we never saw 
groups of people anywhere laughing and 
chattering among themselves. Here the 


only sounds were the loudspeakers blaring 
out marching tunes and strident voices and 
the screeching of trains in the background. 


Silent Crowds 


It was equally difficult to get used to the 


silent crowds at our games. The first game 
in Peking stands out in my mind. Our girls, 
most from small towns or farms in Iowa, 
had never played in such a huge stadium. 
The 18,500 fans, all dressed alike, were as 
quiet as funeral mourners, with the only 
motion the movement of their heads back 
and fourth as they avidly followed the ac- 
tion on the court. 


Our team, from a college of less than 350 


students, was playing the national cham- 
pions drawn from all of Mainland China. 
Their players, older and bigger than we, 
had expected, were seasoned and in top- 
notch condition after their daily nine-hour 
practices. 


They played rings around our girls, ner- 


vous and out of shape after the grueling 
trip. I thought our team did well to score 
63 points to these pros' 79, but they were 
not used to losing. Their humiliation was 
especially bitter because the game was 
being televised and because we had a sur- 
prise spectator, Chiang Ching, wife of Mao- 
Tse-tung. 


Mao's Wife 


We did not realize at the time how 


Chiang Ching's presence shook up the 
China watchers. She is not ordinarily in- 
terested in sports, so her visit seemed to in- 
dicate a new desire to^, further open- 
relations with the U.S. Also she surprised 
everyone by appearing in a skirt — a long, 
'50s ballerina-length of gray — and with 
her hair in a bun, a departure from the two 
acceptable hair styles of pigtails or dutch- 
boy bobs. 


Silence coupled with grim determination 


also awaited us at the Physical Culture 


Institute outside Peking. Mainland China 
is dotted with these schools which 
rigorously train the body as well as the 
mind. 


Here we saw children as young as eight 


or nine years old "playing" Ping-Pong 
with fierce dedication and impressive skill. 
A dazzling display of the martial arts, such 
as Chinese boxing and fencing and hand-to- 
hand combat with spears and swords, per- 
formed by children from 6 to 16, dumb- 
founded us. It seemed to me to be a cross 
between dance and war, gracefully 
choreographed but deadly serious. 


None of the children participating in any 


of the sports smiled or looked as if they 
were having fun. This could have been 
because their day consisted of three three- 
hour intensive practice sessions with 
political indoctrination and academic 
studies sandwiched in between. 


Or it could have been because of the life 


or death competition. Top athletes have 
better food than the general population, 
have more variety in their lives and are 
even allowed some 
extraordinary 


privileges, such as travel from one city to 
another. I remember thinking as I looked 
at those grim little faces: I don't want 
these people as enemies. 
Arts, Crafts 


Another side to the Chinese character 


was revealed in our visit to the Arts and 
Crafts Factory in Peking. Here in small, 
wooden buildings, each room well-lighted 
but crowded with workers around bench- 
like tables, we saw men and women 
carefully and patiently doing the intricate 
art work for which China is famous. 


Each person worked on a separate 


process toward the final product of ivory 
or jade carving, cloisonne, egg shell pain- 
ting, flour dough figures, lacquer ware, 
mosaics and Chinese brush painting. 


Even though the work was by groups 


rather than individuals, we were struck by 
the painstaking labor and stunningly 
beautiful results. One ivory caning from a 
single tusk had taken four years to com- 
plete. Here before us was a perfect exam- 
ple of Chinese industry, patience and 
tenacity. 


Unfortunately, however, the quality of 


the Chinese who are Communists, a trait 
which implanted itself firmly in my mind, 
was their duplicity. This could be il- 
lustrated by our visit to the "typical" 
worker's neighborhood in Shanghai. 


As the drivers of our bouncing buses 


recklessly wove in and out of the swarms 
of bike riders and pedestrians, we could 
see from the windows mile after mile of 
small stucco-like huts with dirt floors. The 
huts could not have contained more than 
two or three very small rooms, and most 
appeared to be one-room buildings. 


In the unbearably oppressive heat of a 


Shanghai summer, whole families were 
outside eating their meal while the woman 
of the house cooked inside over a smoky 
open brazier. We saw as many as 12 or 14 
people of different generations coming out 
of one hut. 
'Typical' Workers 


After riding for about hah" an hour, we 


finally reached the "typical" worker's 
neighborhood. Here we were greeted by 
the usual welcoming committee, taken to 
the usual receiving room and given the 
usual cup of tea and propaganda. 


The propaganda talks always took the 


same form: here is what we have ac- 
complished since Liberation (1949 when 
Mao took over), here is what we have ac- 
complished since the Cultural Revolution 
(the early 1960s when the Red Guard was 
turned loose to purge the population), but 
we know we have much to learn and would 
welcome your superior advice and 
wisdom. 


Then we were taken on the tour and it

was impressive. I remember clearly the 
primary school and the visit to one of the 
apartments. 


The children in China were so beautiful, 


healthy, well-cared-for, shy, and well- 
behaved we couldn't help but love them. In 
the Primary School of Kun Lin Street, con- 
taining 1,500 students from kindergarten 
through the sixth grade, a delightful 
program had been prepared for us. 


Several lovely sixth grade girls, dressed 


in the white blouses, red skirts and red 
neckerchiefs of "The Little Red Soldiers," 
gracefully and precisely danced a tea- 
picking dance for us called "Dance for 
Chairman Mao." 


Some third grade boys and girls, the boys 


similarly costumed in white shirts, red 
shorts and neckerchiefs, sang and danced 
for us a song "The Train Goes to Shao 
Shan" (the home village of Chairman 
Mao.) The bashful little first graders sang 
"I'm Dreaming of Chairman Mao." All age 
groups participated in skillful perfor- 
mances using traditional instruments and 
dances. 
Classrooms 
The English lesson we witnessed in 


another clean, plainly furnished classroom 
had a similar emphasis on Chairman Mao. 
The classroom itself reminded me of pic- 
tures of" our pioneer schools with the 
children sitting two to a desk and reciting 
by rote. The resemblance ended there, 
though, as the little first graders held up 
their hands in military fashion to answer 
questions, repeating in sure, strident, well- 
trained voices the teachings of Chan-man 
Mao. 


"In the future I will be a peasant." 


"Chairman Mao's benevolence is deeper 
than the sea." "The more, the better." 
"Work harder and Harder." Again I had 
the uncomfortable feeling I was watching 
robots. 


After visiting other classrooms where 


children were doing painstaking art work 
and performing mandatory small labor to 
serve the state (in this case putting cork 
into bottle caps — I suppose for the in- 
evitable insipid orange pop we were served 
everywhere) and after the usual grim dis- 
play of basketball prowess, we finally got 
to see a "typical" worker's home. 


The buildings were large cement block 


apartment buildings, which reminded me a 
little of housing developments constructed 
in American cities after World War n. The 
home we saw was used by a family of four 
— mother, father, teen-aged son and five- 
year-old daughter. 
* 


The family had two very small rooms for 


their own use and shared a kitchen and 
bath with another family. The front room 
— about 12x15 feet — contained a hard 
wooden bed, with no mattress, for the 
mother and father, a small table with four 
chairs for the family's meals, a chest of 
drawers with a bowl of fruit on top, some 
chests covered with plastic sheets in a cor- 
ner, a few chairs of straight-backed wood 
and, the lady's pride and joy, a sewing 
machine. The second room was a cubicle 
containing two beds for the children. 
Home's Decor 
The family was obviously better off than 


those in the hundreds of huts we had seen 
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coming here. The floor was wood; the 
walls were plaster; there were windows, 
with bars instead of screens and with cur- 
tains. They had a fluorescent light in the 
middle of the ceiling, a clock and a radio 
on the chest of drawers and a mirror and a 
few decorations on the wall. Everything 
was spotlessly clean. 


I was worried about our group of six 


crowding into her already crowded room, 
but the lady of the house was gracious and 
charming, offering us seats wherever there 
was room (I sat on the hard wooden bed.) 
and serving us lukewarm tea in unmatched 
glasses. 


As she held and caressed her little girl, 


she courteously answered our questions 
through the interpreter. "What are your 
hopes for your child?" 


"According to the party's needs." 
"Are you and your husband members of 


the Communist party?" 


With great amusement she replied, "No, 


we are just ordinary workers." 


As we were leaving, I wanted to give 


something to the little girl. She had been so 
good and sweet and her mother so tolerant 
of our invasion of her privacy. All I had 
with me was one of the friendship pins, a 
small gold circle showing hands shaking 
across a basketball that we had been given 
to distribute by our State Dept. 


Since I was already outside and they 


were still inside I told the interpreter what 
I wanted to do and, before anyone could 
stop me, reached through the bars of the 
window to phi the little token on the girl's 
dress. 


Her mother, in the only truly 


sponstaneous and genuine gesture of 
friendship I experienced during the whole 
trip, reached up to her bowl of fruit and 
handed me a peach — which, to my sur- 
prise, was plastic. I still treasure that sym- 
bol of true friendship and good will. 
Injury, Confusion 


Another example of the duplicity we 


faced everywhere in Mainland China —• or 
perhaps it was just helplessness in the face 
of China's rigid, controlled bureaucracy — 
was the reaction of the officials to Jule 
Brazinski's severe back injury. 


Jule (now Mrs. Jule Simpson), twice all- 


American and voted Most Valuable Player 
in three tournaments, was a tough com- 
petitor. The Chinese girls played hard, 
rough basketball and the refereeing was'in- 
excusably bad. Jule, who brought the ball 
down the court and set up the plays, was 
constantly roughed up and knocked down. 
During one game in Shanghai her back was 
so badly sprained she couldn't sit up or 
move without great pain. 


The Chinese officials were "oh so sorry" 


about thei-injury, but they wanted to "cure 
Mrs. Jule" before letting her go home. 
Since the injury was obviously going to 
require weeks of treatment, this seemed" a 
ridiculous suggestion to us. 


The Chinese are inordinately proud -of 


their medicine, and, I suppose, felt they 
would lose face in sending an injured girl

between, business is booming. 


Of three pawnshops in downtown Lincoln, 


only one admits to an increase in business 
because of the economy. 


"I've noticed the increase for about six 


months," Dick Gammel, owner of A-l Drive- 
in Pawn Shop at 9th and L Sts., said. 


Business has so increased that Gammel, 


who usually vacations in January, is just 
going to skip it this year. 


"Fantastic," was the one-word business 


index Gammel used. 


Neither the Christmas holidays, nor the 


recession, has made any appreciable 
difference at either Charlie's Pawn Shop, 909 
0 St., or Royal Pawn Shop, 118 So. 9th St. 


Two Reasons 


At Royal, owner Nate Bernstien said there 


are two major reasons pawn shops in this 
area are not much affected by a recession. 


"This is a stable town," Bernstien' said. 


"The center of government, the university, 
the insurance companies do away with the 
economic -ups and downs that many cities 
experience." 


The other reason, Bernstien said, is that 


Lincoln does.not have an abundance of the 
most common pawnshop customers — 
gamblers and prostitutes. 


"Pawnshops are largely for those persons 


who often have valuables in their possession, 
whose credit is not good, but who need im- 
mediate cash." 


"Pawning can get to be a disease," 


Gammel said. He described a typical local 
customer who just squeaks by from payday , 
to payday. Then one night he wants to take 
his wife out on the town and, in order to pick 
up the tab, he comes in first and hocks his 
shotgun for ?25. 


When .he gets paid the next time, he'll 


retrieve it. But before the next payday, he's 
short again so back comes the shotgun. 


Over And Over 


"We see the same people over and over," 


Gammel said. 


Gammel said pawned items are retained 


for four months. Then the customer must be

notified by registered letter that he must 
either retrieve the item or it is going on sale. 
Or the pawnshop owner can keep the item 
for a six-month period and then place it on 
sale without notifying the person who 
pawned the item. 


When electrical appliances, watches, 


typewriters, etc., come out of pawn and are 
placed for sale they are cleaned, and 
otherwise brought to a state of repair. "And 
I guarantee them — to the door," Gammel 
said. 


What's the most unusual-item pawned 


recently? Gammel, who has a $3,000 Ham- 
mond organ, Towle sterling never un- 
wrapped, sorority pins, skiis, guns, 
typewriters and just about everything one 
could imagine, said, the most interesting 
"thing'that happened recently was that a ' 
customer who had a gun in pawn tried to 
retrieve it with a live raccoon. 


Top .To Bottom 


At Charlie's, Max Sherman said the most 


unusual items that people have tried to pawn 
are false teeth and crutches. 


Pawnshops'fill out detailed receipts for 


persons who pawn which are picked up by 
the Police Dept. as a check on the passing of 
stolen items. 


If a pawnshop owner unknowingly 


receives a stolen item he releases it to the 
rightful owner for the cost of whatever it was 
pawned for. 


Gammel said there has been an increase in. 


stolen items pawned recently and believes it 
stems from a more lenient penal code which 
puts thieves back onto the streets sooner 
than in former times/ 


One of the handicaps and advantages of 


running a pawn shop is falling in love with 
the merchandise, Gammel said. 


"Our townhouse is furnished in early 


pawnshop," he said.

male mystique — makes men be 
security objects, problem solvers 
and perfect lovers. 


The-same stereotyping 


requires them-* to_be tough in 
business, leaders in the rat race 
and, until their ^dying day or 
retirement (whichever comes 
first), climb the ladder. 


In his book, Farrell shows how 


"masculine values" operate in 
business, politics, athletics and 
news media? 


"These values produce im- 


potence, clockwork executives, 
self-alienation, passive 
marriages and'violence," he 
said. 
; 


•• He draws the blueprint for and 
discusses steps preliminary to 
changing "masculine", behavior 
to "human" behavior. 


"Men's involvement in 


breaking out of the strait jacket 
of sex roles is essential because 
of the way it confines men at the 
same time it confines women,", 
he said. - 
.'' 


Farrell has taught at Rutgers, 


American and Georgetown 
Universities, ile teaches the 
sociology of sex roles at 
, Brooklyn College and a course in 
consciousness-raising at Colum- 
bia University. He received his 
Ph.D. from New York Universi- 
ty this year. 


He has been elected to the 


board of directors of the 
National Organization For 
Women and coordinator of the 
Male Mystique Task Forca He 


Warren Farrell is author of "The Liberated 
Man" and is called the father of-the men's 


liberation movement in America. 
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has started over 100 men's and 
mixed 
consciousness-raising 


groups. 


Last summer he organized the 


first national conference on the 
masculine mystique. It provided 
the organizational base for the 
men's liberation movement. 


His travels in 1974 took him all 


over America and to Canada and 
Russia. 
' Farrell said the men's libera- 
tion movement has been on the 
way since 1968. 


"About then the concept was 


understood to be a hopeful by- 
product of the women's 
movement," he said. 


Farrell concludes: 


"That the steady pursuit of 


masculinity is confining at best 
and devastating at worst. 


"That men have nothing to

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Soviets Failing to Reach Goal of Raising Living Standards 


May Have to Give Up a Few Guns — or Some Butter 


The Soviet Union, like other powerful nations, would like to 


have its guns and eat its butter too. If it could remain militarily 
and industrially strong while providing a better life for its 
citizens, the Soviet Union would lend credence to its claim of 
having the world's best political system. 
; 
The current Five-Year Plan, which runs through 1975, was 


designed to raise Soviet living standards through a substantial 
increase hi consumer-goods production. It is now evident that 
the original goals will not be met. "The targets set by the ... 
24th party congress (hi 1970) on the production of consumer 
goods proved unreachable," said Deputy Premier Nikolai K. 
Baibakov. 


Centralized planning is largely to blame for the Soviet 


government's chronic inability to meet consumer needs and 
desires. Even under the Czars, Russians never were renowned 
for their retailing skill. But under communism, the problem of 
supply and demand has become chaotic. While stockrooms and 
warehouses bulge with unfashionable and unwanted knitted 
sportswear, there are long waiting lists for such hard-to-get 
items as refrigerators. 


Small Supply 
Consumers may look in vain for pillows and blankets, or 


pencils and table knives, until a small supply suddenly surfaces 
on the market. When the sought-after items appear, they often 
are sold out in an afternoon. Housewives rush to telephone their 
relatives, who quickly get in line to buy extra quantities for 
themselves and their friends. 


Quality is the other big failing of the Soviet economy. 


Products tend to be full of flaws, inferior in styling and of shod- 
dy materials. Some unsellable items continue to be produced so 
that the factory can meet the quota spelled out in the Five-Year 
Plan.

Avoiding Retirement Shock 


Can you remember how you felt the morning after your 


high school graduation, that date you had looked forward to? 
Lost. 


You were not ready for the new life to which you had

One way to avoid retirement shock is to practice the con- 


ditions of retirement before you reach the destination. 


You can do so on vacations and weekends. 
One thing you can rehearse is complete separation from the 


work bench or your place of business. Try not to think about it 
at all. If there is some unfinished job which you must tackle the 
first thing Monday morning, pretend that somebody else is 
going to have to finish it. 


No Business Contacts 


Do not write notes or think thoughts that have to do with 


the office or shop. If possible, refuse to engage in any phone 
conversations that are business oriented. And, neither entertain 
nor socialize with other people whose only tie with you is the 
common work objective that you share. 


Another thing you can rehearse is a new occupation — 


• something that you enjoy doing. 
, 


There are probably a number of favorite pursuits that your 


; working routine will not permit you to follow. There also may 
• be others that you haven't even discovered yet. 


So, unless you have a pent-up desire to spend more tune 


" with some form of self-expression, try some new activities. If 


you have never painted, have a fling at art. If you have never 
collected, see how much patience you have for it. 
; 
One way to shop for opportunities is to do some purposeful 


reading in sections of the newspaper you have been ignoring — 


• for example, the home repair section, the antiques column, the 
" travel section, or the sewing feature. 


Note, as you do, what intrigues and interests you more than 


you had imagined it would. And, then, follow it through. 


The important goal, in these pre-retirement rehearsal 


. sessions, is to develop such a consuming interest in at least one 


thing that you can hardly wait until the time arrives when you 
can do more of it. 


New Acquaintances 


Should the activity be one which brings you into association 


with new acquaintances, like fellows at the repair shop or 
women in the learning group, so much the better. 


You will find adjustment to retirement far less of a 


challenge when you know how you are going to use it. 


Of course, it also is desirable that you practice what to do 


when you are doing nothing. Because, in at least part of retire- 
ment, you will be doing nothing. And how to keep happy while 
doing nothing is a course that some teacher could make a for- 
tune with. 


In some European companies, I understand, there is a 


recognition of "retirement shock" that has compelled 
i employers to allow frequent and-or extended holidays and 
vacations to about-to-be retired people. This system is called a 
phasing oat program. 


While waiting for more U.S. companies to phase in on the 


idea, we might try phasing out in our own ways.

As a result, Soviet consumers tend either to save a dis- 


proportionate amount of their money or to spend it all on what 
few luxuries are available. "Why should we save?" a Russian 
woman journalist asked a U.S. News & World Report correspon- 
dent. "What can you buy? After you have a car and a little dacha 
in the country there is nothing else to save money for, so we 
spend it on restaurants and things like that." 


Rich Country 
Despite all this, the Soviet Union is hi a potentially strong 


position to improve the lot of its consumers. The country is rich 
in many raw materials, including oil and natural gas. Thus, it 
stands to post substantial gains hi its export earnings as the 
prices of basic commodities continue to rise. 


The Russians are expected to use some of this additional to- 


come to purchase complete factories from foreign suppliers. 
"Since foreign firms and manufacturing processes generally 
tend to be more productive than their own," Marshall I. Gold- 
man wrote hi a Current History magazine, "the Russians have 
apparently concluded that the best way to bring Soviet produc- 
tivity up to international standards is to buy up that technology 
lock, stock and machine tool and ship it to the USSR." The new- 
ly passed U.S. foreign trade bill should help hi this effort, 
despite Soviet misgivings about certain of its provisions. 


The industrialized countries of the West have what the 


Soviet Union needs, and vice versa. "For the Soviet Union," 
wrote Jacques Amalric, Moscow correspondent for the Paris 
newspaper Le Monde, "the net advantage of the economic crisis 
could be in effect by its imposition on the international scene as 
the West's indispensable and unquestionable economic 
partner." That would amount to detente with a vengeance.

Health Food Fans Not Stopped by Inflation 


By Jane Menninga 
If you grimace everytime you pay $25 for a sack of 


groceries, try buying your daily bread at a health food 
store. 


Health food shoppers, often stamped with the 


derogatory "food faddist" label, are parting with $2.69 for 
a half gallon of natural ice cream sweetened with honey, 
87c for a 16-ounce loaf of whole wheat bread, 90c for a 
dozen fertile eggs and §1.50 for a quart of unsweetened 
apple-pineapple juice. 


But manager of Lincoln Health Foods Inc. at 5929 0 


St. and 122 No. 14th St. said price increases haven't been 
as hard-hitting as in the grocery store. 


No Big Change 


"Because of the lower volume of total sales, we had 


to have higher prices in the first place," she said. 


In spite of national reports of best-selling health lines 


doubling in price in the last six months, the Lincoln 
Health Foods manager put the average price increases at 
20-35% here. 


Irwin Goldenberg, owner of The Golden Carrot, 102 


Lincoln Gateway, also estimated average cost increases hi 
the last year at 20%. 


The owner of the Lincoln Health Club, 838 No. 48th 


St., estimated the overall increase in average prices at 8- 
10% experienced during the time he took over in June. 


Roger Benjamin said there was an "extreme shor- 


tage" of some products, especially Vitamin B complex 
tablets and soybean products. Lecithan granules (a soy- 


bean product), for example were $3.20, before a summer 
shortage. 


When they became available in September, they 


jumped to $4.75 for an eight-ounce container.' 


Holding Own 


Despite soaring prices, the national $600 million 


health food industry seems to be holding its own — Lin- 
coln stores included. 


The manager of Lincoln Health Foods Inc. reported a 


20% increase in sales in the last year. She said that during 
the 18 years the downtown store and three years the 56th 
and 0 Sts. store have been in business, sales have con- 
tinued to climb. 


"We have the regular customer that always come 


in," she said. "Some of the others get hooked fast when 
they experience the high quality of the foods." 


Dubbed first by critics as a "luxury industry with a 


questionable lifespan," the health food- business is 
meeting the test of hard times. 


Goldenberg, who has been at the Gateway store for 


two and one-half years says: "People aren't pooh-poohing 
the health food industry any longer." He increased the 
number of items carried in the store by 500 in the last 
year to 7,000 total items for sale. 


Taste Testers 


"Interest continues to increase as people test the 


foods," he said. 


Benjamin of the Lincoln Health Club, which primari- 


ly sells vitamin and protein supplements, says that 


customers just shrug their shoulders at the prices and buy 
anyway. 


Benjamin, who said the "inflation bit hasn't hurt 


sales at all for him," believes that the health food craze 
has just begun to hit the Midwest. 


"Surveys show that 10% of the people have never 


been -in a health food store or don't even know what one 
is," he said. "On the coasts, the health food stores are like 
Hinky Dinkys here. We don't have anywhere else to go but 
up." 


The manager of Lincoln Hea'lth Foods Inc. stores was 


a little less optimistic. "Growth in the industry is 
tapering off now. slowing down slightly. It's bound to 
level off and reach a saturation point soon," she said. 


Now Four 


But. she said, their downtown store was the only 


health food business in Lincoln until 1971. Now there are 
four. 


One consumer shopping habit store owners inter- 


viewed noticed was a switch to buying larger quantities of 
items. Five-pound bags of rice sell faster than the two- 
pound ones. More 'buy the 10-pound bags of flour than 
those of smaller quantity. 


National trends show an upswing of huge bulk sales 


— such as rice or flour in 50-pound quanities — becoming 
more popular. But local store owners say bulk health food 
sales of that quantity aren't common here, either because 
of an unavailability to the retailer or an absence of de- 
mand by the customer. 


Youth Is Really Not Wasted on the Youni

New York — Youth, and why, in George Bernard Shaw's 


words, it should be "wasted on the young," is the wall that 
stands between the autumn and spring of the so-called genera- 
tion gap. In response to those who constantly complain that the 
press "never writes about the good things and emphasizes only 
the bad," here are two brief year-end notes of appreciation and 
admiration for our much-maligned young people. 


This week I was nearly killed. An auto, careening out of con- 


trol, mounted the sidewalk as I leisurely enjoyed a brisk New 
York winter's day. As I leaped to the side, the car grazed my 
elbow, just before the driver managed to bring the vehicle to a 
car-destroying halt. 


All I bear from the experience is a tender "crazy bone" and 


a stiff torso. Also, a bit of mental trauma, and a great deal of ad- 
miration for the human race. 


As I rose from the sidewalk I realized that an older woman 


was sprawled in the nearby gutter, and I rushed to assist her. 
Doing the natural — but medically unsound — thing, I began to. 
help her up. "Don't touch her, mister," a voice shouted, and a 
young man was instantly at our side, urging the woman to lie 
back, which she did. 


Young in Command 


The firm teen-ager was securing a coat for the woman's 


head when a gentleman, who looked scarcely older, indicated 
that he was a doctor, and took command until police arrived. 


As the inevitable crowds gathered, the boy and his girl 


fnend kept the curious far enough away so that the woman and I 
(she had a firm grip on my hand, and never let go until we 
moved her into an ambulance) could breathe and answer 
questions of the police and the concerned driver. 


Just as the rescuing gentlemen represented the different 


races that habitate New York, so did the police. The officers 
could not have been more courteous, helpful or efficient. Other 
than a sergeant, who arrived hi a second car, of the four un- 
iformed men and one passing by hi his off-duty clothes, none 
was older than 25. 


What sticks in my rnind is the firm assurance and quick- 


thinking of each of the young people involved in helping, and the 
sad fact that those standing about, adding to the confusion, were 
all my age or older. 


Oh, I don't mean to malign the mature. The lady victim, 


about 70, was elegantly dressed in black, with expensive pearls. 
Her main concern was that someone should inform her maid so

that she would not worry. The poise with which she faced her 
own discomfort (It happily proved to be nothing more serious 
than shaking-up) was something to admire. She was "em- 
barrassed" to be "causing everyone so much trouble." 


Modest Tribute to Young 


It was sight and hearing that enabled both the woman and 


me to side-step death by inches. It is the lack of these senses — 
so invaluable in our daily lives, and so dear to those of us depen- 
dent upon the beauties of nature and the arts for spiritual 
sustenance — that provides the basis for our other modest 
tribute to New York's young. 


On Broadway nearly opposite Lincoln Center, the empty, . 


monolithic former headquarters of the Jewish Guild for the 
Blind stands, awaiting destruction for yet another high-rise 
apartment. The guild is now handsomely housed around the cor- 
ner in quarters better designed for the training of those sightless 
the organization serves with such distinction. 


The old guild building has enscribed above the doorway a 


most moving statement. It will disappear with the building, but 
the words should endure: 


"For all who in a world of untold beauties are consigned to 


unremitting darkness, here is light." 


These words perfectly express both the tragedy of 


sightlessness, and the hope provided by those dedicated to 
lighten the burden for many. 


Because I live in the neighborhood with the guild training 


school, blind pedestrians a.re a daily factor. Those fortunate 
enough to walk with seeing-eye dogs are a minority, and one's 
heart can't but go out to the brave youngsters (most of those 
being trained to become self-sufficient are young, and many 
have multiple handicaps) who travel about with only a cane and 
the public to assist their steps. 


It is in that aspect of public awareness and assistance that, 


one more, young people here are distinguishing themselves. 


The question must be raised concerning what makes a 


seemingly majority of people insensitive to the needs of a blind 
person trying to cross a busy thoroughfare. 


In the Lincoln Center area every street-crossing is a danger, 


even for the alert, seeing person. Yet almost a dozen people 
speed past a patient blind woman or man without helping, and 
even seem to avoid contact when they themselves are waiting 
for a red light their neighbor can't see. 


Time after time I find myself crossing back and forth to es- 


cort someone. Most often, however, I get to smile at the sight of 
another performing such a simple, needed task. Most of all, it is 
•a teen-ager who does the deed. • 


We need indict no one specifically, for we all tend to move 


through life unaware of what is really going on around us. As the 
impersonalization of big city life tends to overwhelm us, it is 
good to feel that we really can matter to someone in need. "May 
I help?" are three of the most rewarding words in any language.

put of the country. But Jule, only 19, was 
in unbearable pain and wanted to go home. 


There was a twice-weekly direct flight 


from Shanghai to Paris on the day after her 
injury, which would have gotten her home 
to New Jersey fairly quickly, as she could 
have easily taken a flight from Paris to 
New York City. In spite of all our efforts to 
get her on that flight, including reminding 
them of a promise we had received prior to 
! the trip that any injured girls would be sent 
home, they refused to let her go. As Jule 
lay in pain in her hotel bed, the 
"negotiations" continued. 


Finally only a threat by our delegation 


officials that we would play no more games 
in China until she was allowed to go moved 
the immovable officials to "compassion." 


Now it was too late for the direct flight to 
Paris, so Jule hid to fly to Canton, take a 
train to the border, cross the border in a 
wheel chair, take.another train to Hong 
Kong, fly to Seattle and then change planes 
and fly to New York City. 


Fortunately, she was accompanied by 


Mr. and Mrs. William Wolfe of Omaha, 
who did everything they could to lessen her 
agony. She was in the hospital in traction 
about three weeks after returning home. 
Disillusioning \ 


This was a terrible, disillusioning, 


helpless experience for all of us. Up to this 
time our interpreters and the other of- 
ficials accompanying us had been con- 
genial, persuasive and helpful. They kept 
close control of our movements, and we 


suspected they were reporting our conver- 
sations and even searching our luggage, 
but we had expected that. 


We had not expected that they would 


reveal so clearly their lack of concern for 
the individual. None of us quite regained 
our equilibrium after that. 


The last memory I have of China was 


when we recrossed the wooden bridge to 
the free territories to return to Hong Kong. 
This was a direct contrast to our first 
crossing. As we trod along the wooden 
planks and passed the impassive guards, I 
felt almost breathless, like I'd had the 
wind knocked out of me. 


Finally, reaching the end of the bridge, 


everyone in our delegation let out a spon-, 
taneous whoop of joy. The girls danced and 
whirled around and acted like normal 


American young people for the first time 
in nearly three weeks. 


I felt as if a tremendous burden had been 


lifted from my shoulders. I don't think I 
realized until that moment what a strain 
we had all been under. It was a wonderful 
moment. For the first time in my life I 
really knew the meaning of the word 
freedom. 


Would I go back? Going to China was the 


incredible experience of a lifetime, and I 
wouldn't have missed it for anything. It 
would be fascinating to go back in perhaps 
10 years to see what changes have been 
made. But right now, more than a year 
later, too many memories are.too painful 
for me to want to return that soon. 


If I were invited to go back this year, I 


don't believe I'd go.

Fred B. Morris of Washington, 


D.C., married Tereza Christina 
Carvalho of Recife, Brazil, last 
night at the First United 
Methodist Church of North 
Platte 


Morris' father, the Rev. 


Hughes B. Morris, Sr., is pastor 
of the church. The bride is a law 
student at the Federal Universi- 
ty in Recife. It is the second 
marriage for Morris, 41. 


After the wedding, the couple 


will live in Washington, D.C., 
where the former United 


Methodist missionary is 
researching and writing a book 
on Brazil. 


So far these are the facts of a 


simple wedding notice. 


But the life of Fred Morris has 


been far from simple. After a 
decade of missionary service in 
Brazil, he decided last January 
to take a voluntary leave of 
absence from the church, sup- 
porting himself through a con- 
crete block manufacturing enter- 
prise. 


Maintaining his church ties, he 


was elected chairman of the

Roman Catholics Mark 
1975 Special Holy Year

New York (AP) — A door is 


opened, a barrier breached. The 
intent was for antagonisms to be 
overcome and the separated to 
come together in friendship, 
with each other and with their 
God. 


That was the underlying 


theme and hope of a special 1975 
Holy Year, launched by Roman 
Catholicism on Christmas Eve 
this week in Rome, with the 
opening in St. Peter's Basilica of 
a walled-up door. 


"I am the door," Jesus said, 


laying the basis for the 
ceremonial gesture. "If any one 
enters by me, he will be saved." 


Opening of the special church 


door, kept sealed since the last 
observance of a Holy Year 
Jubilee a quarter century ago, 
symbolizes full accessibility to 
humanity of Christ's pardon and 
grace/" 


Catholicism is putting year- 


long emphasis on that bestowal 


of forgiveness and restoration of 
broken relationships, an objec- 
tive that also has implications 
for other Christians and for 
Judaism. 


"Renewal and reconciliation" 


is the keynote set by Pope Paul 
VI. In the extensive preparations 
for the year, varied suggestions 
have come from many quarters 
for steps by the church and 
others to heal conflicts and 
renew ties, both spiritually and 
tangibly. 


"It is a time for healing," says 


Timothy Cardinal Manning, of 
Los Angeles, chairman of the 
U.S. bishops' committee on the 
observance. It "offers an oppor- 
tunity to bind up the wounds 
that tear at us individually and 
as members of our society." 


Numerous Protestant and 


Catholic scholars have urged 
special efforts toward over- 
coming cleavages 
between 


denominations and rebuilding of 
unity.

center where he had previously 
served-as director. 


Since he was doing very well 


in business, Morris planned to 
spend the rest of his life in 
Brazil. 


That was before September 


30, 1974. On that date, Morris 
said, he was literally pulled off 
the streets of Recife by hooded 
men in jeans and taken to 
Brazil's 
Fourth 
Army 


headquarters. 


The next two weeks of 


questioning, filled with torture, 
became an international inci- 
dent. Time magazine, for whom 
Morris was a stringer, printed 
his personal account in its 
November 18 issue. 


Then, on December 11, Morris 


told his horrifying story to a sub- 
committee of the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs. 


The substance of his testimony 


was that torture is an 
"institutionalized pattern of the 
present Brazilian regime," said 
Morris hi a telephone interview 
from Shelton, where his brother, 
the Rev. Hughes B. Morris, Jr., 
is a United Methodist minister. 


As reported in Time, Morris 


said his torture included 
beatings and electric shocks. At 
different times, the shocks were 
administered to a toe of his right 
foot, the nipple of his right 
breast, his right ear, and the 
base of his penis. 


For much of the time he was 


handcuffed to his door in an up- 
right position. He remembers 
"being jerked awake as I sagged 
toward the floor and the cuffs 
pulled painfully on my wrists." 


'to calm himself, he repeated 


the Twenty-third Psalm, very 
deliberately, at crucial 
moments. Much to his surprise, 
he bore up rather well. He later 
reported he made no false ad- 
missions and divulged no con- 
fidences, since "I had none that 
could possibly have been of in- 
terest to the government." 


Since his return to the U.S., 


said Morris, "my fiancee told me 
60 people in Recife were 
arrested by the army — all 
arrested without charges." 
Presumably they were sup- 
porters of an opposing candidate 
in a recent election. 
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"This is the way the govern- 


ment handles opposition," he 
commented, "people who are 
seen as dissenters." 


Morris claims he was not in- 


volved in any opposition politics 
in Brazil, although he was a good 
friend of that severe critic of the 
regime, Roman Catholic 
Archbishop Helder Camara. 


On the basis of this friendship 


and his position as a stringer 
with Time, Morris said, some 
people were probably convinced 
he was involved in subversive ac- 
tivities. 


"If they could get me to con- 


fess" (connections with the FBI, 
CIA or the Communist Party in 
Brazil), he said, "they could dis- 
credit both the Archbishop and 
Time magazine." 


Morris -said the present 


Brazilian government took over 
in 1964, a few months after he 
fast arrived. 


"This government is one we 


helped come to power," he said, 
"much as we did the govern- 
ment of Chile." 


Morris said it seems the 


United States is interested hi 
governments that maintain a 
good climate for American in- 
vestments. In Brazil, for exam- 
ple, no labor unions are allowed, 
resulting in "a paradise for 
American investors." 


With this kind of foreign 


policy, maintains Morris, we are 
not being true to our own 
heritage. By taking away other 
people's freedom in order to 
benefit ourselves, he,said, we 
run the risk of becoming like the 
governments we support. 


Morris said the chairman of 


the subcommittee, Donald 
Fraser of Minnesota, was hi 
sympathy with his testimony. . 


Although he can't return to 


Brazil as long as the present 
regime stays in power, Morris 
wants to put his academic 
training — a degree from Drew 
Theological Seminary and an 
M.A. in urban sociology from the 
University of Chicago — and his 
ten years' experience in Brazil to 
good use. 


At one time, said Morris, his 


future seemed firmly fixed in 
Brazil. But now he is un- 
expectedly back in the United 
States, beginning a new life and 
facing an uncertain future. 


Catholics, Jews Increase 
Their Seats in Congress 


New York (AP) - Roman 


Catholics and Jews increased 
their seats in the new Congress 
as a result of the recent election, 
while the number of Protestants 
dropped. But Protestants still 
strongly predominate in both the 
House and Senate. 


In the two branches, Roman 


Catholic representation rose by 
eight to a-total of 123, while 
Jewish members increased by 10 
to 24. The number of Protestants 
was down about 20 to 384. 


Among 
individual 


denominations, Roman 
Catholicism topped the list for 
number of members in the new 
Congress, while Methodists 
, ranked second with 85 members 
and Episcopalians third, with 66 
holding seats in both houses. 


That same ranking prevailed 


in the House alone. But in the 
Senate, the 17 Methodists held 
more seats than any other 
denomination. 
The 16 


Episcopalians ranked second 
and the 15 Presbyterians and 15 
Catholics were even in third 
place.

post-election survey made by the

Christianity Today. 


Two clergymen won seats for 


the first time in the House, the 
Rev. Robert W. Edgar, a 
Methodist and Pennsylvania

number of clergymen in 
Congress rose to six, up one.

All bedrooms feature ample 


closets without sacrificing 
precious wall space. The closets 
provide a natural sound barrier 
or buffer zone between 
bedrooms.

You can enjoy the flowering 


plants received as Christinas 
gifts much longer if they are 
given the proper care. Most of 
them will bloom over a long 
period of time if you can provide 
the kind of care the particular 
plant likes. 


Many of these plants should be 


treated as long-lasting cut 
flowers. They are cared for until 
the flower passes and then dis- 
carded. The reason for this is 
that these plants have been 
grown in greenhouses and it is 
difficult to duplicate these con- 
ditions in the home. 


Proper watering is essential 


for flowering gift plants to last a 
long time. Most of them like un- 
iform soil moisture. This is best 
maintained by testing the soil 
daily and watering at the first in- 
dication that it is beginning to 
dry. Light frequent waterings 
are best. Heavy applications of 
water often cause the soil to be 
soggy and the plant to drop its 
leaves. 


Keep plants away from- heat 


outlets and drafty locations. 
Excessive heat or draft will 
shorten the life of the plants. 


Some plants like a sunny, 


warm location. These plants 
should be kept at approximately 
70 degrees and in a sunny place. 
Plants in this group are begonia, 
Jerusalem cherry, poinsettia and 
Christmas pepper. 


Plants that like a warm shady 


location are gloxinia, tuberous 
begonia and African violet. Keep 
these plants in a location with, 
temperatures near 70 and that is 
shady most of the day. All of 
these can be saved as 
houseplants for several years. 


Most flowering houseplants 


like a sunny and cool location. 
Temperatures for these plants 
should be kept below 65 degrees 
but considerable light needs to 
be supplied. Direct sun on some 
of these plants may cause the 
temperature to become too high. 
Plants which like the cool, sunny 
location are hydrangea, azalea, 
fuchsia, chrysanthemum and 
cyclamen.

Buzzer Shot Fails 
As Huskers Nudged

Kansas City, Mo. — Rickey Harris was 


barely audible. He really didn't want to 
talk, but he said what appeared obvious. 


"Yeah, I thought I was fouled on that 


play ... I really did," he said. "I was sort 
of surprised they didn't try to block the 
shot." 


Harris' dejection was typical in the 


somber Nebraska locker room following 
Kansas' dramatic 63-62 victory here Satur- 
day night in semifinal action of the 29th an- 
nual Big Eight Basketball Tournament at 
Kemper Arena. 


It was ironic that Harris appeared to be 


fouled since he was the Husker that 
propelled Nebraska into a 62-61 lead with 
only 48 seconds to play. He hit a tur- 
naround shot from 10 feet out to put the 
pressure on KU. 


The Jayhawks responded when Tommie 


Smith hit from 20 feet left of the circle with 
only 12 seconds left. Then the Huskers had 
the ball for their last attempt. 


"We had two options," explained 


Nebraska coach Joe Cipriano. "We had 
Siegel (6-7 forward Bob) at the high post 
for a chance at the backdoor and we had 
the guards screening for a chance." 


Neither, option worked as the Huskers 


had anticipated. 


Willis fired the shot which missed. Harris 


put tip the rebound and then Siegel put in a 
layup that even he admitted came after the 
gun went off officially ending the contest. 


"Yes, the shot definitely went off after 


the gun, but Harris was fouled," he said. 


Perhaps the most disappointed Husker 


was guard Jerry Fort. 


"Yes, that has to be the most disappoin- 


ting loss in my career," he said dejectedly. 
'We were trying to get it to Willis and then 
Rickey Harris took the shot. When Siegel 
lit it, it looked like it was in the air before 
he gun went off, but I guess it really 
toesn't matter now, does it." 
But give Kansas credit. The Jayhawks - 
howed why they are the tournament 
avorites. 
When Siegel hit from 18 feet with 15:27 
o play, Nebraska assumed its biggest lead 
it 12 points (48-36). 


That basket appeared to indicate to Kan- 
as, that if the Jayhawks were going to win, 
bey were going to have to begin playing 
rith considerably more determination. 


That's exactly what happened. 
The Jayhawks kept hitting and Nebraska 
lanaged just six points over the last seven 
unutes as Kansas outscored the Huskers, 
14. 
"We had our chances," Cipriano said. 
They wore us down a little. We didn't 
ive much offense there in the last five 
inutes." 
• 


"They took away our inside game... we 
dn't get very many inside shots," he con- 
lued. "We kept our poise but we showed 
pis of tiredness since we didn't play so 
any people (Huskers saw action)." 


Nevertheless, Cipriano was still pleased 
ith the effort Nebraska gave against Kan- 
s. 


"I'm proud of our team," he noted, 
'hey played as well against Kansas as we 
uld expect. Siegel played better and 
irris certainly did a good'job." 


In the other semifinal contest, Iowa State 
•k advantage of a second-half Kansas 
ite shooting slump to bury the Wildcats, 
64. 
[he win advanced Iowa State into the 


finals for the second straight year and 
boosted ISU to a 5-5 record while Kansas 
State fell to 6-3. 


Kansas State will now meet Nebraska for 


third place. One year ago, Kansas State 
trounced Nebraska, 68-47, in an opening- 
round tournament game. 


Saturday's attendance of 12,869 set a 


single-game attendance mark for a Tourna- 
ment contest. It snapped the previous mark 
of 10,693 set at Friday night's session.

New Orleans, La. — The Nebraska football coaching 


staff flew around the country in frantic fashion to visit the 
top prep prospects the minute the Oklahoma game was over. 


The Cornhusker coaches had to do more recruiting in a 


', •' short''period of time than most. Because now, while other 
. schools'are still visiting those prospects, Tom Osborne and 


his NU staff are here preparing their ball club for a New 
Year's Eve date with-Florida in the Sugar Bowl. 


"We're not at all that much of a disadvantage," Osborne 


will admit, however. "The exposure we get from, TV and 
playing in a bowl game helps us with a prospect. Most pf 
them would like to go to a school where the chances of 
playing in a bowl game are pretty good." 


Nebraska's clash with Florida will be its sixth straight 


post season game. And the Huskers have won the other five. 
A sixth consecutive victory Tuesday night — which would tie 
a national record held by Georgia Tech — wouldn't hurt

relations at all with the group Osborne and his staff are 
trying to entice to Lincoln for next fall. 


That prompted a full discussion of recruiting and the 


NCAA restrictions here the other afternoon. 


Likes Yearly Quota - 


The present NCAA rule — which Osborne thinks may 


well be- modified at the national convention in January — 
limits a school to no more than 30 scholarships grants each 
year and no more than 105 on campus at any one time. 


"Simple math shows that four years at 30 per is 120," 


Qsborne •' points out, "and if you were to redshirt an entire 
class, you could get up to 150. Normal attrition — kids drop- 
ping out of the program or school and going home — is sup- 
posed to take care of the total and keep you at 105 or less. 
And it might. But I don't like the alternatives such a situa- 
tion presents." 


Let'sTissume, whether any redshirting was involved or 


not, th'aTa schooHs going to be over the 105 limit the next 
year if it takes-a full 30 new freshmen. "He has one of two 
choices," Osborne explains. "He can take fewer new kids, 
or he can run off some of the upper classmen to reduce the 
total number." 


If the coach wants to be a winner instead of Mr. Nice 


Guy, he'll do the latter. "And I don't want to ever be placed 
in that position," Osborne insists. "We've never run anyone 
off at Nebraska and I don't ever want to have to." 


To be totally selfish. Osborne admits an overall limit of 


105 — with no restrictions for any individual year — would 
produce the best football team. It would also make the whole 
operation a cold hard-hearted proposition. 


System Used Before 


This is the way several schools built power house foot- 


ball programs in the years immediately following World War 
II With no yearly restrictions, just an overall quota, they 
would bring in a mass of recruits the first year. 


They'd sift out the cream of the crop, then run off the 


rest Another huge group would be brought in the next year. 
The weeding out process would continue. In three or four 
years a super team could be built. 


t 


Early in the program a player may be good enough to, 


keep around. As the team gets stronger, he may become 
marginal by his junior year. All you do is cold-bloodedly run 
him off and replace him with a better, younger recruit. 


"Drills can be devised — which only third and fourth 


stringers must participate in — which will soon discourage 
and eliminate marginal players," Osborne admits. "We've 
never done that kind of thing and don't want to. But if they 
allow an overall limit, but with no restrictions on the yearly, 
quota, that's what will happen across the country." 


That's why Osborne favors the yearly quota, but no 


overall limit. "If you allowed 30 each year — as they do now 
—but eliminated the 105 rule, it's possible—but unlikely- 
thai with a full redshirt class you could have 150 at one time. 
But at least it would guarantee that each kid would get a fair 
shake throughout his entire collegiate career.

Balance

Nebraska's offensive versatility 
is the thing that concerns 
Florida coach Doug Dickey most 
of all as he prepares his Gators 
for the Sugar Bowl football game 
here New Year's Eve night. 


"Everybody gives (Dave) 


Humm credit for this, that and 
the other, and there's no doubt 
he's a great passer," Dickey 
remarked Saturday morning at 
his first press conference since 
his arrival here on Friday. 


"But the thing I think makes 


Nebraska go is balance," he 
added.' 'If a team can only throw 
the ball that's one thing, but 
when the team can run and 


• throw both you've got problems. 


Humm has great confidence in 
his ability to do either on any 
down." 


This keeps Cornhusker op- 


ponents off balance and makes 
preparing a defense for them a 
very difficult task. "This has 
been a trademark of the 
Nebraska offense for some 
years," Dickey noted. "And Tom 
(Osborne) has been very much 
responsible for that. I think this 
is something they have going 
very well." 


Dickey admits his Gators also 


have some versatility even 
though they're primarily a run- 
ning team from the wishbone 
formation. 


Since switching to the 


wishbone before the start of the 
1974 season, Florida was able to 
move up from ninth in 
Southeastern 
Conference 


statistics in total offense to a 
foiirth-place finish this season. 
Surprisingly, the Gators led the 
ieague with 12 touchdown 
passes. 


The young man most responsi- 


ble for that statistic is Lee "The 
Flea" McGriff, 
who caught 


seven of those scoring aerials. 


"Anytime you catch seven 


touchdown passes on a team that 
runs the wishbone, you're plenty 
good enough," commented 
Florida's ex-coach Ray Graves, 
who now is Gator athletic direc- 
tor. "Lee reminds me a great 
deal of Howard Twilley 
with the Miami Dolphins. He 
might not be big enough, but 
he's fast enough to beat you 
man-on-man."

How McGriff became such a 


fine receiver for the Gators is a 
story of what dedication and ef- 
fort will do for "an athlete. 
Florida 
coaches, including 


Dickey, didn't think he could 
play for the Gators and didn't 
offer him a scholarship. They 
chose, instead, to give one to the 
quarterback on,McGriff's high 
school team, David Bowden, 
who had thrown-92 touchdown 
passes as a prepster. 


Within a year, however, 


Bowden proved he couldn't play 
major college football and he no 
longer is on the team while 
McGriff has gone on to become a 
two-time all-SEC wide receiver. 


"Lee weighed only 140 pounds 


out of high school and even 
though he had run a 9.9 in the 
100 we had serious, doubts 
whether he could play for us," 
Dickey said. "His dad, who was 
my high school coach in 
Gainesville (Jack McGriff, now a 
member of the Florida Board of 
Regents) could afford to pay his 
way and Lee worked hard to get 
where he is today." 


McGriff earned a scholarship 


after his first year and has 
worked with weights to develop 
into a mighty 5-9, 165 pounder. 
Dickey said he now can bench 
press over 300 pounds. 


.When the Gators go back to 


pass Tuesday night it would be 
wise for Husker defensive backs 
to keep an eye on" McGriff.

Mod Pittenger 
Trend Setter?

New Orleans — Just as 


whenever the Nebraska footbalt 
team is on the road, Jim 
Pittenger had gone 'mod' down 
here in the days prior to the 
Sugar Bowl game. 


Everywhere the 'perpetual 


motion machine' scurries} his 
shoulder purse sways at Ids side. 


"The truth of the matter is 


that I had mine long before 
Johnny Rodgers started wearing 
one," says Pittenger, who 
carries the double title of assis- 
tant athletic director and ticket 
manager at Nebraska. 


"Rodgers may have a purse 


that is prettier," Pitt admits, 
"since his are all fur. But mine is 
more practical. It's my office 
away from home " 


Pitt and his purse are always a 


familiar sight at road and post- 
season bowl games. But 
something strangely different is 
occuring here He has tickets in 
the purse, and they're for sale! 


Pittenger's normal job — an 


impossible one — is to oversee a 
76,000-seat stadium with ALL 
the tickets sold in advance. 


Now they may think they 


know what 'Football Fever' is in 
Tuscaloosa, Norman, South 
Bend, Columbus, Austin, or Ann 
Arbor. But they don't. 


Nebraska has sold out all of its 


seats the past 74 straight times. 
Every game for 13 years. No 
other school in the country is 
close to those numbers. 


"This is the first time since 


Nebraska last played in the 
Sugar Bowl (following the 1966 
season) that I've been able to say 
'Yes' when someone calls and 
asks about tickets," Pitt says. 


Most Nebraskans are well 


aware of the difficulty in ob- 
taining tickets for the normal 


, home Cornhusker game. 


"The biggest problem is the 


fact that nobody believes there 
can't be 'just a few' tickets left 
out of 76,000," Pitt explains. "So 
they call. If that "doesn't work 
they try to find a friend they 
think knows me better and get 
him to call. And so it goes." 


Pittenger says the ideal situa- 


tion would be to sell out all the 
tickets a half hour before the 
kickoff. At the same time he's 
frank to admit there really is no 
such thing as a sellout. Out of 
that many people, there is 
always someone who at the last 
minute isn't going to go and has 
a ticket available. It's a matter of 
making connections. 


Pitt confesses that selling 


tickets when there are none to 
be had has its trials. "Trouble is, 
you do a guy a favor and find 
him a couple of tickets and he's 
back the next week with a 
friend." 


• A" sign on Pittenger's office 
wall may best describe bis at- 
titude: "The decision is maybe, 
and that's final!" 


Pittenger admits that along 


about the normal Friday after- 
noon he wonders if it's worth it. 
"But then Saturday comes," he 
says, "and I see all those people 
wearing all of that red and 
having all that fun and I say, 
'Everyone isn't mad at you after 
all.'" 


Tickets for Nebraska games in 


Lincoln are so scarce that no 
season ticket orders have even 
been accepted, much less filled, 
in the past two years. There are 
38,000 season tickets sold each 
year and the renewal rate runs at 
99.5 percent. 


About 17,500 tickets go to 


students, 8,750 to faculty and un- 
iversity employees, another 4,- 
000 for fans of the opponents. 
This totals around 68,000. 


Then there are tickets for 


players' parents, high school 
coaches, recruiting prospects, 
the band, regents (1Z each), and 
other assorted brass. 


All this means, says Pitt, that 


he ends up with about 3,000 un- 
committed tickets. He dispenses 
most of these on a single-game 
basis, by draw, on the June 15 
prior to the season. 


While reserved seats can ac- 


commodate 72,771 people, mis- 
cellaneous bodies, including the 
press, players, and kids who 
sneak in, move attendance to 
76,000, or more for every game. 


Despite a series of stadium 


expansions over the years, 
Pittenger still has to say no a lot. 
"But we always try to stay 
courteous and understanding in 
the ticket office," Pitt points 
out. "I always keep in mind that 
next year we may be trying to 
sell again." 


And actually, Pitt finds that 


fun. Want to go to the Sugar 
Bowl? Come on down. He won't 
even have to run up to his room 
to take care of your needs. Pitt's 
traveling office swings at his 
side. And for once, the shoulder 
purse has tickets in it.

However, those figures will be 
dramatically trimmed when 
each team's expenses are sub- 
tracted. The remaining income 
then goes into the Big Eight 
"pot," according to Neinas. 


That pot not only includes the 


bowl revenue. It also includes 


regional football telecasts, the 
Big Eight basketball television 
series, the pre-season basketball 
tournament and the Big Eight 
indoor track meet. 
. Those are considered money- 
makers by the Big Eight, but 
Neinas also is hopeful the Big 
Eight wrestling championships 
this season in Stillwater, Okla., 
will operate in the black. 


Income generated -from this 


general fund is then split eight 
ways and distributed to the 
member schools, according to 
Neinas. 


That means, adds Neinas, that 


Nebraska's share for competing 
in the Sugar Bowl is no larger 
than any other league school's 
share except 
for 
the 


Corahuskers' allotted expenses. 


Therefore, if Nebraska 


exceeds its budget, the 
Cornhuskers could emerge in 
worse financial shape than con- 
ference brethren not even com- 
peting! 


But NU business manager Bill 


Fisher is hoping something like 
that doesn't happen. He figures 
the Cornhuskers will "break 
even" financially for the Sugar 
Bowl. 


They did even better than that 


for the 1974 Cotton Bowl. 
Nebraska spent $23,000 less than 
its allowable budget. Two years 
ago, however, the Cornhuskers 
were forced to make up $53,000 


from their own Athletic Depart- 
ment funds after exceeding their 
Orange Bowl budget. 


Nebraska's Sugar Bowl budget 


is a big tab — for more than 400 
people, including 98 players 
making the trip. 


Considering the spiraling costs 


of air fare, lodging and meals, 
the'athletic road trip becomes a 
very expensive proposition. 


The Guinness Book of sports 


records probably doesn't have a 
category for the most expensive 
athletic road trip. 


But it could make a fun parlor 


game — trying to solve a finan- 
cial puzzle with the added 
challenge of inflation.

story building.

Outside, the world's largest 


clear span steel roof looks like a 
gigantic metal mushroom, 
pushing its way up and over the 
downtown New Orleans skyline.

inspiring until one gets inside 
and visualizes how 80,000 foot- 
ball fans will be able to watch a 
game in air-conditioned comfort.

Coaches and players deny it. 


Some scoff at it. Others are bit- 
ter about it. But the matter has 
been brought into the open and 
reached a stage where official 
denials have been deemed nec- 
essary. 


"There is a different attitude 


on the-team this year than a year 
ago," said a member of Ara 
Parseghian's staff. "Last year, 
the boys were loose and 
supremely confident. 


"It is not that they are not con- 


- fident now. But there is a 


seriousness and determination 
that wasn't as obvious then." 


Last -New Year's Eve, Notre 


Dame sent an unbeaten team 
into the Sugar Bowl against 
Alabama with the 
national 


championship at'stake and won a 
thriller 24-23. 


This time, the Fighting Irish 


takes a 9-2 mark against the 11-0 
Crimson Tide, plus incentives 
that could affect the odds fa- 
voring Alabama. 


It's the last game for Parseg- 


hian, retiring after 11 years be- 
cause of what he calls weariness 
and constant pressure. The situa- 
tion lends itself to a "Win One 
for Ara," just as "Win One. for 
the Gipp'er" became a Notre 
Dame trademark in the days of 
Knute Rockne. 


Both Parseghian and his men 


appear bent on redeeming the 
embarrassing 
55-24 loss to 


Southern California in the regu- 
lar season's final game and dis- 
crediting the critics who said the 
disaster resulted from tur- 
bulence inside the ranks. 


The most' damaging in- 


dictment came from columnist 
Wells Twombley of the San 
F r a n c i s c o Chronicle, who 
quoted a Notre Dame source as 
saying the Irish didn't give their 
all in the DSC game because of 
disenchantment with author- 
ities. 


Twombley, author of a book 


on the late Frank Leahy, former 
Notre' Dane coach, said the 
players were sore at Parseghian 
and university authorities for not 
being more understanding 
towards six black players 
suspended last summer for dor- 
mitory infractions. 


The players were accused of 


having a girl in their living 
quarters. The source also sug- 
gested that there were racial 
problems between the black and 
white members of the team. 
There are< currently six black 
regulars on the roster. 


"When we read it, we thought 


it was a joke," said Wayne 
Bullock, the 223-pound black 
fullback who is the team's lead- 
ing rusher. "I have never found 
any dissension on this team." 


Discussing Notre Dame's col- 


lapse against USC after leading 
24-0,-Bullock said, "It was just 
one of those wild things. If we 
were' not going to try, why would 
we roll up 24 points in the first 
half?" 


Eric Penick, senior halfback, 


also black, said, "I didn't travel 
four hours by plane just to lose 
on purpose." 


One of the strongest denials 


came from Greg Blache, a black 
assistant coach, at Notre Dame 
.since 1967. 


"There's not a black man on 


the team who wouldn't break his 
neck for Ara," Blache said. 
"They all have great atfectioh 
for him."

t Will all the high school trapshooters in Nebraska please step 


to the head of the class.' The Nebraska Game and Parks Com- 
mission announced earlier this week you'll be getting your own 
state high school trapshoot April 12. 
.; The Game and Parks folks initiated the idea, worked a few 


folks into an excited lather and convinced the Nebraska School 
Activities Association (NSAA) of its merits. The NS.AA will now 
sanction the high school portion of the Cornhusker Invitational 
Trapshoot at Norfolk this spring, according to the Game and 
Parks Commission. 


As the Commission outlines it, the Cornhusker shoot in- 


cludes both collegiate and high school competition. The 
; shooting starts on Saturday with 200 bluerocks in two groups of 


1100 from the 16-yard line. 


The first 100 group is slated for the classification of shooters 


for the second 100. High schoolers shoot Saturday and 
collegiates Sunday, according to the program. 


' Any school participating must have a five-man team made 


up prior to the event's starting. And all shooters will shoot in the 
same squad. Individual shooters may also compete as in- 
• dividuals and team members' scores will be used secondarily as 
their individual scores. 


Trophy Arrangement 


Some 22 trophies are to be presented high school winners at 


the first state meet. Individuals winning for their school will 
have their names engraved on a trophy to be awarded to the 
school. The top five shooters in the first 100 targets will also win 
trophies for their school. 


The top two shooters in each class during the second 100 


rocks will win still more trophies for their school and the top 
two five-man teams will have trophies going to their schools. 


A high overall individual and runner up trophy will be given 


to the individuals scoring the best during the 200-rock Shootout. 


The Norfolk Nebraska Gun Club will host the event under 


the direction of Dave Wells. Schools wishing to enter a team in 
the first state high school trapshoot are requested to contact 
Wells at 1210 Nebraska Avenue, Norfolk, 68701. 


According to Wells and the Game and Parks Commission, 


numerous schools have already expressed interest in the 
program and are planning on attending. 


Good for the Sport 


The initiation of a state high school trapshoot is a step 


forward for the sport of trapshooting as well as for the 
youngsters already involved. It should help expose sport 
shooting as a worthwhile activity, safe and enjoyable for its par- 
ticipants. 


. Eventually, according to the Commission, a rifle program 


will also be incorporated into school systems. Hope is, federal 
money would be made available to help schools start their own 
programs with the purchase of shotguns and rifles. 


The day is approaching when trapshooting and rifle 


marksmanship will be available to all and any youngsters 
wishing to participate, much like extracurricular football, 
basketball or any other sport. 


And, shooting sports permitall youngsters to compete on an 


equal basis. Physical attributes are not requisite in being able to 
shoot with accuracy.

Once Started, Don't Stop Winter Feeding

operations are more than a hob- 
by, at least to the birds. Folks 
who have enjoyed years of bird 
feeding throughout the year 
realize that fact. 


Wintertime means scarce food 


supplies for most birds. When 
they locate someone with a bird 
feeder or two in the back yard, 
they begin to depend on the new 
food supply.

Hunter 
In Pooch

Clifton, m, (UPI) - "Boofer" 


is as unlikely looking a hunting 
dog as one might find. 


At a distance he resembles a 


shaggy, black bear cub, except 
for his brown whiskers. Up 
close, he looks more like a 
shaggy sheep dog. He's supposed 
to be a cockapop. But, then, I 
wouldn't swear by that either. 
Most of the time he smells like a 
skunk from nightly tangles with 
the polecats. 


He certainly doesn't look like 


a dove dog. la fact, until the 
opening of the Illinois dove 
season, he never saw a dove. 


But whoever made up that old 


cliche, "You can't teach an old 
dog new tricks," never met 
Boofer. 


Nearly 10 years ago, I paid a 


gas station attendant five or ten 
dollars for Boofer and removed 
him from a litter in a cardboard 
box in the back room of the sta- 
tion. I then drove 500 miles to 
Michigan's Upper Peninsula and 
deposited him with my parents. 


For several years, Boofer was 


a dedicated 
companion. 


Whenever I see him, he • 
remembers me. He still acts like 
the pup I carried into the house 
asleep inside my shirt. I see him 
whenever I visit my parents or 
they visit me, which is how 
Boofer ended up hunting Illinois 
doves. 


As much as I enjoy dove hun- 


ting, the one thing I dislike about 
it is the fact that many birds are 
shot and never found. It often is 
difficult finding the small birds 
when they fall into a field of 
corn, are dropped in deep grass 
or thickets. 


So, when my parents pulled 


into Chicago with Boofer for a 
visit just as I was leaving for a 
dove hunting trip with the 
Clarence Peters family, I 
decided to take Boofer and try 
him out as a dove retriever. 


Not only does Boofer lack any 


physical resemblance to a 
retriever, but he also lacks the 
demeanor. Whenever he takes to 
the field with me, he quickly 
jumps in the nearest water hole, 
then rolls around in the grass 
and grunts like an old sow. 


But I ignore his stunts. I dis- 


covered long ago when it comes 
to the nitty gritty, such as fin- 
ding downed grouse or treeing 
squirrels, Boofer can do the job. 


It didn't take long to prove he 


could do the same with doves. 


When Clarence, Jake and 


Larry Peters started knocking 
off doves, Boofer started finding 
them. 


After finding the birds, he'd 


return to my side and wait for 
me to knock one down. 
However, 1 was having the usual 
trouble I have in dove hunting— 
hitting birds. But, when I finally 
hit my first bird, Boofer was 
there to retrieve it. 


I should have known when I 


first met Boofer that he would 
make an ideal hunting compa- 
nion. 


"What should I call you?" I 


asked the young pup. 


"Boof!" he replied. 
"Okay," I said, "Boofer it is." 
A person .would think any dog 


smart enough to name himself 
would be smart enough to 
retrieve birds and tree squirrels. 
But sometimes I have to be hit ' 
with a cement block before I get 
anything through my head. 


When Boofer isn't hunting, 


he's waging war with skunks — 
five fights in as many nights — 
or tangles with a porcupine and 
ends up with 3. snootful, of quills 
that is, or being picked up by the 
police for vagrancy. 


But then, he still doesn't look 


like a hunting dog. 


would happen to quit at one 
time, the birds would really have 
a problem." 


Lincoln has a handful of bird 


species wintering here. The car- 
dinal, blue jay, starling and 
house sparrow are the four most 
common species, according to 
Dr. Bennett.

But, while it may be nice to 


host wintering birds in the 
backyard, inflation is making it 
tougher on feeding fans. Dr. 
Bennett says bird seed prices 
have doubled, sometimes rising 


more than four times, this year. 
Mixed seed may cost as much as 
$5.50 per 20-pound bag. 
Sunflower seeds may run as 
much as $13.50 or better per 50 
pounds. 


The type of feed used may 


help lure desired species to your 
backyard. Dr. Bennett says 


. pieces of apple, raisins or dried 


bread are good robin food. Some 
birds, like the finches are seed 
eaters and are attracted by 
sunflower seeds. Birds with an 
insect diet do well with suet or 
animal fat which may be used 
with a seed mixture. 


Placement of the feeder may 


also be a determining factor. For 
instance, juncos are ground 
. feeders and are drawn to feeders 


or feed on or very near the 
ground. 


Squirrels may ,present a 


problem in location of the 
feeder, also. The tree-climbing 
rodents are capable of im- 
pressive acrobatics when it 
comes to breaking into a bird 
feeder for a winter meal. 
' However, there are several 


feeders on the market or 
buildable which rate nearly or 
100% squirrel-proof. This also 
goes for cats and dogs. 


There are a number of good 


books available to aid would-be 
bird-feeding folks in building or 
arranging the best possible . 
winter feeding operation. One 
such selection' is Walter. E. 
Schutz's "How to Attract, House 
and Feed, Birds!" It covers 
almost every angle for every bird 
likely to show up in this part of 
the country. 


Dr. Bennett is also available 


for helpful hints at the Nature 
Center; 


One of Dr. Bennett's hints 


concerns the bird everyone 
associates with wasted winter 
feed, the common house 
sparrow. "House sparrows tend 
to attract more birds to the area 
so they aren't-always bad as 
some people think," she said. 


So don't be discouraged with a 


starting feeder full of sparrows. 
Desireables will show up in 
time. Just keep feeding.

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Magic Numbers Enumerate 1974 Sports Championship? 


By Steve Snider 


New York (UPI) - The magic 


numbers in a dazzling year of 
sports were 8, 715, 3, 9, 516 and 
45. 


There were others, notably 


106,118 and 123, but none quite 
matched the magic numbers that 
meant 
championships,; 


astronomical financial returns or 
personal glory for the athletes 
who soared to dizzy heights in 
1974. 


No. 8 was magic for Muham- 


mad Ali, who knocked out 
George Foreman in the eighth 
round and regained the world 
heavyweight boxing cham- 
pionship in a bizarre setting un- 
der a 4 a.m. African moon in 
Kinshasha, Zaire, on Oct. 30. 
Each tighter collected $5 million 
as Ali reclaimed the title 
stripped from him in 1967 when 
he refused to enter military ser- 
vice because of religious convic- 
tions. 
. •' 


It was No. 8 and a 3, too, for 


pro golfer Johnny Miller. He 
won 8 tournaments on the U.S. 
tour, including the first 3 of the 
year, while amassing a record 
$353,021 for the season. 


No. 715 marks the greatest 


single moment in recent baseball 
history, yet history books will 
preserve an even higher number 
for the feats of Henry Louis 
"Hank" Aaron of the Atlanta 
Braves, who, in his 40th year and 
21st season of major league 
baseball, became the all-time 
home run king. 


When Hank blasted career 


homer No. 715 off Al Downing of 
the Los Angeles Dodgers in a 
game at Atlanta the night of 
April 8, the right-handed, 
Alabama-born slugger achieved 
the "impossible" by surmoun- 
ting Babe Ruth's record of 714. 
That monumental mark had 
stood since the Bambino's retire- 
ment in 1935, when Aaron was a 
one-year-old. An estimated 40 
million Americans saw Aaron's 
historic homer on television, 
more people than saw the Babe 
in person during his entire 
career. 


By the end of 1974, Aaron had 


etched 733 on his home run line 
in the record books with the 
promise of more to come as a 
result of his switch to the 
American League Milwaukee 
Brewers where he will perform 
as a designated hitter. 


No. 3 stands for a third 


straight World Series cham- 
pionship by the wonder.men of 
the West, the Oakland A's, who 
downed the Los Angeles 
Dodgers in five games with Joe 
Rudi's homer providing the win- 
ning 3-2 margin in the finale Oct. 
17. The A's thus became only the 
third team in history to win the 
World Series three times in a 
row. Yankee teams made it four 
in a row in 1940 and five in a row 
in 1953, leaving the A's a high 
mark to shoot at. 


No. 9 belongs to Ivory 


Crockett, a 25-year-old IBM 
representative and former track 
star at Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity, who ran the first 9-second 
100 yard dash in history. No. 516 
marked a one year record for 
jockeys as 19-year-old Chris 
McCarron, on a mount at Laurel 
Dec. 17, rode his 516th winner of 
1974 and brought down Sandy 
Hawley's record of 515 set only a 
year ago. 


Ohio.State football fans — and 


all Buckeye opponents — can 
tell you about No. 45. That's the 
jersey number worn by Archie 
Griffin, winner of the Heisrnan 
Trophy "as the outstanding 
college football player in the 
United States. Griffin, a junior, 
also won UPI's player, of the 
year award. 


No. 2 was a magic number for 


the Miami Dolphins, who won 
their second straight Super Bowl 
game last January by downing 
the Minnesota Vikings, but No. 3 
was not. In addition to a strike 
by NFL players that disrupted 
all teams during the 1974 
training season, the Dolphins 
also were jolted when three of 
their top stars — Larry Csonka, 
Paul Warfield and Jim Kiick — 
agreed to jump to the new World 
Football League in 1975. Then, 
after reaching the playoffs, the 
Dolphins were beaten by 
Oakland in the first round and 
dreams of Super Bowl victory 
No. 3 were shattered. Victory for 
the Raiders qualified them for 
the AFC championship game 
against the Pittsburgh Steelers, 
winners over Buffalo. 


The Vikings drubbed the St. 


Louis Cardinals and moved into 
the NFC title game against the 
Los Angeles Rams, who ousted 
the Washington Redskins. 


The financially troubled WFL 


staggered to the end of its first 
season with Birmingham win- 
ning the championship game 
against the Florida Blazers and 
league officials looking for fresh 
money for 1975. 


Other vital numbers were the 


118 stolen bases by Blazer Lou 
Brock of the St. Louis Cardinals, 
MI all-time record; 106 relief

pitching appearances by Mike 
Mai-shall of the Dodgers, an all- 
time record; 123, representing 
the number of years the U.S. has 
held yachting's America's Cup — 
retained off Newport, R.I., in 
September in a four-race sweep 
by Courageous over the 
challenging Southern Cross of 
Australia. 


No. 1, in college football, was 


a source of controversy all 
season long. Alabama and 
Oklahoma, both 11-0, emerged 
as- the only major unbeaten 
teams. At the end of the regular 
season, Alabama ranked No. 1 in 
the ratings by UPI's board of 
coaches but Oklahoma was un- 
listed as a result of a ruling by

the American Football Coaches 
Association, 35 -of whose 
members make up the UPI 
board, not to consider any team 
on NCAA probation for the 
national championship. 


Oklahoma, in the second year 


of a two-year probation for 
recruiting violations, was the 
major casualty of that ruling. 
The Sooners also were banned 
from appearances in post-season 
bowl games and on NCAA 
telecasts, two sanctions that put 
crimps in the athletic budgets at 
Oklahoma as well as other Big 8 
conference schools that would 
share in Oklahoma's bowl in- 
come.

Memories Stay

New York — The headlines melt into history. But behind 


the headlines are the subtle scenes. And in 1974, as in every 
year, those are the memories that remain. 


Again the world heavyweight champion, Muhammad Ali, 


was twirling a mahogany cane inlaid with ivory outside his villa 
overlooking the Congo River in the morning after he dethroned 
George Foreman with an eighth round knockout. 


"I didn't dance," Ali was saying. "That was the trick." 


"Whose idea was it not to dance?" somebody wondered. 


"Me. I don't have no trainers. They just work with me." 
Henry Aaron tied and surpassed Babe Ruth's total of 714 


home runs in an atmosphere of controversy and confusion. And 
yet he always maintained his cool. Once he was standing with 
his father and one of his brothers when a newsman asked him 
his brother's name. 


"Herbert Jr.," he replied. 


"And your father's name?" the same man asked, un- 


thinkingly. 


"Herbert Sr.," he said, smiling. 
Alvin Dark managed the Oakland A's to their third con- 


secutive World Series victory. Two days after his appointment 
by Charles 0. Finley he was in Mesa, Ariz., where the A's 
trained, when the phone rang in his motel room. 


"Would you take a message and I'll call them back," he told 


an aide, "unless it's Charley." 


After the Cleveland Indians selected Frank Robinson to be 


major league baseball's first black manager, the executive vice 
president, Ted Bonda, was asked if the decision had been in- 
fluenced by Commissioner Bowie Kuhn's public urging. 


"That meant zilch in our thinking," Bonda said. "I just 


thought this was the right thing to do." 


Julius Erving of the New York Nets emerged as perhaps the 


most accomplished performer In basketball history. Dr. J. led 
the American Basketball Association in just about everything, 
especially in suspended animation. 


"When you get up there," he said, simply, "you just float." 
While the Nets were winning the A.B.A. championship the 


New York Knicks were being eliminated in the National Basket- 
ball Association playoffs. Willis Reed was hobbling and Dave 
DeBusschere was retiring. After the last game, DeBusschere's 
wife, Geri, met him outside the lockerroom. Several 
cameramen moved in. 


"Watch out," she said, grinning, "we're walking off into the 


sunset." 


When the New York Rangers again were eliminated from 


the Stanley Cup playoffs, Steve Vickers had no excuses. 


"We choked," he said. , 
Johnny Miller won over $300,000 on the golf tour but Jack 


Nicklas didnt win a major tournament. He might have won the 
Masters but he played poorly on the last few holes. In an un- 
guarded moment, his annoyance and his ego were on display. 


- "That's not like me," he snapped. "That's stupid. That's the 


thing some of those other guys do." 


At the time Jimmy Connors and Chris Evert won the 


Wimbledon singles titles, they were engaged. Now the marriage 
is off. Miss Evert had a thoroughbred race horse named for her. 
Because of his court behavior, some people thought Connors 
should have had a donkey named for him. Not that he cares. 


"The way I play," he said while winning at Forest Hills, "is 


the way I want to play." 


When the World Football League held its first draft, not 


many people noticed that John Bassett, a Canadian millionaire, 
chose Larry Csonka, Paul Warfield and Jim Kiick of the Miami 
Dolphins. But that day Bassett smiled knowingly. 


"It could be very interesting," he said. "I have a figure in 


mind for them." 


The eventual figure was $3.3 million. And now Joe Namath, 


having exercised the option clause in his New York Jets con- 
tract, has begun his private auction. After a few seasons of 
eclipse, he again emerged as the National Football League's 
premier passer. He even sounded more like himself. After what 
may have been his final game at Shea Stadium, he'glanced in his 
locker at a magazine advertisement that showed a slinky blonde 
in a black velvet dress. 


"She really looks good," he said. 
"Especially when you win," lie was told. 
"She looked good before the game."

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Women in Sports 
Mark of Progress 


New York — There has been 


much for women in sports to 
celebrate this year: the Little 
League ruling, the growing 
acceptance of women sharing 
with men, Title IX (which 


<threatens those who do not 


accept), break-throughs in 
professional golf and tennis and 
virtually every schoolboy sport. 
Women's professional football 
hit the magazines; a pro basket- 
ball league is in the making; 
television began to pay atten- 
tion. 


Cindi Meserve, an 18-year-old 


fashion and design major at 
Pratt Institute in Brooklyn, 
N.Y., carved her name into 
national collegiate history by 
becoming the first woman to 
play in an N.C.A.A. basketball 
game. Joann Carner and Jane 
Blalock made over ?85,000 on 
the Ladies Professional Golf 
Association tour and Billie Jean 
King signed a lucrative contract 
("You know I wouldn't accept 
less than a guy") as a television 
sports commentator. 


And quietly, women's 


collegiate athletics blossomed1 in 
1974, so quickly that' there 
sometimes seemed to be a race 
for power among a few. Grants- 
in-aid were made available by 
colleges and universities so 
rapidly that some catalopes 
were outdated before they could 
be printed. Attractive brochures 
for women's sports were printed 
by a number of athletic 
departments, 
replacing 


mimeographed publicity sheets 
that had been mailed to sports 
editors and prospective student- 
athletes in the past. 


In a recent questionnaire sent 


to more than 300 colleges and 
universities and returned by 203, 
the University of Hawaii in- 
dicated that it now has 50 
athletic scholarships open to 
women. Long Island University 
has 30'/2, Nebraska 40, Mesa 
(Ariz.) Community College 44, 
Florida 30, Stephen F. Austin of 
Texas 30, Alabama 20 and New 
Mexico 20, to cite a few. 


But many women coaches and 


athletic directors responding to 
the questionnaire indicated that 
some nonscholarship schools 
were developing model 
'programs — the University of 
Maryland, some Ivy League 
schools and Immaeulata of 
Pennsylvania among them. Im- 
maeulata, a small school for 
Catholic girls near Philadelphia, 
has won the last three national 
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collegiate. basketball cham- 
pionships. 


Only about 60 per cent of the 


responding schools favored 
grants in aid for women, 
although women students are 
said- to favor the aid programs 
overwhelmingly. 


Despite the gains, women's 


college sports are still in their in- 
fancy and have growing pains 
ahead of them. Said Mrs. Ruth 
Callen, director of women's 
physical education at Franklin 
College of Indiana, who operates 
a varsity budget on $2,500 a year-. 
"It just seems we in women's 
sports have an uphill battle to 
get administrators and the 
public to see value in our 
program. I am not a women's lib 
person, I am a wife and a 
mother. I have a son and a 
daughter and I just wish them 
both to have the right to par- 
ticipate. At times I get weary." 


There was one near miss by 


the college women in 1974. In 
Fairbanks, the University of 
Alaska almost presented the na- 
tion with a pregnant ail- 
American. Marie McGlmchy, 
one of three women on a four- 
member varsity rifle team, was a 
few points short of the all- 
American qualifying score in 
national competition. Mrs. 
McGlinchy was seven months 
pregnant on qualifying 'day!

Washington (UPI) — Each year at this time news gathering 


organizations select the year's 10 biggest stories. But I wonder if 
this tradition is misleading. 


The daily coverage of events around the world isn't just 


made up of big and little news. Essentially, it is composite of 
good news and bad news. So rather than pick the 10 biggest 
stones, it might be more meaningful to choose the five best 
stories and the five worst stories. 


First, the worst news: 
— An energy price squeeze creates an inflation rate that 


threatens to undermine the American economy. 


— Government efforts to control inflation create 


widespread recession. 


— Threat of war in the Middle East escalates as ... 
Well, as it turns out, the worst news is the same as the 


biggest news. So, to avoid further duplication, the five best 
stories: 


— Russians announce the development of artificial caviar. 
While certain purists may contend that making synthetic 


fish eggs is taking test tube procreation too far, the benefits to 
mankind can hardly be exaggerated. The worldwide shortage of 
sturgeon roe has caused severe suffering in many areas. This 
breakthrough appears to be the answer to the desperate need 
for a product that is as tasty as real caviar, but cheaper and 
more nutritious. 


— Office workers hit by paper clip shortage. 
The worldwide sufficiency of paper clips that caused 


massive bureaucrats proliferation in many areas has finally been 
licked Diversion of steel from paper clip wire into higher trade 
products seems certain to slow down increase of government 
lorms. at least temporarily. Unfortunately, plastic clips now 
coming on the market may close the paperwork gap. But let us 
enjoy it while we can. 


— The Soviet watch industry may seek U.S. Markets. 
If you were the first kid on your block to own Mickey Mouse 


and Spiro Agnew watches, you can now look forward to sporting 
the first Joe Stalin watch. 


— The world's first "deodorant socks" were introduced.

Music in Street May Be Thing of Past for New Orleans

New Orleans — Playing music 


in the street has become an 
obstruction to commerce here. 
It will be licensed and regulated 
early next year. 


An ordinance that the city 


council is expected to enact in 
January will require musicians 
to go to city hall and get a permit 
if they want to play in the street. 
The cost of the permit has not 
been decided. Officials are 
thinking of $25. 


The permit will allow the 


musician to play at a specified 
place, such as the corner of 
Basin and St. Louis Sts., for no 
longer than 30 minutes. 


The musician may then move 


to another place and play 30 
minutes there. And he will be 
permitted to place an open in- 
strument case on the ground for 
listeners to put money in. 


City Atty. Blake Arata said 


licensing had become necessary 
because street .bands were 
drawing crowds so large that 
shop entrances in the French 
Quarter were being blocked. 


He also said some bands were 


so loud they interferred with 
business. 


"An eight-piece Dixieland 


band is quite loud, you know," 
Arata said. 


A controversy over street 


music came to a climax Nov. 26, 
when the city's trumpet-playing 
coroner, Dr. Frank Minyard was 
arrested with a bank playing 
music on the street. 


Apparently to force the issue, 


he had joined a group of friends 
with the French Market Jazz 
Band shortly before they were 
.arrested on Royal St. 


No Law Now 
The city has no law prohibiting 


music on the street. Indeed, one 
of the oldest customs here is 
street music. 


Dead musicians are frequently 


accompanied to the cemetery by 
jazz bands ^nd street dancers. 
And impromptu parades are 
sometimes held when musicians 
and their listeners surrender to 
their impulse to walk down the 
middle of a street, strutting and 
jiving. 


A newcomer here a few years 


ago was astonished on his first 
trip downtown to find Canal St. 
blocked by a Dixieland marching 
band and several hundred per- 
sons making their way toward 
the Mississippi River, with con- 
siderable merriment.

More Moving Out 
Of Largest Cities 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Census Bureau estimated Satur- 
day that the nation's biggest 
metropolitan areas lost 2 per 
cent of their population over the 
past three years because of 
migration to suburbs and 
smaller cities and towns. 


The bureau, after classifying 


metropolitan areas by size to 
detect population shifts, said the 
biggest areas were the only ones 
with more people moving out 
than moving in. 


There were virtually the same 


number of people living in the 
biggest areas — those cities with 
a population of 2 million or more 
— as in 1970, the Census Bureau 
said. But only a birth rate which 
outpaced the migration losses 
kept the biggest areas from 
losing population overall. 


The bureau estimated that as 


of July 1, 58.65 million people 
lived in metropolitan areas with 
populations in excess of 2 
million. In 1970, 58.59 million 
lived in such areas. 


In that same time, 3 million 


people were born in those areas, 
1 8 million died and 1.16 million 
more moved out of the areas 
than moved in. 


The biggest in-migrations. or 


excess of people who move into 
an area over those who move 
out, were in metropolitan areas 
with populations of between 1 
million and 2 million, areas with 
populations of less than 250,000 
and rural areas. The gain in all 
three cases was just over 2 per 
cent. 


The census statistics provided 


the latest population estimates 
for all of the 253 "standard 


metropolitan statistical areas" 
used for various government 
programs such as compiling un- 
employment rates and dis- 
tributing special federal aid. 


The areas -are the nation's 


most heavily populated sections 
and can include either a central 
city and its most accessible sub- 
urbs or several neighboring 
cities. 


The standard statistical areas 


hold 152.7 million of the U.S. 
population. A total of 57.1 
million people live outside the 
areas. 


The Census Bureau prefers to 


concentrate on figures covering 
several years to detect broad 
changes in population patterns, 
but the latest figures did reveal 
changes in the last year in the 15 
metropolitan areas which hold 
more than 2 million people. 


One city — Cleveland — 


dropped off the list. Its popula- 
tion, which has been declining 
steadily in recent years, fell from 
.202 million in 1972 to 1.99 
million in 1973. 


The metropolitan area which 


suffered the biggest population 
drop last year was New York. Its 
population dwindled by 1.1 per 
cent to 9.81 million. Others 
losing population — in all cases 
less than 1 per cent — were 
Boston, Chicago, Detroit, Los 
Angeles, Newark, Pittsburgh 
and St. Louis. 


Major areas gaining popula- 


tion from 1972 to 1973 were 
Baltimore, Dallas, Houston, 
Nassau-Suffolk, 
N . Y . , 


Philadelphia, San Francisco- 
Oakland and Washington. 


Good Tax News Set 
On Retirement Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


new year is bringing good tax 
news for millions of Americans 
who aren't covered by private 
company pension plans and want 
to set aside a little money in a 
do-it'-yourself 
retirement 


program. 


Starting in 1975, the Employe 


Retirement Income Security Act 
of 1974 offers a new tax benefit 
wffich congressmen say will 
remove a longstanding inequity 
'in the way pension programs 
have been provided for the 
American work force. 


The new tax-saving feature, 


part of the complex new law 
overhauling the massive 
multibillion-dollar pension 
system, is simply called IRA, 
short for Individual Retirement 
Account. 


A congressional backer of the 


law explained that "despite the 
outstanding success of private 
pension plans, 53 per cent of the 
American work force is not 
presently covered, 65 per cent of 
the nation's working women 
have no pension coverage, and 
88 per cent of all employes 
making under $5,000 per year are 
not covered. 


"It simply is not fair to make 


these people pay taxes to finance 
the pensions of those who are 
covered without even giving 
them- the right to set aside some 
modest sum for their own 
retirements. Yet, under current 
tax laws, they must bear their 
share of the $4 billion per year 
that we give up in taxes to 
finance the private pension 
system, and they have no right to 
set aside anything in their own 
behalf unless they set aside fully 
taxed dollars," he said. 


Thus, IRA was born. It will let 


right to get at least a limited tax 


* deduction for their retirement 


savings. 


Such people will be allowed, 


starting in 1975, to put up to 15 
per cent of their earned income 


v. into an IRA, with a maximum of 


$1,500 per year, to finance their 
retirement, and take a tax decuc- 
tion for it. Such contributions 
will be deductible even for per- 
sons who claim the standard 
deduction rather than itemize on 
their tax return. 


Furthermore, the annual ear- 


nings on investment funds will 
be tax free while they ac- 
cumulate over the years, finally 
becoming taxable when retire- 
ment time rolls around, starting 
about age 60. But, by then, the 
tax rate probably will be lower 
than the one paid during a 
lifetime on the job. 


Such contributions can be in- 


vested in an assortment of things 
such as special kinds of U.S. 
Treasury bonds, mutual funds, 
credit unions, banks, corporate 
securities, life insurance endow- 
ment contracts and the like. 
What's more, an individual 
retirement program can be set 
up by an employer, or a union, 
for the individual worker. 


Existing law already covered 


the case of self-employed per- 
sons, such as lawyers and doc- 
tors. The new law made things 
even 
better for these 


professional people, effective for 
1974, by letting them set aside 
tax free 15 per cent of their in- 
come up to $7,500 a year com- 
pared to old limits of 10 per cent 
up to $2,500.

2,000 RBles'Away 
Most Nebraskahs may consider it unusual 


their state's most famed writer is buried almost 
2,000 miles away from the ground she 
celebrated. 


For them, and others, the memory of 


Cather and her series of Nebraska-based books 
is permanently fused. Inseparable. 


That Cather explored, in her illuminating 


art other landscapes internal as well as exter- 
nal; that she never returned to Red Cloud fn 
later years (after the 1930s); that the East was 
home and workshop for more than half-century 
prior to her death in 1947 . . . well, those are 
subordinate shadows which still do not cover 
the central image. 


Back to 1917 
But why Jaffrey, N. H. , a sort of a char- 


ming, elongated dot of a place, curved along 
mapled hills rather like Grant Wood saw Stone 
City? 


The explanation has its beginning in 1917 
Willa Cather was then in the creative 


process of writing a new book. It would be en- 
titled My Antonia. 


Friends from Pittsburgh had leased a house 


near Jaffrey for the summer. Cather followed, 
taking accommodation at a generously large and 
sprawling tourist hotel called the Shattuck Inn. 
This was an inn cf good reputation throughout 
New England. 


A Lively Place 
One may learn a good deal of those days 


from D. D. (Jack) Bean, a native whose sense of 
place in a devotion to the Jaffrey region fills any 
stranger with as much envy as delight. Bean 
relives his boyhood, when 500 guests were fed 
and rested at the Shattuck Inn. Trains from

Alaska is a stimulating adven- 


ture. My hus.band Edgar and I 
visited the state with 30 tourists 
from the "lower 48." 


We found the young state and 


its people exciting. Alaskans are 
proud their state is more than 
twice the size of Texas and that 
each town has its roots in 
pioneer history. 


Anchorage, where our plane 


landed, is Alaska's largest city — 
about 50,000 people. A bus tour 
of the city gave a view of some of 
the 1964 earthquake damage to 
Anchorage. 


But scars soon are covered by 


redevelopment, and it is difficult 
to realize where the ground once 
swallowed houses will soon be a 
lush park with footpaths. 


Another interesting note for 


"lower 48ers" was the abun- 
dance of airplanes. In Alaska, 
people get pilot's licenses at age 
16 instead of driver's licenses. 
We were told eight out of 10 
adults in Alaska have pilot's 
licenses. 


Planes keep communication 


open year round in north and in- 
land Alaska in spite of bad 
weather and few roads in the 
areas. Airplanes land with 
wheels where possible, with pon- 
toons in water and with skis on 
frozen lakes in winter. 


Yield to Aircraft 
One modern highway just out- 


side Anchorage had an airplane 
parking lot on both sides. A sign 
read, "Yield to Aircraft." 


Bus tours from Anchorage in- 


cluded a trip to the Matanuska 
Valley at Palmer. The driver 
told us "Palmer is such a small 
town that it has more churches 
than bars, and people go down- 


town Saturday nights to watch 
the traffic light change. 


Nevertheless, the soil in 


Matanuska Valley is so rich the 
University of Alaska at Fair- 
banks uses it for agricultural 
experiments. 


Only 120 days are frost free, 


and the growing season is 90 
days. But in those 90 days with . 
23 hours of sun a day and 
temperatures of 50° to 70°, 
vegetables grow larger than 
anywhere else in the U.S. — 
even Texas. 


Cabbage is the leading 


vegetable. A prize is given at the 


Next our trip took us to 


Alyeska where we had a chair 
lift ride and a wildlife drive 
through Mt. McKinlejf National 
Park.

Alaska is in Nome. Intricate 
ivory carvings, jewelry of gold 
nuggets and artifacts made from 
skins and furs are on display. 
And a bus tour to a "dog farm" 
near Nome where racing dogs 
are bred heightened our interest. 


Not far from Nome, an aban- 


doned railroad -station of gold- 
fever days overlooks the sea on 
one side and the tundra on the 
other. A stop to try our luck at 
gold panning left us cold and 
goldless, although some of the 
tour members panned a few 
flecks. 


Perhaps one of the most un- 


usual things about our visit to 
the Nome area was the weather. 
We were issued parkas to guard 
against the cold. And it was 
July! 


We didn't wonder at the fact 


early Alaskan pioneers made 
their own refrigerators. They 
simply dug down to the per- 
mafrost, put the food in the hole 
and covered it. 


Flying over the Arctic Circle 


to Kotzebue was another never- 
to-be-forgotten experience and 
quite a contrast. There, sunny 
skies, painted houses and trees 
greeted us. We were entertained 
with the traditional blanket toss 
and a tour through the town. Our 
bus driver- was a young mother. 
During the "off tourist" season 
she taught school. 


In ttjesenorthern towns it gets 


cold. We were told Native 
Alaskans do not know the 
relationship of weather to a ther- 
mometer. Cold nights are either 
"two-dog," "three-dog" or 
"four-dog" nights. It takes two 
to four dogs to keep one warm. 


Fairbanks, the next stop, is the 


home of the "Sourdough Kid" 
and "Flying Baritone" musician, 
Robert Crawford. He wrote 
words and music to the song, 
"Off We Go — Into the Wild 
Blue Yonder." 


Side tours in and around Fair- 


banks revealed beautiful homes 
with flower gardens, unusual 
architecture and a splendid 
museum on the University of 
Alaska campus. 


Another four bus took us into 


the Yukon over the Alaska 
Highway, with a stop at North 
Pole's Santa Claus House. North 
Pole is not the top of the world. 
It is a town which grew out of a 


. homestead claimed by a settler 
named Davis in 1949. He sold the 
homestead "in sections, and in 
1952 a town named Davis was 
developed by traders and 
merchants. 


Promoters dreamed the name 


"North Pole" would make good 
advertising for toy manufac- 
turers and a Santa Land would 
develop into a northern 
"Disneyland." So, in 1953 the 
name was changed from Davis to 
North Pole. 


Soon it was on to Whitehorse 


Canada, where we clambered 
onto a narrow-gauge train south 
to Skagway. Whitehorse, on the 
Yukon River, is one Canadian, 
answer to the gold seekers' 
Paradise Lost. Now a thriving 


town of more than 1-2,000, 
Whitehorse is capital of the 
Klondike Territory and a trading 
and shipping center. 


Before the railway was built 


through the White Pass, 60,000 
men fought their way through 
mountains and glaciers to Klon- 
dike, gold fields, and thousands 
of horses froze on the way. 


The 110-mile railway was built 


in two years (1898-1900) without 
modern equipment — only 
powder, picks and shovels — 
over mountains which some 
engineers judged impossible. 


Skagway has a colorful history. 


Like most frontier towns, 
Alaska's Skagway had its "Jesse 
James." But Soapy Smith was 
different. 


Soapy had a gang, but they 


were not highway robbers. 
Legend says they'd open a 
saloon and use it as a gambling 
den to collect all the gold 
nuggets from miners. 


When the citizens got together 


to organize for "law and order," 
Soapy demanded entrance to the 
meeting. A guard refused. Soapy 
drew a gun. The guard drew a 
gun. They killed each other. 
Both were buried in the Skagway 
cemetery. Today, a Soapy Smith 
museum in Skagway keeps the 
story alive. 


At Skagway, we boarded a 


ship and sailed the' Inland 
Passage to Vancouver, bused to 
Seattle and took to the skies 
again for Lincoln, home in the 
"lower 48." After such a tour, 
any "lower 48er" will leave with 
a roving, pioneering spirit and an 
admiration for our 49th state.

Old Trolley System Now Shopping Center 


Salt Lake City (UPI) — 


Developer Wally Wright has 
recycled the remains of a dead 
streetcar system, several 
decayed old buildings and a cou- 
ple of tons of junk into a raul- 
timillion dollar shopping center. 


Four years ago Salt Lake 


City's old streetcar barns stood 
half empty, caked with rust and 
grimy yellow and green paint, 
littered with dead trolleys and 
buses. 


Today, several months of 


sandblasting later, the red brick, 
mission-style buildings house a 
glittering, carefully disorganized 
assortment of more than -80 
shops, art galleries, open 
markets, 
banks, 
bars, 


restaurants and theaters named 
Trolley Square. 


The square covers a 10-acre 


city block in a rundown section 
of town. It has also spilled over 
into about three acres of parking 
lots in the surrounding 
neighborhood. 


Outside, a 100-foot empty 


water tower converted into a 
giant neon sign alerts the visitor 
•blocks away that he is ap- 
proaching Trolley Square. 


A smaller sign below the 


tower announces the price of 
self-service gas at Trolley Sta- 
tion, a normal service station 
except that it is located in a 
rebuilt streetcar. 


Another restorer trolley serves 


as a branch office for a savings 
and loan association. A bank has 
moved into what used to be a 
sand bin. 


Inside the mammoth, 66-year- 


old car barns, a variety of an- 
tique trolleys provide homes for 
a flower shop and food con- 
cessions. 


The roof sections of 19th Cen- 


tury mansions, with ornate 
gables and cornices, have been 
reassembled and modified to 
house other shops.

Some people understandably suppose that poetry is extinct 


— a rare bird, colorful but dead. Earnest discussion about 
poetry long ago ceased trying to repel the gravel and slush that 
now passes for poetry. 


Large publishers all too often have been able to pick 


delirious writers, call them poets, and foist their ramble off on> 
libraries and an astonished or indifferent public. 


So it is reassuring to find someone willing to risk his own 


time and labor in publishing poetry, not because of vogue or 
vanity or a chance for profit, but because he honestly believes it 
is good. Greg Kuzma has committed much of his energy to doing 
just that in his Best Cellar pamphlet series. 


The latest pamphlets are Wayne Dodd's We Will Wear 


White Roses and Roy Scheele's Accompanied. 


Dodd's free verse is a respectful circumlocution — a man 


told to walk on eggs who walks around them quietly, reluctant 
to interrupt a hatch. 


The reader must bring patience and imagination to the 


poems; they are slow and deliberate, making the reader sit and 
wait. The poems will provide if the reader abides with them. 
"These ..." is an example: 


The blue vein in my wrist running 
back to the shoulder of my grandfather, dead 
years before I lived. The careful brown trout 
surviving in Colorado, its slick sides spotted 
with Bavarian sunlight. These ... 
And my mother's lip arching 
in my small son's smile,,' 
like a bent arm flashing .above the water 


at sunset, remembered 
in that instant before sleep. 


Roy Scheele's small book is a great deal more substantial. It 


declines the guess-me of modern verse in favor of direct state- 
ment, precise scenes, clear thought, and (unbelievable!) 
sometimes even meter and rhyme. Scheele uses technique of 
some sophistication in "The Gap in the Cedar": 


I saw this much from the window: 
the branch spring lightened into place 
with a lithe shudder of snow. 


Whatever bird had been there, 
chickadee or sparrow, 
had so vanished into air, 


resilient, beyond recall, 
it had to be taken on faith 
to be taken at all. 


In the moment it took the tree 
to recover that trembling 
something went wide in me— 


there was a rush of wings, 
the air beaten dim with snow, 
and then I saw through the swirling. 


Too much of poetry's time is districted into wondering what 


in the dickens is a poem. Scheele's poetry is self-evident and can 
bv. enjoyed immediately without undergoing a jarash course in 
modern consciousness codes.

health and preventive-care tips 
to the flabby, wheezing, 
caffeine-soaked masses. The for- 
mat uses cute characters, boun- 
cy songs and labored skits to 
belabor the obvious. Like those 
dreadful commercials 
for 


Geritol, Feeling Good endorses 
a life of healthy diet and regular 
exercise. Of course, having once 
grasped that uncomplicated for- 
mula, the average citizen has lit- 
tle or no need for either Geritol 
or the Feeling Good series. The 
point could have been — in fact, 
has been — made in a public- 


service commercial. 


The decline of CTW con- 


tinued, unfortunately, with a re- 
cent hour-long production for 
commercial 
television. 


Featuring Jim Benson's 
Muppets from Sesame Street 
and the regular cast of actors 
(Rita Moreno, Judy Graubart 
and Morgan Freeman, among 
others) from The Electric Com- 
pany. The "fast-paced revue" 
was called Out to Lunch. It 
represented an important 
project for CTW, which has been 
exploring potential sources of 
outside funding for its regular 
operations. 
- On paper, the idea doubtlessly 
appeared nifty, a collection of 
parodies, spoofs and satires on 
some of the basic programing in- 
gredients of commercial televi- 
sion. But on the TV screen, the 
result just-sat there and fizzled, 
slowly, very slowly. • 


Part of the difficulty, shared 


with the Feellag Good concept, 
seemed to be some confusion in 
establishing a target audience. 
The bulk ol the program's con- 
tent might have appealed to 


precocious tots or child-like 
adults, but ABC scheduled the 
program for 9 p.m., (Eastern 
tune), when both groups are 
usually tucked safely in bed. 


On top of this, there was a 


more basic miscalculation. How 
do you parody something that is 
already a parody? How can you 
improve upon the militant 
dumbness of a commercial for 
paper towels that delivers 
testimonials to "the quicker 
picker upper"? A weak skit 
about "the spryer dryer upper" 
simply isn't in the same league. 


The plot gimmick of Out to 


Lunch had the Muppets and 
gang taking over the studios of 
ABC while the network's regular 
staff was on a lunch break. 
"We're in charge," sang the 
usurpers exuberantly, "look out 
Chaos, here we come." The 
exuberance came to a dead halt 
right there. 


It's not that the hour didn't 


have its mildly amusing 
moments. Muppets-Bert and Er- 
nie, moderating a news show 
named 60 Seconds, argued about

'Another World9 Expanding 
To One-hour Daily Format 


New York (AP) — On Jan. 6, 


an NBC soap opera called 
Another World will enter one. It 
is expanding from the half-hour 
format of all soap operas to an 
hour each day. 


Contrary to what one might 


think, the man in charge of the 
show, executive producer Paul 
Rauch, is quite serene about the 
prospect of the increased daily 
workload. 


He says he started seriously 


thinking about making the show 
television's first hour-long soap 
opera 18 months ago when the 
hea'd writer, Harding Lemay, 
was grousing about the limits of 
a half-hour format. 


He said Lemay complained 


that with only 21 minutes of 
drama time — the rest of the 
half-hour goes for commercials 
— he couldn't fully develop the 
story lines and characters the 
way he'd like to. 


"I concurred with that 


because he's a guy who can write 
long scenes and develop them 
better in the longer form," 
Rauch said. 


Talks with NBC and the spon- 


sors began. Then the idea was 
given a one-day test May 3. The 
show got high ratings. Rauch 
says he got the green light for a 
daily 60-minute Another World 
in September.,

Burnett was wasted in a running 
gag about refusing to interrupt 
her own lunch to appear before 
the cameras. Barbara Eden, 
terribly blonde and energetic, 
sang two songs by Joe Raposo, 
the in-house CTW composer, and 
at several points managed to get 
them in the right key. And final- 
ly, there was Elliott Gould dis- 
playing his simian trademarks 
with astonishingly cocky 
assurance. 


On still another questionable 


level, the patently ridiculous was 
maniacally dragged to its logical 
conclusion, a conclusion that 
turned out to be less funny than 
terrifying. Consider the routine 
about game shows. This par- 
ticular TV genre constantly 
verges on the incredible. Studio 
audiences squeal at idiotic an- 
nouncers and hysterical con- 
testants, who have been careful- 
ly screened for their hysteria 
quotient. The quiz scandals of 
the fifties reduced the game- 
show, plague, but the cheap for- 
mats- are irresistible to TV 
executives, and the hustlers are 
currently making a comeback. 


Out to Lunch had its game 


show, Give It Back, taking things 
away from contestants if they 
failed to give the right answer. 
New kitchens, house mortgages, 
wives and children were lost as 
announcer and audience 
screamed their way to the in- 
evitable conclusion: -Death. In 
this case, Kafka did it better. In 
a "fast-paced revue," horror 
doesn't quite work. 


As for the,. Children's Televi- 


sion Workshop, which can still 
be admired and even envied, 
maybe 1975 will be kinder. Let's 
hope so.

Chicago — Walter Cronkite

To his everlasting 
egret, Walter Cronkite is one of 
he relatively few people in 
America who transform a bar 
sy entering it. 


Even in a city where 
elebrities pop up with the 
leadening regularity of 
lelicatessens — Salvador Dali 
trides along 59th St., Gene 
Vilder rounds a corner near 
:entral Park, Celeste Holm 
icards an airport bus — Walter 
>onkite's presence creates a 
pecial tremor. To be the most 
rusted man in America (as the 
pinion polls indicate) is, almost 
iy definition, to be the most visi- 
ile. Walter Cronkite rarely 
nocks a couple back after the' 
how. 


Jolly Mood 


But on this Friday evening 


}ronkite is in a jolly mood. Or 
>erhaps it is his regular mood. 
In observer, having weathered 
o many national crises with 
'ronkite over the.last 10 years, 
o many breaks in the voice, so 
nany baleful stares, might find 
is off-camera/ good humor 
xaggerated. "Knocking a cou- 
le back" has expanded into 
inner after a phone call to his 
rife Betsy affirms that the 
'ronkite social calendar for this 
vening is blank. 


The Cronkites meet their 
uests at Orsini's, a small, 
legant Italian restaurant on 
6th St. (The guests have spent 
3ost of the afternoon poring 


frantically ^through, the New 
York Times and the New 
Yorker, boning up on current af- 
fairs. But they needn't have 
bothered; One of the guests 
recalls similar 
frantic 


preparations for a luncheon with 
Cronkite a couple of years ago. 
They ate herring at a Danish 
buffet, and the main thing on 
Cronkite's mind was the fact 
that one could go back for 
seconds.) 


- Walter struggles with his 
cashmere topcoat as the maitre 
d' escorts the women to the 
table. "I couldn't tell what you 
were wearing tonight on the 
evening news," a guest ventures, 
in a miserable attempt at small 
talk. (What would LBJ have 
said? Kennedy? Prince Philip?) 
"The picture was rolling." 


"Well," says Cronkite, "that's 


the way I came out of the studio. 
^Rolling." The tension 
evaporates. 


Office Joke 
At the table, Cronkite orders a 


round of drinks — strangely, 
there is no wait for the waiter — 
and immediately launches into 
an anecdote about muddlings in 
the chain of command at CBS. 
Seems that years ago Bill Paley 
(CBS board chairman) made a 
mild, offhand . suggestion that 
newscasters looked better in suit 
jackets than in shirtsleeves. The 
suggestion passed from mouth to 
mouth and quickly attained the 
status of ironclad law; CBS cor- 
respondents appeared on 
camera in suitcoats even from 
the battlefields of Korea — until 
one day Bill Paley wondered 
aloud to Cronkite just why the 
hell his newsmen were always 
wearing suit jackets, even in 
combat zones? 


Cronkite moves his arms 


around in the air as he unfolds 


the anecdote. He is a good 
storyteller and he gets his laugh. 
His wife joins in, although she 
has probably heard it before. She 
is an agreeable, well-tailored' 
woman with dark auburn hair 
who bears a faint resemblance to 
Betty Ford. Quiet mostly, she 
can display a deadly accurate wit 
— honed, perhaps, during her 
days as a Kansas City 
newspaperwoman. 


There is a fresh round of 


drinks. Walter, his eyebrows 
raised, is telling a humorous 
story about his tribulations vis-a- 
vis the feminist Gloria Steinem. 
"I'd go to help her on with her 
coat," he is saying, "and then I'd 
remember and pull back — and 
she'd say, 'you SEEEE?' " He 
thrusts a pointing finger across 
the table in a parody of Steinem. 
Again, laughter — and the ac- 
companying strange sensation 
that one is being watched. In the 
discreet darkness of the 
restaurant, one sense, voices are 
murmuring to one another, "Do 
you know who that is? 
That's . . . " - - 


Enthusiastic Eater 
The captain takes dinner 


orders. A heaping plate of 
linguine appears 
before 


Cronkite. He eats with 
enthusiasm, is attentive to his 
guests, selects an excellent wine. 
He is wearing a black chalk- 
stripe suit, modest lapel, pin- 
stripe shirt and a dark tie 
knotted so crisply it could almost 
have been a clip-on. (It isn't.) 


Cronkite is clearly enjoying his 


night on the'lown. His brow 
furrows over pale blue eyes as he 
expresses concern over "how 
much good"v the evening news 
really accomplishes. (A recent, 
excellent essay in the New 
Yorker by Michael J. Arlen has 
helped fuel this concern.) But 


the frown passes. He turns to the 
women on his left — a 
sophisticated, if 
somewhat 


awed, young magazine writer — 
and asks almost shyly what she 
thinks of the sexual revolution. 
"I may sound old-fashioned," he 
says in' his best avuncular 
manner (the furrow has 
reappeared), "but — don't you 
think there should be some 
mystery?" The young woman is 
charmed: 


This line of thought puts 


Cronkite in mind of Annabella 
Battistella. "Now there is -one 
beautiful woman," he says, 
earnestly. "I really must say I 
understand what Wilbur Mills 
saw in her."" Wry smile from 
Betsy. 


The captain takes coffee 


orders. Walter orders cappuc- 
cino — with Sanka. Betsy turns 
her head in mock exasperation. 
"Can you imagine," she says to 
the guests, "cappuccino Sanka." 


Hey, That's ... 
The party leaves the 


restaurant. Again, the sensation 
of eyes following. "That's 
" 


Outside, on 56th St., the guests 


wait for an uncertain moment to 
see whether the evening is over. 
Hardly. Seizing his wife's arm, 
Walter is striding off toward 
Fifth Avenue in search of a 
taxicab._The guests hurry to 
keep up. 


Halfway down the street 


Cronkite encounters an Italian- 
American 
sidewalk en- 


trepreneur; he is selling figures 
of wire sculpture that are 
arranged in a doorway. As 
though he were kicking tires in a 
used-car 
lot, 
Cronkite 


ruminates for a minute over the 
value of what looks like a wire 
whale. The salesman, who may 
be the only person in New York 
who doesn't recongize Cronkite, 


draws back in righteous anger — 
he is" a businessman of principle. 
Cronkite delicately makes his 
exit. 


Fifth Avenue; a cafc; a 


crosstown ride to P. J. Clarke's a 
hip East Side bar. There is a line 
of waiting customers outside, 
but somehow it melts away, the 
proprietor materailizes, there is 
an empty table in the packed 
back room. 


This is the recurring theme of 


the evening: The entire crowded 
city of New York continually 
parts like the waters of the Dead 
Sea for Walter Cronkite — who, 
for his part, seems totally inno- 
cent of the commotion he has 
left in his wake. Not once does 
any anger or resentment accom- 
pany these partings. The P. J. 
Clarke crowd, less subtle than 
the clientele at Orsinis, nudge 
one another's ribs and 
knowledgeably proclaim: "Ya 
know who that is, don'tcha, 
that's..." 


Puzzled 
A drink at P.J.'s. The talk is of 


the Cronkites' youngest 
daughter, Kathy, and her 
fledgling TV and movie career. 
(She has appeared in an episode 
of the Waltons. (Again, Cronkite 
brings up the subject of changing 
sexual standards. The issue 
seems genuinely to puzzle him. 


He casts an affectionate look 


at Betsy. "You remember the 
time," he says, with a hint of 
humor about the mouth, "when 
you reminded me of that 
wonderful breakfast we had 
together in Denver, Colo., while 
we were courting?" He pauses 
for effect, and now he is ad- 
dressing his guests, palms 
spread, eyebrows raised: "I've 
never been in Denver, Colo., in 
my life!" 


Betsy smiles a Mona Lisa 


smile. 


Back out on the street; Walter 


flags a cab. The night on the 
town is not yet over. The guests 
pile in, Walter sits up front. The 
driver, a young black, woman, 
suddenly has a half-smile of 
amused 
embarrassment. 


Cronkite begins to.talk to her 
earnestly about cab' 'drivers' 
salaries and work schedules. 


- "That's vintage Walter," says 


SPAPFRI 


Betsy from the back seat. "He 
loves to show up at firemen's 
benefits, policemen's1 dinners. 
The policemen always crowd 
around him and say, 'Now, 
Walter, we know you have to say 
those things you say on the 
evening news, but' we know you 
don't mean them.' And waiter, 
says, 'Yes, I do mean them!' 
And the policemen say, 'No, 
Walter, we know you don't really 
mean those things.' And by this 
time Walter is fairly hopping 
mad, and he'll pound his fist 
down and he'll say, 'Yes, dam- 
mit, I do mean them.' He loves 
that sort of thing." 


Two From Top 
The cab pulls up at Elaine's, 


which is where the New York 
litterati hang out. Elaine offers 
Cronkite's party table No. 6. 
David Halberstam comes over 
and sits down. He points out that 
Walter is only two tables away 
from table No. 4, which is "the" 
table at Elaine's. 


t Cronkite fixes Halberstam 
with an earnest gaze. "That An- 
nabella Battistella," 
he says, 


"Don't you understand what it 
was Wilbur Mills saw in her?" 
'He 
waits 
intently 
for 


Halberstam's 
answer. 


Halberstam takes 'deep and 
speculative stock of the beer in 
front of him. 


The talk eventually turns to 


journalists; who was the finest 
in the last 25 years . . . 


And suddenly it is 3 o'clock in 


the morning, and the night on 
the town is at an end. The 
guests, who are somewhat 
younger than Walter and Betsy 
Cronkite, realize they are reeling 
just slightly; the Cronkites have 
set a formidable pace. 


Another cab ride across town; 


murmured thanks. And the man 
whose voice broke when John 
Kennedy died, whose "Oh Boy!" 
certified man's landing on the 
moon, who was so often alone at 
the barricades of network news 
freedom during the dark days of 
Watergate, the man whose face 
and voice form the composite 
America, Went home with his 
wife:,One liked to think of the/ 
city opening and closing around 
him; and him'the next morning 
with an ice bag on his head.

Q. The full story, please, of Nelson Rockefeller's 
loans and gifts to loan Braden and her husband, 
Tom.—C. L, MacLean, Va. 
A. Nelson Rockefeller and Joan Braden have been 
dear friends for years. In 1954 Rockefeller loaned 
the Bradens $80,000 to purchase a newspaper, the 
Blade-Tribune in Oceanside, Calif. A year later he 
loaned them an additional $50,000. The Bradens re- 
paid the loans with interest, sold the paper-in 1967. 
Mr. Braden, a former CIA executive, is now a syndi- 
cated columnist. Mrs. Braden used to be Nelson 
Rockefeller's executive assistant when he was under- 
secretary at the U.S. Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare Joan and Tom Braden, politically 
Democrats, are the parents of eight children. 
I What ;s the rea' reason Sen. Walter Mondale of 


Minnesota decided to bow out of the race for Demo- 
cratic Presidential candidate?—Eva Nielsen, St. Paul, 
Minn. 
A. Two main reasons: Mondale suffered from lack 
of public recognition and lack of total commitment. 
As the Senator found out, many people think Mon- 
dale is the name of a Los Angeles suburb.

A. Peggy Lee, born Norma 
Egstrom in Jamestown, N. 
Dak., May-26,1920, had no 
son killed in World War II. 
She has a daughter fath- 
ered by her ex-husband, 
guitarist Dave Barbour. 


Q. During the Watergate 
hearings, Republican Sen. 
Howard Baker of Tennes-

younger women than like 
less active middle-aged 
men. Heart disease rarely 
strikes young women. 


The scientists caution, 


however, that you under- 
take no vigorous exercise 
without first getting into 


condition and having a 
physician check you over. 


^What the Stanford team 


did was to study a group 
of 41 male long-distance 
runners who averaged at 
least 15 miles each week 
during the preceding year. 
Many had begun running in 
the last two years and 
were not veteran athletes. 
They were all in excellent 
shape as measured by 
treadmill testing. 


They compared this elite 


group with a group of 
randomly selected middle- 
aged men. They found that 
cholesterol levels were 
modestly lower in the run- 
ners and that the distri- 
bution of cholesterol in 
the blood lipo-proteins, 
which carry the fats 
through the body circula- 
tion, more favorable in 


_ runners than in nonrunners.

port President Nguyen Van 
Thieu who is doing his 
best to bolster a crum- 
bling, corrupt, vulnerable 
economy. 


Emerging from relative 


obscurity to lead the 
anti-corruption drive in 
South Vietnam these days 
is a 59-year-old, right- 
wing Catholic priest, 
Father Tran Huu Thanh. 


Thanh is a reformist who 


heads PACM, the People's 
Anti-Corruption Movement, 
which insists that Thieu 
clean up his scandalous, 
graft-ridden regime or 
get out. 


Several weeks ago Father 


Thanh published "Indict- 
ment One," a document 
which listed six examples 


of President Thieu's 
alleged personal involve- 
ment in,corruption. 


"Indictment One" ac- 


cused Thieu among other 
things of involvement in 
South Vietnam's fabulously 
profitable drug traffic, * 
in reaping a large fortune 
in land sales, in permit- 
ting members of his family 
to earn fortunes in the 
manipulation of rice and 
fertilizer sales. 


It is said in Saigon 


that the only reason Thieu 
does not get rid of Father 
Thanh is that he is fear- 
ful of alienating a U.S. 
Congress which regards him 
with hostility and sus- 
picion. As a result, he ' 
has ordered his police 
"force to go easy on Father 
Tlaanh who daily holds a 
press conference inside 
the grounds of the Redemp- 
tion Church in Saigon. 


Father Thanh is one of 


the most charismatic ora- 
tors in South Vietnam, and 
if there is any man who

can bring down President 
Thieu, it is he. 
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1) all domes-

C 


ao Ti My Loc, 25, is the youngest of 
five children of an elementary- 
school teacher in the ancient Viet- 
namese city of Hue. She has been 


studying in the United States on a pro- 
gram sponsored by the U.S. Agency for 
International Development (AID) and 
has not seen her parents for nearly four 
years. She would like to go home, but is 
afraid that if she returns to South Viet- 
nam she will be thrown in jail, perhaps 
tortured. "Perhaps," she says in a quiet, 
even voice, "worse." 


Thafs because while My Loc was a 


student at California State University at 
Long Beach, she came- to oppose the 
war in Vietnam and, finally, to speak 
out against it and the policies of the 
government of South Vietnam. In 1972 
she and several other Vietnamese stu- 
dents presented a letter to the Vietna- 
mese consulate in San Francisco pro- 
testing U.S. bombing raids and the 
jailing of students who had opposed 
President Thieu. 


Shortly thereafter, at Saigon's re- 


quest, the U.S. ended its scholarship as- 
sistance to these students. Then, when 
the South Vietnamese refused to renew 
their passports, the U.S. canceled their 
visas and ordered them to leave the 
country. The 14 students (there are still 
78 South Vietnamese on AID scholar- 
ships at American universities) asked 
for political asylum in the U.S., but the 
government refused and has begun 
hearings in Los Angeles and elsewhere 
to deport them. 


A temporary stay 


To this My Loc can only shake her 


head. "We are merely asking to stay 
here temporarily, until it is safe for us to 
return home," she says. 


Le Ngoc Tan, a slender 23-year-old 


engineering student at Long Beach 
State, also finds it hard to understand 
the U.S. government's stand. 


"If we go home," he says matter-of- 


factly, "we would go to jail." Even 
when he doesn't talk about what going 


to jail means for the political enemies 
of South Vietnam's President Thieu, his 
eyes show that it's on his mind. 


Although Thieu denies that there are 


any political prisoners in South Viet- 
nam, the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee, in a report on the 1974 Foreign 
Aid Bill, wrote: "The existence of polit- 
ical prisoners [in South Vietnam] is be- 
yond reasonable dispute. Reliable and 
objective sources suggest that there are 
between 40,000 and 60,000 political 
prisoners being held. Further, substan- 
tial accounts of mistreatment and tor- 
ture of such prisoners have been au- 
thoritatively reported." 


The students have no doubt that their 


anti-war protests in the United States 
have marked them for prison at home, 
because all have advocated a less op- 
pressive government for South Vietnam. 
"We are not in favor of the Vietcong or 
North Vietnam," says Le Ngoc Tan, the 
engineering-student. "We would like to 
see a democratic coalition government 
in which all political groups take part." 


Defense fund 


Since they have lost their scholar- 


ships, the students have been support- 
ing themselves by working at odd jobs. 
Their legal fees for what promises to be 
a lengthy case will be paid out of a de- 
fense fund established by their attor- 
neys. Their efforts to stay in the U.S 
have brought support from a handful of 
U.S. Senators (including both of Cali- 
fornia's) and more than a dozen Repre- 
sentatives (most from California). 


On the other hand, F. R. Jameson, the 


State Department officer on the stu- 
dents' case, minimizes its importance, 
saying that the students' plea "fits a 
familiar pattern. 
It happens all the 


time that somebody comes here to 
study, likes the good life in the United 
States and doesn't want to return." 


The truth—whether the students are 


justifiably frightened or whether they 
just like it here—is likely to come out at 
the hearings now underway.

hatever else 1975 brings to 
America, most experts agree 
that money problems will con- 
tinue to be the No. 1 consumer 


issue With income in many cases un- 
able to keep pace with prices, more and 
more families will be faced by the be- 
setting need of making adjustments in 
time-honored habits and life-styles to 
make ends meet. 


Are there any steps the average con- 


sumer can take to stay solvent in the 
year ahead? Robert E. Gibson, presi- 
dent of the National Foundation for 
Consumer Credit, based in Washington, 
has some practical suggestions to make. 
Mr. Gibson's non-profit organization 
has as affiliates 160 credit-counseling 
agencies around the country dedicated 
to help debt-ridden citizens steer clear 
of the rising tide of consumer bankrupt- 
cies. Families with acute money pains 
are referred to them by ministers, cred- 
itors, family service agencies. Guidance 
is free or for a token fee. 


"On the basis of requests for aid at 


our offices," Gibson told PARADE, 
"I'd 
say that one out of 10 families 


is in serious financial difficulty. Too 
many Americans refuse to recognize 


that with inflation they need to change 
their 
life-style — the 
free-wheeling 


spending syndrome of the past. Ifs 
an emotional thing, a threat to the 
ego Still seeing themselves as afflu- 
ent, they maintain two cars needlessly, 
or buy a $6000 motor home that's used 
only two weeks a year. They're unac- 
customed to compromise their aspira- 
tions—the great American dream of 
having more. Now they must make 
some hard choices." 


How can you tell if you're on the 


brink of going broke? One guideline 
suggested by Gibson, a 47-year-old 
educator, is this: Look out when your 
contractual obligations (other than for 
mortgage or rent payments) exceed six 
months' net income. For example, with 
an income of $15,000 and debts of 
$4000 (aside from payments for shelter) 
you've got trouble. But when those 
debts reach $7500, including car finance 
payments, you're on the'edge of bank- 
ruptcy.

come and outgo. What can you give 
up? That weekly visit to the beauty par- 
lor? A fishing trip? Really need a second 
car? A car can easily run you $2500 a 
year, including depreciation, mainte- 
nance, gas, insurance. 


• Borrow or buy with credit only as 


much as you can comfortably repay out 
of future income. Use credit only for 
such durables as furniture and major 
appliances, not for day-to-day pur- 
chases. 


• Shop, for credit as you would for 


other purchases. Interest rates vary. If 
you can save only 5 percent on large 
loans it could be enough to keep you 
out of trouble. If you must borrow, the 
cheapest way is on your life insurance 
policy; next lowest, a credit union if 
you qualify. 


• Pay credit card bills within 25 


days to avoid interest charge. (Senator 
William Proxmire, who has crusaded for 
consumer credit .protection, says he 
uses credit cards chiefly for identifica- 
tion.) 


" • If finances are tight, consider 
transferring a student from a private 
university to a community college near 
home. 


• Children's clothes get outgrown 


fast. Thrift shops and church bazaars , 
are good bets for second-hand apparel. 
And many more women now make 
their own clothes. 


• Reassess your values. Can you, for 


instance, keep up your child's ballet 
lessons without sacrificing dental care? 
Should you now entertain friends- at 
home rather than take them out to an 
expensive restaurant? 


• Develop a set of priorities, then 


buy and pay on an orderly basis. Post- 
pone all but the most essential pur- 
chases at the top of your list. 


Such advice is certainly followed by 


Gibson's wife, Lauririe, a former his- 
tory teacher who now serves as a con- 
sumer counselor herself in Laurel, Md. 


"At home we practice all the money- 


saving ideas we preach," she says, 
"taking advantage of sales and plan- 
ning our purchases. With a simple 
monthlychart I've devised I can tell at 
a glance exactly what the balance in our 
checkbook is allocated for—every dol- 
lar of it has a specific purpose. I doubt 
if there are any budgeting 'secrets.' To 
me budgeting is a little like dieting: 
with some effort you leam whaf s good 
for you." 


Yes, the Gibsons have learned to stay 


solvent in spite of inflation.

[American students abroad} all 
seemed to be revolutionaries.They 
arrived in droves (in 1969-70 the 
number of U.S. students studying 
abroad was 32,148, the highest 
ever recorded). Most, however, 
acted as though they were out for 
a lark, just here to have a good 
time. In those days, I would say 90 
percent were on drugs. Today, 
that problem is almost negligible. 


"Students now are quieter, more 


serious, and above all, terribly job 
conscious," says Hogrefe. "When 
they see something really profes- 
sional going on'they jump at it. 


"Several years ago most of them 


seemed to be from the upper mid- 
dle class, with many parents ship- 
ping their revolutionaries over 
here to get them out of the coun- 
try," recalls Hogrefe. -"Today they 
are decidedly middle class. Many 
have worked and saved to pay for 
the trip.

This easy fruitcake is 
one answer, and it is so simple to make that you may well decide to make two. 
It is rich with fruit and nuts but not sweet enough to be cloving to the taste, and 
it will cut easily. 


This year we recommend a "different" eggnog, made with cream sherry and 


only four other ingredients—eggs, sugar, milk and nutmeg. For a change from 
the usual punch bowl and cups, serve the eggnog in pretty wine glasses. You 
will find that it is not too rich, not too sweet, and flavorful with the nutlike 
taste of cream sherry. 


CREAM 


4 eggs, separated 
1 cup sugar, divided 
2 quarts milk 


Beat egg yolks until thick and lemon-colored. Beat in 3/4 cup sugar slowly. Con- 
tinue beating until sugar is dissolved. Add milk and sherry; chill. Beat egg 
whites until stiff; beat in remaining sugar. Add sherry mixture. Spoon into wine 
glasses. Sprinkle with nutmeg. Makes about 15 to 18 servings.

Mix and sift flour, baking powder, baking soda and salt. Cream butter to con- 
sistency of mayonnaise; add sugar gradually while continuing to cream. Add 
eggs one at a time, beating well after each addition. Add dry ingredients and 
mashed bananas alternately. Stir in nuts, fruits and raisins. Spoon evenly into 
well-greased bundt pan or 9 or 10-inch tube pan. Bake at 350 degrees for 
about 1 hour and 10 minutes, or until cake is deep golden brown and tests 
done.
